Bootleg Builders Thrive; L.B. Cracks Down 


By GEOKGE WEEKS 


Bootleg building is big business here and has probably been 


increasing in recent years—but Long Beach city officials are 
tightening controls in an effort'to curtail the illicit construction. 


In the language o£ the trade, booties building means any 


kind of construction- done without permits required by city or 
state laws. It includes general construction and electrical and 
plumbing installation. 


No responsible official would hazard an estimate as to the 


extent of the illegal activity. 
* * * * 


"We know it goes on, jilst as other laws are violated," said 


Edward M. O'Connor, city superintendent ot building. "The only 
cases we have on record are those we detect—and they are 
considerable." 
Interior installations such as plumbing and electrical work 


in existing buildings are the main problem, O'Connor'added. 
Outside violations can usually be detected by inspectors in the 
field. 


One reason for the suspected bootlegging increase is the 


[growing trend toward the installation of garbage disposal and 
^dishwashing devices. Both of these categories require permits, 
as do nearly all construction jobs except routine maintenance and 
small roofing replacements.#

ONE alive today knows 


exactly what caused the ex- 


plosion 
aboard the 500-foot 


tanker Markay, early on the 
morning of June 22, 1947, but 
the entire Long Beach-Los An- 
geles Harbor area is better safe- 
guarded today as a result of the 
greatest disaster in local water- 
front history. 


"That was a night I'll never 


forget," says Joseph Smithers, 
chief pumpman of the ill-fated 
ship, who still visits this area 
two or three times a month on 
coastwise tankers. 


At 2:05 on that Sunday morn- 


ing 10 years ago, the Markey 
rested quietly at her moorings 
'alongside the Shell Gil docks on 
Mormon Island, taking, on a 
mixed load of petroleum prod- 
ucts. That portion of the cargo 
which included diesel fuel, avia- 
tion gasoline and stove oil was 
already aboard and the . third 
mate was supervising the load- 
ing of red ethyl gasoline and 
highly volatile butane-blended 
gasoline. 


ALL OF THE required safety 


measures were being observed 
and, in addition, because of the 
high combustibility of the.bu- 
tane-blended commodity, further 
precautions'were taken. All wa- 
tertight doors were kept closed, 
the portholes were closed and 
dogged, and no smoking was al- 
lowed anywhere on the vessel. 
The galley was locked and crew 
members had been taken into 
Wilmington for their evening 
meal. 


The night was sultry under a 


partially clouded sky. Such a 
faint breeze moved up the chan-^ 
nel and across the ship toward 
the dock that it scarcely stirred 
the heavy vapors flowing out 
through the ullage holes of the 
Markay's tanks and they hung 
in a noxious blanket above the 
hot steel decks. The fumes 
pressed relentlessly into the of- 
ficers' quarters in the midship 
housing, where the radio opera- 
tor and the shipping company's 
port captain were sleeping. 


AT MIDNIGHT, because of 


the stuffiness and the accumu- 
lated fumes in his room amid- 
ships, the chief mate had taken 
a pillow from his bunk and gone 
out to sleep in his car, parked 
in the terminal yard a hundred 
feet or so from the ship. And so 
his life was spared when, at ap- 
proximately 2:06 a.m., the "tran- 
quil vessel shuddered with the 
impact of a violent explosion. 


Instantly, the thick layer of 


gasoline 
vapors ignited and 


-within seconds the ship was en- 
veloped in fire as the flames 
roared upward from the tank 
tops like giant blowtorches. A 
great stream of burning gasoline 
spurted from a ruptured tank 
directly abaft the midship hous- 
ing, and within three minutes it 
had swept across the smooth 
surface of the water to set afire 
the docks on the opposite side 
of the channel. As the gases in 
adjacent tanks ignited, explosion 
followed explosion in rapid suc- 
cession, hurling blazing steel 
fragments into the air to spread 
destruction 
farther 
ashore. 


Newpaper 
accounts 
reported 


that the blasts were felt for at 
least 12 miles and the flames 
were visible for the same dis- 
tance. 


"I SPENT SEVERAL hours 


uptown that evening," Smithers 
said, "but got back to the Mar- 
kay about 9:30 and went to bed. 
When the explosion woke me up, 
I ran back to the fantail 'and 
slid down a stern line to the 
dock." 
More than a dozen other creiv 


members who were also In the 
aftcrdcck bowsing reached shore 
as Smiihexs did, by sliding down 


the stern mooring lines or by 
diving into the water and swim- 
ming to safety, but three or four 
men were overcome by smoke in 
the dark passageways before 
they were able to escape. Eight 
crew members and the port cap- 
tain, as well as three wharfin- 
gers working on the pier, were 
counted dead or missing in the 
catastrophe. 


THE FIRE RAGED for 12 


hours before it was brought un- 
der control, and the Markay's 
twisted hulk smouldered for two 
days longer as she lay at her

berth. The shattered midship 
section settled to the bottom of 
the harbor. 


The oil pier and installations 


alongside the tanker were com- 
pletely destroyed. Six storage 
tanks in the vicinity and the 
freight, warehouses across the 
channel were gutted by the fire. 
Including the ship itself, valued 
at 2% million dollars, the total 
damage was estimated at 10 
million dollars. 


On Wednesday, June 25, a 


U. S. Coast Guard investigation 
board convened to determine, if 
possible, the cause of the ex- 
plosion and "above all, to pre- 
vent further occurrence of such 
tragedies." For two weeks, the 
group of Coast Guard officers 
listened to the testimony of sur- 
vivors and witnesses, visited the 
Markay's 
charred 
hulk and 


weighed their findings. 


SO TWISTED and torn were 


the Markay's bulkheads that it 
was impossible to determine 
whether the initial blast had oc- 


curred within tHe fank being 
loaded with butane-blended gas- 
oline or in the vapors accumu- 
lated in the midship housing, 
which was melted into an 'al- 
most unrecognizable mass by 
the intense heat 
Possibly a 


static electricity spark had ig- 
nited the vapors, or perhaps one 
of the men in the midship quar- 
ters awakened and turned on a 
light or flicked the switch of an 
electric fan. No one will ever 
know. 


From the hearing, however, 


came recommendations concern-

But if you peek under her rocking chair, chances are 
you'll* find, a pair of paratrooper boots, size 6, and a 
revised schedule of upcoming air shows. 


If you're worried about the propriety of nosing 


about under the rocker—fear not. Grandma probably 
will be off having herself a ball up in the wild blue. 


With 62 parachute, jumps to her credit, 41-year-old 


Emily Brown now has left the air show 'circuit to 
become Mrs. James C. Myers, wife of a Long Beach 
Coast Guard chief: yeoman. 


The chief grounded Grandma right after their 


April 27 wedding, and she had to cancel her bookings 
for jumps at shows in Canada and Czechoslovakia. 
No more;wing .stands, either. But nothing was said 
about flying (Grandma's a pilot, too.) 


JUST HOW LONG Grandma's retirement will last 


is a matter of speculation. And those who know her 
best—her three married daughters—won't even ven- 
ture a guess. .She's surprised them too many times. 


A trim, well-groomed brunette who closely re- 


sembles comedienne Martha Raye, Emily got started 
on her career as a professional daredevil because she 
couldn't turn down a nickel bet. 


In the fall of 1954, she was vacationing in Fowler, 


Mich. One day, she went flying with a friend who 
introduced her to an acquaintance of his. 


Later, over coffee in the airport snack bar, the 


topic of conversation got around to parachute-jumping 
and just what special kind,of courage it took to dive 
out of a plane from a couple thousand feet in the ah*. 


"Oh, I don't know," said Emily, airily. 'It doesn't 


sound very dangerous to me." 


HER FRIEND'S FRIEXD drew himself up. 
"Young lady, m bet you couldn't do it!" 
"How much do you bet?" demanded Emily, who 


never was able to turn down a dare. 


"A nickel. And if you jump, I will, too.** 
"You're on," said Emily. 
She was at the airport bright and early the next 


morning. She checked out a parachute, all the while 
"kind of hoping this fellow would back out." 


There was no sign of the man. But Emily went 


ahead with her part of the deal. 


Her friend flew her to 2,000 feet in his plane and 


patiently circled the field. Swallowing hard to keep 
her heart in place, Emily pushed open the door and 
crawled out onto the struts. 
"I kept wondering if I was doing the right thing," 


she recalls. "But, doggone it, I had made myself a. 
bet and I wasn't about to back down. Whatever I've 
set my mind to, I've been able to do." 


ABOVE THE ROAR of the engine, the words of 


the pilot rang in her ears: 


"Emily, you got to remember—pull that ripcord. 


When you- jump, there's not a thing I can do for you. 
I'm not going to land until I see you're safe on the 
ground." 


Only Emily Brown could have read any humor into 


this warning. ("What on earth would he have done 
if the chute hadn't opened?" she wonders.) 


Summoning up all her courage, Emily took a long 


look down. 


It didn't help. 
She closed her eyes for a second .and heard the 


pilot yell: "Are you going to jump?" \ 
• 
• 


"Doggone it, yes!" cried Emily. 
And down she went, feet first. 
"It's hard to put into words exactly what it was 


like," she says. "When you clear the plane, somehow 
you begin to feel wildly independent; you're floating 
in air, the wind wailing past your ears, and you- start 
wondering if you really will remember to pull that 
ripcord." 


EMILY 
She's sure she would 


have done it unconsciously, even if she had blacked out 
on her way down. 
The pilot chute sprang out of her backpack, pulling 


the main parachute after it With a sudden, plopping 
sound, the white nylon canopy filled with air and put 
the brakes on her descent. 


"It was the most glorious feeling Fve ever had in 


- 
my life," Emily says. "I knew right away that this 
was for me." 
Her sudden addiction to parachute jumping came 


as much of a surprise to Emily herself as it did 
to her friends and family. 
But, then, Emily had been doing the unexpected 


all of her life. 
Born in Sneedville, Tenn., Emily left home at 13 


to get married. Her first husband, an interior dec- 
orator, died five years ago. 


IN THE SUMMER OF 1944, Emily began taking 


flying lessons at Kenilworth, HI., where she was 
operating a restaurant 
"There was something strange and wonderful about 


the thought of flying," she says. "I don't want to say 
that ifs like feeling you're mightier than anyone 
else, but that's as close as I can come to it" 


When her husband died, Emily found the sedate life 


of a small town widow didn't appeal to he*-. Her three 
girls—Arabella, Mary and Lois—were married and 
raising children of their own. Emily's health \vas good 
and she always had liked outdoor activities. 


What happened after that impromptu jump at

parachutist. She admits she "wanted to make some 
money and I didn't know of any other grandmothers 
in air show work." 


AFTER THE JUMP, a man approached her and 


identified himself as a fair promoter. He asked her 
if she'd care to jump at one of his shows. 


.Emily said she would be happy to—for $500. 
The promoter informed her the going rate was 


$200. 


"It's a deal," said Emily. 
A few days later, she made her second jump. No 


hesitancy this time. Grandma Brown was in business. 


She made several other jumps in the Illinois- 


Michigan area, and in the summer of 1955 placed an 
advertisement in Trade-a-Plane, an aviation publica- 
tion, seeking jobs as a professional jumper. 


She received more than 100 replies—most of them 


"from people who wanted to offer me every kind of 
job under the sun except jumping." 


Among the letters she received was one from 


John Fitzpatrick, a 34-year-old Emmetsjburg, Iowa, 
air show performer who was looking for a partner. 
They arranged a meeting, and hit it off from the 
first. 


.IN THE SUMMER OF 1955, they made 10 jumps 


together at various shows from New York to Okla- 
homa City. Once on the air show circuit, Emily added 
a wing-riding act to the duo's repertoire. 


For the act, she .used a Stearman 450 monoplane 


which had a metal stand secured to the top of the 
fuselage. She .strapped herself against the metal 
railing and hung on while the plane took off and 
circled the field. To top off the act, Emily plucked 


a handkerchief off the ground while the plane flew 
upside down. 
. * * « . * . * 
She didn't use a parachute for that act. 
"I really should have," she admits, "but I think it 


would have made it look like it was too easy. The 
more dangerous an act is, the bigger the crowds. 
Besides, at the altitudes we did our tricks a chute 
wouldn't have been much use." 


In August 1955, while Emily and John were ap- 


pearing in their 10th air show together at Escanaba, 
Mich 
misfortune struck. 
Fitzpatrick's parachute 


partially collapsed in the air, and he hurtled to earth, 
breaking his back. 


IT WAS THE FIRST serious parachuting accident 


Emily had witnessed. But it didn't change her mind 
about the business. She personally arranged a benefit 
air show for John in his home town, raising money 
to pay his medical .bills. 


Fitzpatrick was in a cast for four months. Doctors 


say he never will jump again. 


Grandma Brown had to do her jumping alone 


after that.. 
In her performances, she Jumped with two para- 


chutes—a backpack carrying a canopy of 28-foot 
diameter and a reserve pack, attached to the front 
:of her harness, carrying a 24-foot chute. 


AFTER 62 JUMPS, Emily doesn't feel especially 


lucky in never having had a serious accident. Even in 
retirement (at this writing) she keeps in trim with 
an hour of pushups and other exercise each morning. 


She's been injured only once in a jump—last June 


in an air show at Chicagoland Airport. 


Emily had made a perfect landing and was gather- 


ing in the suspension lines' when a nearby photog- 
rapher yelled at her to look up. 
'1 looked," said Emily. "Before I knew what was 


happening, a guest of wind whipped open my chute

the outside of your house? 


Here are 15 tips that will help 


• you to get a professional result: 


Paint when the temperature 


is above 50 degrees, preferably 
somewhere near 70. You can 
paint 
successfully 
when 
the 


temperature is consid e r a b 1 y 
higher than 70 if the humidity 
is not too high. Avoid painting 
when there is heavy dew, im- 
mediately after a rain or when a 
storm is in prospect. 


If at all possible, try to paint 


the side of; the house that is 
shaded, then ..follow the sun 
around so that you are always 
painting where the sun already 
has been. This prevents the hot 
sun from drying the paint too

rapidly, as well as making it 
more comfortable for you. 


Use a wire brush or a scraper 


to remove any old paint that is 
blistering, peeling or flaking. 
Follow with steel wool or sand- 
paper to smooth rough edges. 
And carry an old, clean paint 
brush in your'back pocket to 
remove any accumulated dust. 


MILDEW CAN .be scrubbed 


off with a solution of trisodium 
phosphate and household am- 
monia or a special mildew re- 
mover. Where there is reason 
to believe the trouble may occur 


again, use a mildew-resistant 
paint. 
Mildew usually takes 


place on parts of the structure 
ordinarily not touched by the 
sun. 


Calk thoroughly around win- 


dow frames and 
doors and 


wherever one type of building 
material is joined to another. 
Replace "popped" nails and see 
whether any of the windows 
need reputtying. 


All 
screens,

other attachments of that na- 
ture should be removed, cleaned 
and repainted separately.

Get rust off all metal sur- 


faces, using steel wool and fol- 
lowing with red lead, aluminum 
paint or a special metal primer. 


FOB SAFETY, the base of 


the ladder should be far enough 
from the house to equal one- 
fourth the height of the ladder. 
Thus, with a 20-foot ladder, the 
base of it would be five feet 
from the house. 


Even though most stores now 


have agitators which mix the 
paint before you bring it home, 
the paint should be "boxed" by 
you. Boxing consists of pouring 
off most of the liquid into a sec- 
ond container and stirring the 
remaining pigment, then grad- 
ually pouring back the liquid 
as you keep s t i r r i n g . The 
final step is to pour the paint 
back and forth between the two 
containers several times. 


The siding usually should be 


painted first, all the trim and 
sash second. 
But there are 


times, when working on high 
peaks, when it is more practical 
to paint both the siding and 
the trim while the ladder is in 
the correct position. Dip the 
brush about half way, pat off 
the excess on the inside of the 
can, use wide, firm strokes and 
always work in toward the wet 
paint. 


IF USING a roller, the reg- 


ular type is fine for the flat 
surfaces, but a special, small 
lap roller should be used for 
getting paint on the underedges 
of clapboard and similar sidings. 


Probably the fastest of all 


methods of painting the outside 
of a house is by spraying, but 
extra precautions must be taken

THE FRENCH HAVE A PHRASE FOR IT 


'Le Jury Grand' 


J 


By Blame Nels Simons 


.HTHE FRENCH have a phrase 


for it—"le jury grand." In 


this manner they differentiate 
between a large jury and a 
"petit," or small, jury. 


The petit jury has, in name, 


generally disappeared today and 
has become, instead, a trial 
jury or coroner's jury. The 
grand jury, however, retains its 
name as it has through the 
centuries. 


And there is something in the 


name to be kept. "Grand" is the 
French for large, and in the way 
the French say it there is a 
certain aura of magnificence 
and power in the name itself. 
The description fits present-day 
grand juries. They are, indeed, 
a magnificent and powerful bul- 
wark of our democratic system. 


THERE ARE two types of 


grand juries — those operating 
under state and those operating 
under federal law. The latter 
make the splashier national 
headlines. They indict for fed- 
eral laws violated. In their nets 
are caught the big fish of in- 
terstate crime. They have 
nailed men like Al Capone on 
income tax evasion and, very 
recently, Dave Beck who, for 
all his maneuverings, could not 
escape the grand jury. 


Locally, 
our 
Los Angeles 


County Grand Jury inquires into 
and investigates crimes closer 
to home, closer to us. They are 
constituted a l m o s t similarly 


with the Federal Grand Jury 
though operating under "state 
law. Section 192 of the Cali- 
fornia Code of Civil Procedure 
defines a grand jury as: 


"A body of persons, nine- 


teen in number, returned in 
pursuance to law, from the 
citizens of a county, or city 
and county, before a court of 
competent jurisdiction, and 
sworn to inquire of public of- 
fense (s) committed or triable 
-within the county, or city and 
county." 


•IN CONSIDERING the grand 


jury we here are more con- 
cerned with the operation and 
powers and limitations of this 
jury rather than how it is 
initially formed. 


The definition of the grand 


jury defines its general powers. 
In a word, it "inquires." 
Through this simply given pow- 
er, however, it has a broad field 
in which to exercise. All crimi- 
nal offenses committed or that 
9 
legally can be tried in court in 
this county can be investigated 
by the grand jury. 


Of these, it may inquire into. 


matters brought to their atten- 
tion by grand jury members 
themselves, by private citizens, 
by the police or district at- 
tomeySi 
. 


Though it . is generally sup- 


posed that their complete, source 
of information comes from po- 
lice or district attorneys and 


What goes on behind this'locked door? Secrecy is 
keynote of grand jury operation and of its success. 


they sometimes are maliciously 
called the "tool of the D.A. and 
police," quite the contrary is 
true. In Los Angeles County 
and throughout the country 
there are cases where grand 
juries have indicted district at- 
torneys, their staffs, or police 
figures for various crimes. They 
owe allegiance to no one when 
it comes to inquiring into local 
crime. 


SECRECY is the keynote of 


the grand jury operation. As 
the trial jury decides its cases 
in secret, so does the grand 
jury accumulate its facts and 
decide on its indictments in 
secret. The reason is obvious. 
The public is protected 
from 


having pressures 
of various 


sorts placed on the 
grand 


jurors. Witnesses will talk more 
freely and juries. inquire more 
freely where underworld re- 
prisals arid public limelight can- 
riot interfere. 


Persons under investigation 


cannot bring pressure, "cover 
their trails" or make a run for 
it to another country, for gen- 
erally these people are as sur- 
prised as anyone else when in- 
dictments are returned against 
them; they didn't even know 
they were being investigated. 


Unfortunately, there are par- 


ticular instances in which wit- 
nesses' names are made public 
during investigations. 
Too, a 


bystander near the closed grand 
jury ^ door can see witnesses 
come and go> and thus be ap- 
prised in some degree, perhaps, 
as to who is currently under 
investigation. 


ONCE THE FACTS are gathr 


ered, the grand jury determines 
whether or not to return an 
indictment. The facts are, in 
brief, viewed from this point 
of view: 


(1) Does it appear from them 


that a crime has been commit- 
ted and 


(2) if so, do these facts, as 


evidence in court, give 
the 


prosecuting attorney a probable 
chance to convict the accused. 


If both are answered in the 


affirmative, the grand jury re- 
turns an indictment. 
Section 


"917. of the Penal Code describes 
an indictment as "an accusa- 
tion in writing, presented by the 
grand jury to a 
competent 


court, charging a person with a 
public offense." 


ONCE AN indictment is is- 


sued, prosecution 
commences. 


But under our system, only a 
grand jury can so inquire, only 
a grand jury can indict. 


But with the power granted 


grand juries there also are limi- 
tations. It may "inquire of pub- 
lic offenses" only. 


Fortunately, there are few 


"crusading grand juries" in the 
sense of stepping beyond speci- 
fied powers. The vast majority 
of grand juries do their jobs 
well and are a distinct credit 
to the community. 


THE GRAND JURY inquires 


and indicts, the trial jury lis- 
tens to and decides particular 
cases before it, and the coroner's 
jury listens and recommends or 
advises as to particular cases. 
For other matters there is other 
3egal machinery. 


Aside form its usual duties, 


grand juries have also been 
given various similar powers. 
They have free access to public 
prison and public records. They 
have the full right to subpoena 
witnesses. It may Investigate \ 
housing authorities, books and 
accounts of various county of- :

It's Up to Us 


THE FUTURE of Long Beach Navy Shipyard hinges 


on what the City of Long Beach and the State of 


California do about subsidence. 


That was the blunt, unmistakable message of the 


House Armed Services Committee this week when'it 
adopted a subcommittee report recommending only a 
fraction of the sum proposed for subsidence remedial 
work at the shipyard. 


The subcommittee, which had conducted hearings 


here on whether to continue spending'federal money 
for that purpose, said in its report: 


"There can be no doubt of the benefits which flow 


from the shipyard. There is, in the subcommittee's 
opinion, grave doubt as to the acceptance by California 
authorities, local and. state, of the responsibilities 
which accompany and flow from these benefits." 


City and state have thus been warned to show their 


good faith with prompt and effective action.

WHAT CAN BE DONE to convince the Armed 


Services Committee? 


The big thing the State of California can do, of 


course, is approve the bill which Long Beach has sub- 
mitted to create a subsidence remedial district. 


That bill is now in the hands of an interim legisla- 


tive committee. This being the case, there is no hope 
for action on the measure before the next session of the 
state legislature. 


Meantime, Long Beach has a selling job to do. Just 


as city and state, jointly, must prove their case to the 
federal government, this city must present a forceful 
case to the state interim, committee. 


Paradoxically, part of the task is to show the com- 


mittee that a vital state interest is, indeed, at stake. 


But it should not be difficult to prove that an in- 


stallation with a §170,000,000 replacement.value is an 
asset to the State of California. Rather, it is our big task 
to show that we thoroughly understand our own prob- 
lem, that we are exerting every possible effort as a city 
to solve it, that we are as interested in preventing sub- 
sidence as we are in withdrawing oil. 


The Long Beach City Council, about to enter a new 


term of office, should resolve to make that task the 
first and major order of business. 


*

* 
THE CITY SHOULD BEGIN at once to prepare a 


comprehensive report on what causes subsidence, how 
far the land has subsided and how far it is expected to 
subside, and what should be done to prevent it. It is 
true that there are reports on these subjects—but no 
all-inclusive report originated by Long Beach itself. 
As evidence of intense and continuing interest, this re- 
port should be kept up to date and revised whenever 
new materials present themselves. 


Having stated the nature of the problem and what 


should be done about it, the city should then go on to 
state in concrete, specific, and detailed terms just how 
to go about the solution. 


In short, when the interim committee arrives here

Russ Talk Peace, Disarmament 
but Actions Belie Their Words 


WASHINGTON—The Paradox 


of the hour is the way the 


Russians profess to be advo- 
cating "disarmament" at Lon- 
don at the very time that Mos- 
cow and Peiping arc making 
military moves of a threaten- 
ing nature aimed at the West. 


THE NEWS dispatches have 


an ominous sound and the 
latest "communique" on the 
"cold war" reads as follows: 


1. Egypt has been furnished 


three Soviet submarines to 
help patrol the Mediterranean 
and keep a watchful eye on 
the U. S. 6th Fleet. Israel 
thinks the move may be di- 
rected at her shipping and is 
preparing counter measures. 


2. A Soviet cruiser and two 


escort vessels have just passed 
through the Turkish straits to 
the Mediterranean, and several 
more cruisers and destroyers 
"of the Soviet navy arc sched- 
uled to pass through the same 
waterway soon. 


3. The Russian navy has 


turned Albania into an armed 
camp,.posing a threat to allied 
strategy in the Mediterranean. 
Submarine bases, according to 
United Press reports, have 
been built less than 50 miles 
from the Italian shore, and a 
large naval base in Albania 
has been "fortified and en- 
larged." A network of five air- 
fields capable of handling jet 
planes has been established. 


•L The United Nations com- 


mand in Korea has at last 
been authorized to tell the Red 
Chinese formally that, because 
the armistice agreement has 
been violated by the Com- 
munist 
forces, 
it 
becomes 


necessary for the U.N. units 
to be-given "modern weapons" 
to offset the advantage. Both 
the North Koreans and the 
C h i n e s e Communists have 
illegally introduced new weap- 
ons into the area they hold 
north of the armistice line. 


5. The Chinese Communists 


are building up more airfields 
for jet planes opposite For- 
mosa, and considerable nerv- 
ousness has reappeared in the 
area.

ALL THIS doesn't sound as 


if tensions are being removed. 
It gives the impression that 
the London talks are just part 
of a sparring match going on 
to fix responsibility by one 
side or the other for a possible 
breakdown. 


The Russians, of course, get 


a big propaganda advantage 
in the world at large out of 
their pose as seekers of peace. 
It helps to quiet the fears of 
their own people and enables 
the Moscow strategists at the 
same time to keep up constant 
criticism of the West by seiz- 
ing every sign of a difference 
of opinion and magnifying it 
to make it appear that the 
allies are disunited. 


Actually, the negotiations 


are so delicate that it is a 
matter of deep regret that

mitted any discussion of the 
disarmament problem at his 
press conference. The presi-

He adds, however, that Girard's action

If 
his actions were careless, or in violation of 
his instructions, Judge McGarraghy says,

CAPITAL CAPERS 
Pro-Red Rulings Stir 
Only Slight Comment

WASHINGTON — A .group 


of important Supreme Court de 
cisions last week produced sur- 
p r i s i n g 1 y little congressional 
comment, leading some observ- 
ers to suspect a lessening of the 
nation's • fears about domestic 
communism. 


The decisions served unmis- 


takably to fortify the personal 
rights and freedoms of indivi- 
duals under the Constitution, 
and each came, at the expense of 
anti-Communst action by the 
federal government. 


Within a matter of hours and 


by lop-sided votes, the court 
overturned the convictions of 
five Communist leaders and a 
former Communist labor organ- 
izer and the discharge of a for- 
mer foreign service officer as a 
security risk.

BEFORE A LONG glass ex- 


panse next to the fireplace is a 
pair of deep-cushioned chairs.

The second is in soft lime 
green leather on squat provin- 
cial legs. Matching it is a large 
leather ottoman. Between the 
chairs is a quaint and lovely 
lyre table which has been in 
Mrs.

Opening t;o the living room 


from the kitchen is a service 
counter which may be closed 
off with folding shutters fin- 
ished in a tone to match the 
mahogany paneling.

THE KITCHEN IS paneled in 


honey-colored ash and floored 
in cork-patterned 
vinyl tile.

PRUSSIAN SYSTEM JUNKED / 
Johnny Gets 
His Gun Early

FT. BEKNING, Ga. — The Army has thrown away its time- ' 


worn training manual and is busy writing a new one with 
considerable imagination in the belief that the end result will 
be the best trained infantryman the world has ever seen. 


I have just participated in this new training operation, 


called trairfire. I -wish I had had. similar training in 1942. 


To roe this training is nothing short of amazing. Without . 


much fuss or bother, little profanity and no apparent hazing, 
the Army is turningvout kids who behave almost as if they 
were veteran troops about halfway through their eisht week* 
of basic training. 


Ever since Baron von Steuben came over in 1777 to re- 


shape George Washington's army at Valley Forge, the Ameri- 
can military system has been cast in the Prussian meld. 


This ancient training system, though modified by later 


wars, still has about as much relation to actual combat as a 
firecracker to a hand grenade. 


Under ISth Century training methods, still used in the Ma- 


rines, it was thought necessary to instill a sense of discipline 
first through interminable close order drill. 


For shock troops, such as the Marines, rigid discipline prob- 


ably, is, paramount. For the Army, which plans to operate in 
small units over wide areas, initiative, skill and discipline go 
hand-in-hand.

WDER THE OLD SYSTEM!, the recruit was introduced 


to his weapon, the rifle, only at last. Then' he was taught to 
employ it against stationary targets placed at known dis- 
tances. This is still standard procedure for most armies, 


In modern combat the infantryman Is about as likely to . 


find a stationary target at a known distance as he is to meet 
Jane Mansfield in a mother hubbard. 


This Prussian system has been just about junked by th« 


Army. Six days after he enters training the Army recruit, clad 
in steel helmet and wearing a light combat pack, is firing at 
man-shaped pop-up targets partially hidden by grass and 
weeds. 


He learns to shoot from a sandbagged trench, around trees 


and advancing in the open as he would in combat. Almost be- 
fore he learns to march, the recruit is taught to bring aimed- -, 
rifle fire against targets he can see for only 30 seconds. 


By the time he has completed his initial firing course, th« 


raw recruit is handling his weapon with the confidence of a 
veteran.

The effect on the recruit's morale and the enthusiasm ht 


brings to this new method of training is remarkable. 


Additionally, the new recruit is given a still target detec- 


tion course in which .he learns to pick out carefully camou- _ 
flaged men hidden amidst the brush, trees and grass of open 
range. 


Finally, in the last four weeks of his training, the recruit 


is taught to move and fire "While or the defense or advancing,.- 
at night and in daylight.

HAVING LEARNED by practice that it take four seconds 


for a man to take aim and fire, he moves in three-second 
rushes. 


In all, the recruit receives 87 hours of rifle training in his ' 


eight weeks of basic training, practically all of it under combat 
target conditions against which he uses live ammunition. 


The Army didn't a'dopt this new system overnight Befort 


it was made, standard operating procedure, the Army used 
32,000 troops in an experiment. Half were trained under the • 
old system, half under the new. 


In no instance did any of the troops trained under the 


old system do half so well on the combat target range ax those 
trained under the new. 


I WAS TRAINED on known distance target ranges to 


qualify as a Marine sharpshooter. 


Though I haven't fired a rifle since Korea at a target, I 


still was able to group shots on a known distance target here 
closely enough so that they could be covered by a quarter. 


But on the pop-up range I was a bust, missing two sil- 


houette targets at ranges from 75 yards to 200 yards in eight 
shots. 


On the target spotting course, it was easy to pick out the 


potential danger points — clumps of bushes, brush and trees. It 
was not easy to spot the actual targets. I missed a man in a 
camouflage suit with leaf-garlanded helmet 30 yards away. I 
discovered him only after he had fired a blank round at me. 


In combat such a mistake would have been fatal. After a 


couple of lessons these kids learn to pick up targets with re- 
markable skill.

THEY HAVE abandoned the use of the sling as a means 


of steadying the weapon. Nobody used it in combat. 


All in all this new training method probably would strike 


the combat veteran as eminently sensible. He might just have 
—as I did— the uneasy feeling that a lot of men would be alive 
today if this type training had been inaugurated after World 
War EC.

That the book is the latest selec- 
tion of the Book-of-the-Month 
Club is understandable. Here is 
shown the power of lasting love 
and friendship in the work-a- 
day world; the values that ex- 
ceed the value of the dollar. It 
is the story of the men at the 
top of a great American busi- 
ness and their struggle for indi- 
vidual power, and the author inr 
dicates without being saccharine 
that some ordinary things such 
as honesty and sincerity still are 
winners in the long run. Also 
as the story moves to a climax 
that is .exciting without being 
explosive the point is driven 
home that if a man wants to 
get atop the heap he should 
start by marrying a woman who 
loves and understands him., The 
main character of the story is 
Stephen Lowry, who leaves gov- 
ernment service in Europe to 
take a job with Continental In- 
dustries Corp. in New .York 
City. To America he brings liis 
bride, Rosalie, who had fled her 
native Estonia to join the Nor- 
wegian Resistance. As Stephen 
forges ahead in his job he and 
his wife overcome numerous 
.prejudices and pitfalls, and they 
manage to keep their sense %of 
the fun to be had in life through 
it all. There are many threads 
to the story, such as the search 
that Rosalie keeps up for her 
mother and sister, missing since 
1940; the friendship of Stephen 
and a college friend associated 
with/him in his job who turns 
out to be something less than 
honest. And before the writing 
ends all the threads are ac- 
counted for. Altogether, it is a 
splendidly written tale and one 
that holds constant interest The 
educated, cultured characters 
are a delight.

Tours the City

S 


HAKESPEARE jaunts about Long Beach—and 
so do Dickens, Thackeray, Hemingway, Saro- 


yan, Steinbeck and Pearl Buck. 


So do a flock of dictionaries, encyclopedias, 


magazines, and how-to volumes. 


Bookmobile service, established in July 1944 by 


the Long Beach public library, is considered one of 
the library's most valued services. 


CARRYING 3,000 volumes—books and maga- 


zines—the bookmobile sallies out six days a week 
to take books to persons who do not live near 
the main public library or its branches. 


Here is the bookmobile schedule: 
Monday, 2:30-5:30, Lakewood and Stearns. . 
Tuesday, 2-5 p. m., Coolidge and Long Beach' 


Blvd. 


Wednesday, 1:30-5 p. m.; Williams and Wil- 


lard. 


Thursday, 2-5 p. m., 68th and Obispo. 
Friday, 2:30-5:30 p. m., Long Beach Blvd and 


Del Amo. 


Saturday, 2:30-5 p m., Magnolia and Wardlow. 
Beulah Nelson and Mildred Harrington are 


bookmobile librarians. Clerks are Josephine Mac- 
intire, Fred West, George Harris. Jennie McCray 
is coordinator. 


Books and magazines are issued under the 


usual library rules. Any Long Beach public library 
card is good on the bookmobile. Books and maga- 
zines from the bookmobile may be returned to 
the bookmobile, or to any local public library. 
On the other hand, books or magazines from any 


local public library here may be returned to the 
bookmobile. 


There are a shfelf of classics, a shelf of good 


reference books, such as atlases, dictionaries, 
encyclopedias; a Young Moderns shelf; a teenager 
shelf. The bookmobile has an excellent section 
for children. 


CURRENT FICTION, of course, is most great- 


ly in demand. Adventure,. travel and mystery 
books also are high on the list, with demand also 
for biographies, and books on music and the arts. 


Requests may be made for volumes not usually 


carried in the bookmobile. 


Because there are many new homes in the 


areas served by the bookmobile, it carries an 
especially high percentage of how-to-do-it vol- 
umes: books telling about building, repairing, gar- 
dening, decorating, child-rearing, entertaining.. 


"You bring the library to us!" is the thankful 


greeting of many who would not be able to get 
library books if it were not for the bookmobile. 


BOOKMOBILE librarians and clerks get on 


friendly terms with the readers they serve and 
know most of them by name. 


Children often bring their pets to the book- 


mobile so the librarians and clerks may meet and 
admire them. ' (One youngster recently brought a 
pet King snake, which wasn't as welcome as most 
dogs or cats.) 


One young father habitually brings a clothes 


basket and carries it home filled with books for 
every member of the family.

CALIFORNIA YESTERDAYS 
Ma» Went Through -- But How?

OL.-John O. Wheeler, mer- 


chant and Los Angeles 


postmaster, almost called the 
Post Office Department 
offi-* 


cial out on the field of honor. 
The official had criticized the 
colonel for dumping mail in a 
wash tub and letting custom- 
ers fumble for their own let- 
ters. 
That year, 1848, the Los An- 


geles mail was moved from a 
wash tub to a soap box, neatly 
divided into compartments. The 
postmaster had other things td 
worry about: conducting auc- 
tions, superintendent schools, 
and making political speeches. 
He gave the mail only a casual 
sorting. The postal duties were 
light, but so was the pay. 


Under the Spanish, the postal 


service was in the hands of the 
military. 
Soldiers were cour- 


iers and they were kept busy. 
They were allowed only an hour 
for each stop. 
The job of postmaster was 


not a political plum, since there 
probably were no more than 
20 literate people in the whole 
Southland. The postmaster re- 
ceived 8 per cent of the re- 
ceipts and he earned about 10 
pesos a year. 


THE SERVICE was far from 


speedy. People were gratified, 
even amazed, when they re- 
ceived letters mailed from the 
East only four months before 
and were pleased to find an 
Eastern paper only a year old. 


When the Americans took 


over there may have been an 
improvement, but it was barely 


detectable. 
m 
The service was still in the 


hands of the military and a 
system was established to speed 
the mail between San Francisco 
and San Diego. Soldiers start- 
ed at either end and met in 
San Luis Obispo where they ex- 
changed pouches and returned. 
They were allowed two weeks 
for the-trip. 
In 1848 a regular mail serv- 


ice was established on the Pa- 
cific Coast. A letter to or from 
the 
Atlantic Coast cost 40 


cents, while mail on the Pacific 
Coast cost 12^ cents. 


THE SOLDIERS finally were 


relieved of the mail-carrying 
duties and ships began to carry 
it. Wind and weather sometimes 
meant a letter could travel 
from San Francisco to San 
Diego in three days, but at 
times it took a week or more. 


In 1858, an overland route 


was established 
with 
stage- 


coaches carrying the mail. The 
route ran from St. Louis to Los 


Angeles and then to San Fran- 
cisco 
The first run took only 


20 days and Los Angeles news- 
papers praised the speed. Since 
their news was more fresh than 
that in San Francisco, they took 
on sophisticated airs. 


In 1884, the first post office 


in Long Beach was opened in 
the store of W. W. Lowe at 18 
Pine Ave. Washington sent him 
$3 worth of stamps and he was 
in business. The mail was 
brought from Wilmington by a 
neighbor who made a daily.trip 
with butter and eggs. 


THREE YEARS LATER a 


post office was built on Pine 
Aver between 1st St. and Ocean 
Blvd. The postmaster paid $5 
per month ground rent. 
His 


pay was about $1,000 a year— 
if business was good. 
In 1903, the postal receipts 


in Long Beach were $16,888. In 
1956 the total was $4,482,000. 
And the San Diego-San Fran- 
cisco mail trip takes one day, 
not four.

Outstanding New Fuchsias

F 


UCHSIAS have been popular 
. in California since the 1850s 


when the plants first were in- 
troduced here 
from 
Europe. 


Since then, these colorful "danc- 
ing dolls" of the garden have 
lived through varying periods of 
acclaim and indifference. 


Right now, fuchsias are high 


fashion. 


The 
graceful 
flower 
even 


merits two societies here, one in 
the_bay area,- the other in 
Southern California, both with 
worldwide members. Meetings 
are held to stimulate interest in 
fuchsias and to exchange in- 
formation about their culture, 
to learri of -exciting new varie- 
ties and plan fuchsia flower 
shows to be held each year. 
Cups, prizes and ribbons galore 
have been won by the jewel-like 
plant. Even a monthly maga- 
zine is published, devoted ex- 
clusively to fuchsias. 


Much of, then interest .in 


fuchsias is kept aliye by Cali- 
fornia hybridists who lead the 
world in creating new and more 
beautiful varieties, .each year. 


Here are some . of the out- 


standing new fuchsias for 1957, 
developed here in California: 


BASKET VARIETIES 


BLUEBIRD — A very pretty 


basket, displaying a new color 
in the trailing variety. The 
short tube and long pointed 
slender sepals are snowy white. 
The semi-double corolla of deep- 
est violet blue has scalloped 
edges which overlap. Attached 
to-the base of the sepals are 
some extra petals. As the flow- 
er matures, these petals turn a 
rosy hue, as does the corolla. 
The corolla petals stay folded, 
giving a trim appearance to the 
bloom. 


FIREBALL—A large double 


trailing type, unusual for its 
many color changes as the flow- 
er matures. The short tube and 
broad 
upturned -sepals 
are 


bright, 
carmine-tipped green. 


The buds and corolla are a 
ruddy purple with splashes of 
carmine at base of petals as 


Thrips are an enemy we think 


of particularly- in regard to 
roses and gladioli, but actually, 
they infest just about every- 
thing in your garden. On roses, 
they prevent the bud from open- 
ing. They're so small you can 
scarcely see them 
and yet 


they're large enough to suck the* 
vitality from the petals and to 
leave . a sticky residue which 
causes the edges to cling to- 
gether so that the rose cannot 
open. On gladiola sheaths, you 
can often see the scars or 
blotches caused by thrip injury 
and, of course, they destroy the 
appearance of the blossoms too. 


One of the finest of the new- 


er controls is the combination of 
malathion and dieldrin which is 
as near to being an all-purpose 
insecticide as I have found. Ma- 
lathion acts quickly and dieldrin 
more slowly but lasls for a long- 
er time. 


GJadioli 
should be sprayed 


from the time they're only a 
few inches high and the spray 
should be applied deep down 
into the heart of the piant.

Fuchsias are ideal plants for Southland gardens, par- 


ticularly in coast locations. They thrive in half-shade. All 
shade and they become leggy, have few blooms. All sun, they 
become stunted and bronzed, have small Mooms. Good loca- 
tions are on the east side for morning sun, under a tree for 
filtered Sunshine or under lath. It is not the light, but the 
drying heat from direct sun rays that fuchsias object to. 
Also, the plants need protection from wind. 


Bed shades will stand the most sun. Big purples and 


whites require more shade, have larger blooms but fewer. 


The plants require a rich, well-drained, slightly acid soil. 


Use 2 parts good garden loam, 1 part leaf mold, 1 part clean 
sand, 1 part well rotted manure. Organic fertilizer mixed 
with the loam is good, using about one-third. 


In hot "sections, it is good to line the planting hole with 


1 inch of peat moss and, in summer, top mulch with 1 inch 
of moist peat. Avoid lime in the soil. In the ground set the 
plants about 3 feet apart. 


The plants grow from dwarf trailing types to tall up- 


rights 15 feet high. They can be trained as espaliers or tree 
shape and flouri&h in baskets. 


Fuchsias are heavy feeders. For established plants in 


the ground, 4 inches of cow manure is not too much, applied 
in early spring. Feed often with commercial fertilizer. To 
get strong leafy growth in spring, use fertilizer, high in nitro- 
gen. Later on, use super-phosphate to bring out the blooms. 
If potted, feeding once a week with liquid fertilizer is not 
too often. Fish emulsion is excellent. Fuchsias have a long 
period of bloom, which they can't keep up, unless fed often. 


Watering is most important. Pots and baskets must be 


watered every day in warm weather, sometimes twice if the 
air is dry. Water not only the roots, give the foliage and 
blooms a fine .spray. Don't let fuchsias in the ground dry 
out. When watering, send a fine sharp spray to the under- 
side of the leaves to discourage aphids, white flies, thrips. 
TTsc a good all-purposes spray if plants become infested by 
chewing insects. 


To prevent fuchsias in pots from becoming root-bound, re- 


potting is necessary each year. Be careful not to disturb the 
roots any more than necessary. IT$e a slightly larger pot 
each year, but do not use a pot that is much larger than the 
previous container. 


Fuchsias need to be pruned each year, late in February 


if the weather is mild, or in March. For baskets, cut the 
old growth to the edge of the pots. As branches grow, pinch 
out tips until you have obtained a leafy crown, then let the 
streamers grow. Cut back plants in the ground to about 
one-third of the height of the bash. Finch back tips of ttie 
sidegrowtti to form rounded, bushy plants.

New Rose Trio Bids for Favor 


By David I. GilfUlan 


.WB»EPORTS coming in from re- 
-"•*' liable sources indicate that 
we have a number of excellent 
roses on the way which will be 
ready for home gardeners dur- 
ing the coming season. In addi- 
tion to the three All-America 
winners featured in this section 
three weeks ago, Armstrong 
Nurseries announces the intro- 
duction of two new hybrid tea 
roses and a new floribunda. 


Isobel Harkness, an English 


rose hybridized by Albert Nor- 
man, is a bright yellow tea rose 
with beautiful long, pointed 
buds, borne on a free-branching 
shrub. 


Aztec, another hybrid tea, is 


a flaming orange-scarlet 
rose 


with ovoid buds opening to 
extra-large flowers (up to six 
inches) and is rated exhibition 
quality. 


Starlet, the ^iew floribunda, 


has a profusion of little buds 
which open to 
fully 
double 


blooms about 2 Vz inches across". 
Characteristic of the floribun- 
das, Starlet produces its flowers 
in great clusters and is excel- 
lent for cutting. 


THESE ROSES, along with 


other new introductions, 
are 


available at many local, nur- 
series, established! in five-gallon 
containers, and can be planted 
in the garden now. Check the 
ads in today's garden section. 


In setting out roses from con- 


tainers, avoid the use.of ferti- 
lizers around the root area. 
Equal, amounts of leaf mold, 
peat moss and soil will give you 
a good growing medium. Be 
sure the peat moss has been 
soaked before using. Peat moss 
will hold about 90 times its' own 
weight in moisture. 


You will notice that the main 


bud or union is above, the sur- 
face of the soil in the •container 
and it should be in the same 
position when planted in your 
garden. When planted too deep 
the rose will send out advanti- 
tuous roots from the union. 
When this" happens, the main 
roots stop growing and the rose 
will deteriorate slowly. 


AFTER PLANTING, give the 


rose a good soaking^ then water 
"only as the soil begins td dry. 
The rose receives very little if 
any shock at time of transplant- 
ing if handled properly, and too 
much water continually applied 
will cause the foliage td turn 
yellow and drop off. Feeding of 
the shrubs should not begin until 
about five weeks after planting. 


With climbers, we find that 


most varieties have a tendency 
to send out whip-like branches 
upon which "he roses are borne. 
To keep your climber in hand, 
cut back to just above the sec- 
ond or third leaf from the main 
canes in cutting the flowers. 


IT NEVER IS advisable to 


incorporate manures and other 
fertilizers into the soil imme- 
diately before planting bare 
root stock. This practice can 
ruin the roses. On the other 
hand, by preparing the soil 
four or five months in advance 
you can plant your bare root 
s t o c k safely next January. 
knowing that they are planted 
in a producti*-e soil. Steer ma- 
nure, organic fertilizer, bone- 
meal and a little soil sulphur 
(three pounds to 100 sq. ft.) 
wDl give you an excellent grow- 
ing medium.

'W'EMPERATTJRES are start- 


ing to rise and that means 


your plants will be requiring 
more water. Although some rain 
may still fall, this is a good 
time to determine when and 
where to water and how much 
moisture-to apply at each ap- 
plication. 


It is difficult to establish gen- 


eral rules covering the problem 
of watering. Actually any plan 
that provides the answer must 
consider various local growing 
conditions which include wind, 
temperature, soil, type of plant, 
exposure and humidity. In ad- 
dition, a little experience will 
give you the knowledge as to 
when a plant is in need of 
water. 


BEFORE STARTING on your 


watering program it might be 
wise to learn why plants require. 
water in the first place; that is 
from a botanical point of view. 
One of the most vital plant 
processes is" identified as trans- 
piration during which the plant 
leaves 
exhale 
water 
vapor 


through tiny pores on their sur-

face. This might be compared 
to perspiration in an animal. 
The process is relatively con- 
tinuous. 


Very large quantities of mois- 


ture are given off daily. For ex- 
ample, an individual sunflower 
will sweat out a pint of water 
in 24 hours; during a warm 
summer day an average birch 
tree will give off about 1,000 
pounds of water; and an oak 
tree during one growing season 
will lose. close to 130 tons of 
moisture. If the moisture lost 
during transpiration is not re- 
plenished then the plant will 
eventually topple over and die. 


ANOTHER BATHER inter- 


esting point 
concerning the 


necessity for watering plants is 
that without water they cannot 
eat. Most plants are unable to 
digest nutrients if they are not 
in a liquid state. This includes 
both root and leaf feeding. A 
dry food 'in an arid soil will 
probably remain locked.in the 
soil. The food factors can be ab- 
sorbed by the plant only when 
in solution. Thus without ade- 
quate soil moisture your plants 
will perish .from starvation as 
well as from thirst. 


Early morning watering is 


generally considered the best 
time. Evaporation then is at a 
low ebb and liberal applications 
of moisture should sustain es- 
tablished plants through the 
day, even in hot weather. Mid- 
day watering under a hot sun 
may scald the leaves and in ad- 
dition this is the time of maxi- 
mum evaporation. Watering at 
night is not advisable because 
moisture 
remaining 
on 
the 


leaves at night may encourage 
fungus. 


THE TYPE OF PLANT be- 


ing grown also determines the 
method 
of 
watering. 
Those 


growing actively require more 
water than those in a relatively 
dormant -state. Soft stemmed 
varieties are heavy drinkers; 
woody types with sparse foliage 
require less moisture. Sandy 
soils, though which water drains 
rapidly should be watered light- 
ly but. at frequent intervals; 
heavy soil which has a high 
moisture r e t e n t i v e quality 
should be watered less frequent- 
ly but more moisture should be 
applied each time. 


The place where moisture 


does the greatest good is in the 
root zone, the deeper the* bet- 
ter. Heavy applications force 
the water down into the soil 
and the roots naturally remain 
in this area. Thus deep rooting 
is encouraged. On the other 
hand, light sprinkling leads to 
surface rooting which is dan- 
gerous. Roots in that area may 
dry out during hot or windy 
weather. 


Tips on Gardening 


GARDEN TIPS for the week 
. . . This is a good time to start 
bedding plants. The w a r m 
weather helps the tiny seedlings 
get off to a flying start. Varie- 
ties available at most garden 
supply stores include: Petunias, 
asters, zinnias, marigolds, an- 
nual phlox, lobelias and snap- 
dragons. 


Roses are flowering 
freely 


now and the blooms should be 
removed before going to seed. 
Ahvaj., prune to an outside eye 
to prevent the center of the 
plan* from becoming too dense,

key factor, and requires pains-;

The remarkable dwarfs thus 


produced possess fruiting and 
appearance as desirable as the 
"mother tree" itself, and the 
"mother trees" were chosen 
from the most perfect of their 
strains.

WITH TODAY'S, "garden liv- 


ing," trees and shrubs in boxes 
can become articles of furniture, 
'to be lived with- and moved 
around 
according to 
taste. 


Dwarf citrus trees fit this idea 
perfectly, as they thrive in con- 
tainers. True dwarf citrus trees 
occupy less than one-fourth the 
space of orchard trees, but they 
bear up to 70 per cent as much 
fruit. They may be planted the 
year around in any sunny, wind- 
free location. At maturity, in 
about 15-years, they are some 
eight feet high and wide. (Stand- 
ard citrus trees reach about 20- 
feet in height and width at the 
same stage.) 


You may choose from 30 va- 


rieties of oranges, lemons, limes, 
grapefruit, tangerines, mandar- 
ins and kumquats — all. available 
upon inquiry at your local nur- 
seryman's. Grown in the can, 
they have all roots intact, and 
may be readily transplanted. 
Given light, heat, 
moisture, 


drainage and nutrient, they re- 
quire but minimum care. 


THESE REMARKABLE trees 


are adaptable to varied soils, but 
those rich in humus are best. 
Drainage is important: one way 
to provide for it is with a raised 
bed, with the tree entirely above 
grade. A liberal-sized basin is 
desirable for irrigation around 
the tree. Happily enough, water- 
ing is relative infrequent. The 
basic idea is to water thorough- 
ly, letting it soak down deep. 
Once the tree is established 
water only when the tree needs 
it — the leaves will be in a wilt- 
ing condition. During the dry 
season established trees need 
water once every month or six 
weeks. New insecticides make 
pest control easy for modern 
gardeners, and your local nur- 
seryman can aid your selection. 


Here are some planting in- 


structions to follow. If you plant 
in a container, use % virgin 
soil, % sand and % peat moss. 
Use no manure. Fertilize only 
after your dwarf citrus has be- 
come established — about 
six 


months after planting. Once a 
month, use a balanced commer- 
cial fertilizer containing six per 
cent nitrogen; apply at the time 
of irrigation % cup the. first 
year % cup the second year} one 
cup the third year; increasing 
gradually in this proportion as 
the tree grows. 


WITH PEAT moss, 


leaf mold, manures, shavings or 
sawdust to conserve moisture, 
moderate heat and to retard soil 
crusting and keep down weeds. 


Among the most popular va- 


rieties of true dwarf citrus are 
Robertson Navel. Washington 
Navel and Valencia oranges; 
Eureka and Meyer Lemons; 
Marsh Seedless Gnmefruit; Kin- 
now Mandarins; Mexican and 
ftangpur Limes and Negami 
Kumquats. 


Enjoy the pleasure of raising 


choice fruits in your garden now, 
with true dwarf citrus trees.

delity equipment owners this 
year may turn out to be a 
five-volume set of long-plays 
called "Espana." 


As the title of the series in- 


dicates, they are records of 
music about Spain, if not all 
Spanish. The fidelity and pres- 
ence are exceptional for com- 
mercial records. 


The music fcovers a wide 


range of tastes. It has' the 
color, the clashes of cymbals, 
the brilliant, biting brasses 
that many high fidelity fanci- 
ers are looking for. 


Tho records are on the Lon- 


don Label (KIAA curve). The 
conductor on all fi\'e records 
Is Ataulfo Argenta, conductor 
of the Orquesta Nscional de 
Espafrna. 


Volumes 1 and 3 are record- 


ed by the Orquesta Nacional. 
Volume 2 is recorded by the 
London Symphony Orchestra, 
Volume 4 by the Orquesta de 
Camera Madrid and Volume 5 
by the Gran-Orquesta Sinfoni- 
ca. 


The recording is about equal 


in quality on all the records, 
though the prize of the five is 
probably Volume 2, because ft 
was recorded by the London 
Symphony Orchestra and ben- 
efits by the acoustics of Al- 
bert Hall. 


The music on Volume 2 in 


r'.udes Rlmsky - Korsakov's 
"Caprlccio Espatrnol"; Grana- 
do< "Andalusia"; Chabrier's 
"Espana Rhapsody," and Mosz- 
kowski's "Spanish Dances." 


There are two new records 


in the Cook Catalogue for 
friends of Red Camp's piano 


. playing. They are "Carnp Has 
a Ball" (Cook 5005, 12-inch, 
lp, RIAA curve) and ''Camp 
Inventions" 
(Cook 1087, 12- 


Ir.ch, lp, PJAA carve). 
The "Camp Has a Ball" rec- 


ord is a limited edition disc for 
either monaural 
or stereo- 


phonic playback. One side of it 
includes, in addition to Camp's 
piano, a trumpet played by 
Dude Skiles. 


Camp sings on the other side 


a piece called "Refugio Biues." 
"Camp Inventions" includes a 
zither and a voodoo drum used 
variously with some of the 
pieces. 


One almost unvarying thing 


about Cook's records is their 
quality. From a biased view- 
point, Camp has never played , 
better than when he was help- 
ing Lizzie Miles make her rec- 
ords in New Orleans for Cook, 


On these two records, Camp 


strays away from the New Or- 
leans kick. The novelty is in- 
triguing for the time being; 
the kind of playing he did for 
Lizzie Miles wears better in 
the long run. 


London also has a batch Of 


new jazz and semi-popular 
music records. 
They include 


trombone-player George Chis- 
holm's "Chis" (LL 1-191, 12- 
inch ip, RIAA curve) and 
"Kinsey Rhythm" (LL 1517, 
12-inch lp, RIAA curve). 


Chisholm's playing is inter- 


esting, especially on old stand- 
ards like "Lazy River." But a 
typical 
group of musicians 


playing with him—they vary 
from record to record — in- 
cludes an alto saxophone, a 
tenor saxophone, piano, guitar, 
bass and drums. 


The net effect of this is to 1 


produce an overall sound that 
i 


seldom gets above mid-range I 
and tends toward monotony. 
The Kinsey Quartet record — 
alto saxophone, drums, bass 
and vibraharp—is a good deal 
better.

T^O ONE alive today knows 
^^ exactly what caused the ex- 
plosion 
ubourd 
the 
500-foot 


tanker Mark.vy, early on the 
morning of June 22, 1947, but 
tlie entire Long Beach-Los An- 
geles Harbor area is better safe- 
guarded today as n result of the 
greatest disaster in local water- 
front history. 


"That was a night I'll never 


forget," says Joseph Smithers, 
chief pumpman of the ill-fated 
ship, who still visits this area 
two or three limes a month on 
coastwise tankers. 


At 2:03 on that Sunday morn- 


ing 10 years ago, the Markey 
rested quietly al her moorings 
alongside Ihe Shell Oil docks on 
Mormon Island, taking on a 
mixed load of petroleum prod- 
ucts. That portion of the cargo 
which included diescl fuel, avia- 
tion gasoline and stove oil was 
already alxiard and the third 
mate was -supervising the load- 
ing of red ethyl gasoline and 
highly 
volatile Initanc-blcnded 


gasoline. 


AM. or '('UK required safety 


measures were being observed 
and, in addition,' because of the 
high combustibility of the bu- 
tane-blended commodity, further 
precautions wore taken. All wa- 
tertight doors were kept closed, 
the portholes were closed and 
(logged, anil no smoking was al- 
lowed anywhere on the vessel. 
The galley was locked and crew 
members had been taken into 
Wilmington for their evening 
meal. 


The night was sultry under a 


partially clouded sky. Such a 
faint breeze movod up the chan- 
nel and across the ship toward 
the dock that it scarcely stirred 
the heavy vapors flowing out 
through the ullage holes of the 
JUarkay's tanks and they hung 
in a noxious blanket above the 
hot 
steel 
decks. 
The 
fumes 


pressed relentlessly into the of- 
ficers' tiuarters in the midship 
housing, where the radio opera- 
tor and the shipping company's 
port captain wi>ic sleeping. 


AT AiiD.NKiiiT, because of 


the stuffiness and the accumu- 
lated fumes in his room amid- 
ships, the chief mate hod taken 
a pillow from his bunk and gone 
out to sleep in his car, parked 
in the terminal yard a hundred 
feet or so from I he ship. And so 
his life was spared when, at ap- 
proximately 2:0fi a.m., the tran- 
quil vessel shuddered with the 
impact of a violent explosion. 


Inslanlly, the thick layer of 


gasoline 
vapors 
ignited 
and 


within seconds the ship was en- 
veloped in fire as the flames 
roared upward from the tank 
tops like giant blowtorches. A 
great stream of burning gasoline 
spurted fiom a ruptured tank 
directly abaft 
I lie midship hous- 


infr. and w i t h i n three minutes it 
had swept across the smooth 
surface of Ihe water to set afire 
the docks on the opposite side 
of the channel. As the gases in 
adjacent l.nnks ignited, explosion 
followed explosion in rapid suc- 
cession, hurling blazing steel 
fragments imo Ihe air to spread 
destruction 
farther 
ashore. 


Newpapor 
accounts 
reported 


that the blasts were felt for at 
least 12 miles and the flames 
were visible for the same dis- 
ta nee. 


"I SH-;.vr si;vi-;i:Ar, hours 


uptown Ihnl evening," .Smithers 
said, "but got back to the Mar- 
kay about fl:::0 and went to bed. 
When the explosion woke me up, 
I ran back to the fantail and 
-slid down n slrrn line to the 
dock." 


More than a (To'xcn other crew 


members who were also in the 
aftordcck housing reached shore 
as Smithers did, by sliding down 


the stern mooring lines or by 
diving into the water and swim- 
ming to safety, but three or four 
men were overcome1 by smoke in 
the dark passageways 
before 


they were able to escape. Eight 
crew members and the port cap- 
tain, as well as three wharfin- 
gers working on the pier, were 
counted dead or missing in the 
catastrophe.

berth. The shattered midship 
section settled to the bottom of 
the harl»r. 


The oil pier and installations 


alongside the tanker were com- 
pletely destroyed. 
Six storage 


tanks in the vicinity and the 
freight warehouses across the 
channel were gutted by the fire. 
Including the ship itself, valued 
at 2$i million dollars, the total 
damage was estimated at 10 
million dollars. 


On Wednesday, June 25, a 


U. S. Coast Guard investigation 
board convened to determine, if 
possible, the cause of the ex- 
plosion and "above all, to pre- 
vent further occurrence of such 
tragedies." For two weeks, the 
group of Coast Guard officers 
listened to the testimony of sur- 
vival's and witnesses, visited the 
Markay's 
charred 
hulk 
and 


weighed their findings. 


SO TWISTED and torn were 


the Markay's bulkheads that it 
was impossible to determine 
whether the initial blast had oc- 


curred within th« tank 
loaded with butane-blended gas- 
oline or in th« vapon accumu- 
lated In tho midship housing, 
which was melted Into sm al- 
most unrecognizable man by 
the intense heat 
Possibly a 


static electricity Bparlc had ig- 
nited the vapors, or perhaps on* 
of the men in the midship quar- 
ters awakened and turned on a 
light or flicked the switch of an 
electric fan. No one will ever 
know. 


From the hearing, however,

Grandma's a Daredevil! 


^T THE MOMENT, Grandma Brown is retired to 


her cozy little honeymoon nest at 1080 Eim Ave. 


But^ i£ you peek under her rocking chair, chances are 
you'll find a pair of paratrooper boots, size 6, and a 
revised schedule of upcoming air shows. 


If you're worried about the propriety of nosing 


about under the rocker—fear not. Grandma probably 
will be off having herself a ball up in the wild blue. 


With 62 parachute jumps to her credit, 41-year-old 


Emily Brown now has left the air show circuit to 
become Mrs. James C. Myers, wife of a Long Beach 
Coast Guard chief yeoman. 


The chief grounded Grandma right after their 


April 27 wedding, and she had to cancel her bookings 
for jumps at shows in Canada and Czechoslovakia. 
No more wing stands, either. But nothing was said 
about flying (Grandma's a pilot, too.) 


JUST HOW LONG Grandma's retirement will last 


Is a matter of speculation. And those who know her 
best—her three married daughters—won't even ven- 
ture a guess. She's surprised them too many times. 


A trim, well-groomed 
brunette who closely re- 


sembles comedienne Martha Raye, Emily got started 
on her career as a professional daredevil because she 
couldn't turn down a nickel bet. 


In the fall of 1054, she was vacationing in Fowler, 


Mich. One day, she went flying with a friend who 
introduced her to an acquaintance of his. 


Later, over coffee in the airport snack bar, the 


topic of conversation got around to parachute-jumping 
and just what special kind of courage it took to dive 
out of a plane from a couple thousand feet in the air. 


"Oh, I don't know," said Emily, airily. "It doesn't 


•ound very dangerous to me." 


ITER FRIEND'S FRIEND drew himself up. 
"Young lady, I'll bet you couldn't do if!" 
"How much do you bet?" demanded Emily, who 


never was able to turn down a dare. 


"A nickel. And if you jump, I will, too." 
"You're on," said Emily. 
She was at the airport bright and early the next 


morning. She checked out a parachute, all the while 
"kind of hoping this fellow would back out." 


^Therc was no sign of the man. But Emily went 


•head with her part of the deal. 


Her friend flew her to 2,000 feet in his plane and 


patiently circled the field. Swallowing hard to keep 
her heart in place, Emily pushed open the door and 
crawled out onto the struts. 


"I kept wondering if I was doing the right thing," 


»he recalls. "But, doggone it, I had made myself a 
bet and 1 wasn't about to back down. Whatever I've 
«et my mind to, I've been able to do." 


AIJOVE THE ROAR of the engine, the words of 
the pilot rang in her cars: 


"Emily, you got to remember—pull that ripcord. 


When you jump, there's not a thing I can do for you. 
I'm not going to land until I see you're safe on the 
ground." 


Only Emily Brown could have read any humor info 


this warning. ("What on earth would he have done 
If the chute hadn't opened?" she wonders.) 


Summoning up all her courage, Emily took a long 
look down. 


It didn't help. 
She closed her eyes for a second and heard the 


pilot yell: "Are you going to jump?" 


"Doggone it, yes!" cried Emily. 
And down she went, feet first. 
"It's hard to put into words exactly what it was 
like," she says. "When you clear the plane, somehow 
you begin to feel wildly independent; you're floating 
In air, the wind wailing past your ears, and you start 
wondering if you really will remember to pull that 
ripcord." 


EMILY REMEMBERED. She's sure she would 


have done it unconsciously, even if she had blacked out 
en her way down. 


The pilot chute sprang out of her backpack, pulling 


the main parachute after it. With a sudden, plopping 
sound, the white nylon canopy filled with air and put 
the brakes on her descent. 


"It was the most glorious feeling I've ever had in 


my life," Emily says. "I knew right away that this 
was for me." 


Her sudden addiction to parachute Jumping came 


es much of a surprise to Emily herselt as it did ' 
to her friends and family. 


But, then, Emily had been doing the unexpected 
all cf her life. 


Born in Sneedville, Tenn., Emily left home at 13 


to get married. Her first husband, an interior dec- 
orator, died five years ago, 


IN THE SUMMER OF 1014, Emily began taking 


flying lessons at Kcnilworth, 111., where she was 
operating a restaurant. 


"There was something strange and wonderful about 


the thought of flying," she says. "I don't want to say 
that it's like feeling you're mightier than anyone 
else, but that's as close as I can come to it." 


When her husband died, Emily found the sedate life 


of a small town widow didn't appeal to her. Her three 
girls -Arabella, Mary and Ix>is—were married and 
raising children of their own. Emily's health was good 
and she always had liked outdoor activities. 


What happened after that impromptu -jump at 


Fowler gave her the idea ot becoming a profc*£::-aal

parachutist. She admits she "wanted to make some 
money and I didn't know of any other grandmothers 
in air show work." 


AFTER THE JUMP, a man approached her and 


identified himself as a fair promoter. He asked her 
if she'd care to jump at one of his shows. 


Emily said she would Ire happy to—for $500. 
The promoter informed her the going rale wai 


5200. 


"It's a deal," said Eniily. 
A few days later, she made her second jump. No 


hesitancy this time. Grandma Brown was in business. 


She made several other jumps in the Illinois- 


Michigan area, and in the summer of 1955 placed an 
advertisement in Trade-a-Plane, an aviation publica- 
tion, seeking jobs as a professional jumper. 


She received more than 100 I'cplics—most of them 


"from people who wanted to offer me every kind of 
job under the sun except jumping." 


Among the letters she received was one from 


John Fitepatrick, a 34-year-old Emmetsburg, Iowa, 
air show performer who was looking for a partner. 
They arranged a meeting, and hit it off from the 
first. 


IN THE SUMMER OF 1955, they made 10 jumps 


together at various shows from New York to Okla- 
homa City. Once on the air show circuit, Emily added 
a wing-riding act to the duo's repertoire. 


For the act, she used a Sfearman 450 monoplane 


which had a metal stand secured to the top ot the 
fuselage. 
She strapped herself against the metal 


railing and hung on while the plane took off and 
circled the field. To top off the act, Emily plucked 


a handkerchief off the grouixl while the plane flew 
upside down. 


She didn't use a parachute for that act. 
"I really should have," she admils. "but I think it 


would have made it look like it was too easy. The 
more dangerous an act is, the bigger the crowds. 
Besides, at the altitudes we did our tricks a chute 
wouldn't have been much use." 


In August 1955, while Emily and John were ap- 


pearing in their 10th air show together at Escanaba 
Mich., misfortune struck. 
Fitzpatrick's parachute 


partially collapsed in the air, and he hurtled to earth, 
breaking his back. 


IT WAS THE FIRST serious parachuting accident 


Emily had witnessed. But it didn't change her mind 
about the business. She personally arranged a benefit 
air show for John in his home town, raising money 
to pay his medical bills. 


Fitzpatrick was in a cast for four months. Doctors 


say he never will jump again. 


Grandma Brown had to do her jumping alone 


after that. 


In her performances, she Jumped with two para- 


chutes—a backpack can-ying a canopy of 28-foot 
diameter and a reserve pack, attached to the front 
of her harness, carrying a 24-foot chute. 


AFTER 62 JUSITS, Emily doesn't feel especially 


lucky in never having had a serious accident. Even in 
retirement (at this writing) she keeps in trim with 
an hour of pushups and other exercise each morning. 


She's been injured only once in a jump—last June 


in an air show at Chicagolaml Airport. 


Emily had made a perfect landing and was gather- 


ing in the suspension lines when a ncaiby photog- 
rapher yelled at her to look up. 


"I looked," said Emily. "Before I knew what was 


happening, a guest of wind whipped open my chute

is above 50 degrees, preferably 
somewhere near 70.

around so that you are always 
painting where the sun already 
has been. This prevents the hot 
sun from drying the paint too

Use a wire brush or a scraper

Get rust off all metal sur- 


faces, using steel wool and fol- 
lowing svilh red lead, aluminum 
paint or a special metal primer.

THE FRENCH HAVE A PHRASE FOR IT 


4Le Jury Grand 


By Blaine A/e/s Simons 


TTHK FRENCH have a phrase 
* for H—"le jury grand." In 
this manner (hey differentiate 
Iwtwecn a large jury and a 
"pclil," or small, Jury. 


The petit jury has, in name, 


generally disappeared today and 
lias become, instead, a 
trial 


jury or coroner's 
jury. 
The 


grand jury, however, retains its 
name as it lias through the 
centuries. 


Aud there is something in the 


name to be kepi. "Grand" is the 
French for large, and in the way 
tfie French say it there is a 
certain aura of 
magnificence 


and power in (he name itself. 
The description fits present-day 
grain! .juries. They tire, indeed, 
a magnificent and powerful bul- 
wark of our democratic system. 


Til KICK A KB two types of 


grand juries — those operating 
under state and those operating 
under federal law. The latter 
make 
the 
splashier 
national 


headlines. They indict for fed- 
eral laws violated. In their nets 
are caught (lie big fish of in- 
terstate c r i m e . 
They have 


nailed men like Al Capono on 
income tax evasion and, very 
recently, Dave Heck who, for 
all his manouvorings, could not 
escape the grand jury. 


Locally, 
our 
Los 
Angeles 


County Grand Jury inquires into 
and investigates crimes closer 
to home, closer to us. They are 
constituted a l m o s t similarly 


with the Federal Grand Jury 
though operating 
utuier state 


law. Section 192 of the Cali- 
fornia Code of Civil Procedure 
defines a grand jury as: 


"A body of persons, nine- 


teen In number, returned in 
pursuance to law, from the 
citizens of a county, or city 
and county, before a court of 
competent 
jurisdiction, 
and 


sworn to inquire of public of- 
fense(s) committed or triable 
within the county, or city and 
county." 


IN CONSIDKitllVG (he grand 


jury we here are more con- 
cerned with the operation and 
powers and limitations of this 
jury rather 
tiiun how it is 


initially formed. 


The definition of the grand 


jury defines its general powers. 
In a word, it " i n q u i r e s . " 
Through this simply given [raw- 
er, however, it lias a broad field 
in which to exercise. All crimi- 
nal offenses committed or that 
legally can be tried in court in 
this county can be investigated 
by the grand jury. 


Of these, it may Inquire into 


matters brought to their atten- 
tion by grand jury members 
themselves, by private citizens, 
by the police or district at- 
torneys. 


Though it is generally sup- 


posed that their complete source 
of information comes from po- 
lice or district attorneys and

they sometimes are maliciously 
called the "tool of the D.A. and 
police," quite the contrary Is 
true. In Los Angeles County 
and 
throughout 
the country 


there are cases where grand 
juries have indicted district at- 
torneys, their staffs, or jwlico 
figures for various crimes. They 
owe allegiance to no one when 
it comes to inquiring into local 
crime. — 


SECRECV is the keynote of 


the grand jury operation. 
As 


the trial jury decides its cases 
in secret, so does the grand 
jury accumulate its facts and 
decide on its indictments in 
secret. The reason Is obvious. 
The public is protected from 
having 
pressures 
of 
various 


sorts 
placed 
on 
the 
grand 


jurors. Witnesses will talk more 
freely and juries inquire more 
freely 
where underworld 
re- 


prisals and public limelight can- 
not interfere. 


Persons 
under 
Investigation 


cannot bring pressure, 
"cover 


their trails" or make a run for 
it to another country, for gen- 
erally these people arc as sur- 
prised as anyone else when in- 
dictments are returned against 
them; they didn't even know 
they were being investigated. 


Unfortunately, there are par- 


ticular instances in which wit- 
nesses' names are made public 
during investigations. Too, a 
bystander near the closed grand 
jury door can sec witnesses 
come and go, and thus be ap- 
prised In some degree, perhaps, 
as to who is currently under 
investigation. 


ONCK TIIR FACTS are gath- 


ered, the grand jury determines 
whether or not to return an 
indictment. The facts are, in 
brief, viewed from this point 
of view: 


(1) Does it appear from them 


that a crime has been commit- 
ted and 


(2) if so, do these facts, as 


evidence 
in 
court, give 
the 


proseculing attorney a probable 
chance to convict the accused. 


If both are answered in the 


affirmative, the grand jury re- 
turns an 
indictment. Section 


017 of the Penal Code describes 
an indictment as "an accusa- 
tion in writing, presented by the 
grand jury 
to a 
competent 


court, chnrjjing a person with a 
public offense." 


ONCE Ay indictment is is- 


sued, 
prosecution 
commences. 


But under our system, only a 
grand jury can so inquire, only 
a grand jury can indict. 


But with the power granted 


grnnri juries there also are limi- 
tations. It may "inquire of pub- 
lic offenses" only. 


fortunately, there are few 


"crusading grand juries" in the 
sense of stepping beyond speci- 
fied powers. The vast majority 
of grand juries do their jobs 
well and are a distinct credit 
to the community. 


THF, GK.AND JI/KV inquires 


and indicts, Ihc trial jury lis- 
tens to and decides particular 
cases before it, nnd the coroner's 
jury listens and recommends or 
advises as to particular cases. 
For other mailers there is olher 
legal machinery. 


Aside form its usual duties, 


grand juries have also been 
Riven various similar powers. 
They luivc free access to public 
prison and public records. They 
have the full right to subpoena 
witnesses. 
It may investigate

Holmes was the first man to 


use motion pictures to illustrate 
travel talks. But even that was 
more than half a century ago. 


Today, he lives with his wife, 


Margaret, on his peaceful hill in 
a house he calls "Topside"—the 
former home of matinee idol 
Francis X. B u s h m a n — and 
watches man hurry by. 


THE QTJJKT, SHADED rooms 


of his rambling cottage 
are 


filled with figurines, pictures, 
scrapbooks, mementoes of a life 
of travel. 


"The most sophisticated world 


traveler of them all," Lowell 
Thomas has called him. 


His courtly airs, precise dic- 


tion and witty and informative 
travel lectures delighted audi- 
ences as long as 58 years ago. 
His profile picture, dominated 
by his sharp 
goatee, was a 


trademark in his advertisements 
and literature. 


Holmes' organization invented 


the word "travelogue." Holmes 
has defined it as: "The gist of a 
journey, ground fine by dis- 
crimination, leavened with in- 
formation, seasoned with humor, 
fashioned in literary form and 
embellished by pictures that de- 
light the eye, while the spoken 
word charms the ear." 


IN 1930 HOLMES became ill 


and retired. His associates are 
carrying on, Each year audi- 
ences in nearly JOO American 
cities flock to rented halls to 
see the latest Hurton Holmes 
travelogue. Narrated live by a 
lecturer. 


Holmes can't give lengthy in- 


terviews. Briefly, he recalls a 
few high points. Where is his 
favorite place on this planet? 


"The place I am going at the 


time is the most interesting." 


HOI,MBS GOT HIS start in 


Chicago, where he was born 
Jan. 8, 3870, son of a family in 
comfortable circumstances. He 
quit school at 16 and his grand- 
mother took him on a trip to 
Europe. With this the travel 
bug bit him and he never got 
over it. At the age of 20 he 
was taken again to Europe by 
his grandmother and this proved 
to be a decisive factor in his 
life. 


Abroad, he took pictures with 


a box camera. Hack home, he 
showed lantern slides from his 


travel negatives to Hie old Chi- 
cago Camera Club, ol which he 
was secretary. 


'To take the edge off Die si- 


lence" and keep the show going 
he wrote a script and read It 
as the man at the slercopticon 
changed the slides. 


This made a hit wilh (he club 


members. In fact, the club in 
5891 hired a hall to present 
Burton 
Holmes 
in 
his 
first 


travel lecture, called "Through 
Europe with a Kodak." It was 
a big success; $.350 worth for 
the club treasury. But young 
Burton didn't immediately take 
up traveling Icciiirinij as a ca- 
reer. He ^ried his hand at vari- 
ous jobs. In 1892 he induced his 
family to stake him to a five- 
month trip abroad 


IN JAPAN he made a signifi- 


cant 
discovery. 
There 
were 


artists there who could tint his 
slides with beautiful and life- 
like colors. After that his lan- 
tern slide lectures were in color. 


Upon his return to Chicago he 


rented a recital hall and sent 
2,000 
announcement cards 
to 


those on his mother's social list. 
It was a smash hit for the home- 
town boy and Burton Holmes 
was on his way.

The 
main character of the story is 
Stephen Lowry, who leaves gov- 
ernment service in Europe to 
take a job with Continental In- 
dustries Corp. in New York 
City. To America he brings his 
bride, Rosalie, who'had fled her 
native Estonia to join the Nor- 
wegian Resistance. As Stephen 
forges ahead in his job he and 
his wife 
overcome numerous 


prejudices and pitfalls, and they 
manage to keep their sense of 
the fun to be had in life through 
it all. There are many threads 
to the story, such as the search 
that Rosalie keeps up for her 
mother and sister, missing since 
1940; 
the friendship of Stephen 


and a college friend associated 
with him in his job who turns 
out to be something less than 
honest. And before the writing 
ends all the threads are ac- 
counted for. Altogether, it is a 
splendidly written lale and one 
that holds constant interest. The 
educated,

the main public library or its branches.

Any I.onp; Reach txiblic librnrj' 
card is good on the bookmobile. Books and maga- 
zines from tiio bookmobile may be returned to 
the bookmobile, or to any local public library. 
On the other hand, books or magazines from any 


local public library here may be returned to tbe 
bookmobile. 


There are a shelf of classics, a sholf of pood 


reference books, such as atlases, dictionaries, 
encyclopedias; a Young Moderns shelf; a teenager 
shelf. The bookmobile lias an excellent section 
for children. 


CURRENT FICTION, of course, is most great- 


ly in demand. Adventure, travel and mystery 
books also are high on the list, with demand also 
for biographies, and books on music and the arts. 


Requests may bo made for volumes not usually 


carried in the bookmobile. 


Because there are many new homes in tbe 


areas served by the bookmobile, it carries an 
especially high percentage of how-to-do-it vol- 
umes: books telling about building, repairing, gar- 
dening, decorating, child-rearing, entertaining. 


"You bring Hie library to us!" is the thankful 


greeting of many who would not be able to net 
library books if it were not for (he bookmobile. 


1IOOK.MOISILF. librarians and clerks get on 


friendly terms wilh the readers they serve nnd 
know most of them by name. 


Children often bring their pets to tbe book- 


mobile so the librarians and clerks may meet and 
admire them. (One youngster recently brought a 
pet King snake, which wasn't as welcome as most 
dogs or cats.) 


One young father habitually brings a clothes 


basket and carries it home filled with books for 
every member of the family.

CALIFORNIA YESTERDAYS 
Mail Went Through - - But How? 


By Clarence Bernard Propes 


g^OL. John O. Wheeler, mcr- 
'-^ chant and I.os Angeles 
postmaster, almost called the 
Post Office 
Department 
offi- 


cial out on the field of honor. 
The official had criticized the 
colonel for dumping mail iu a 
wash tub and telling custom- 
ers fumble for their own let- 
ters. 


That year, 1848, the Los An- 


geles mail was moved from a 
wash tub to a soap box, neatly 
divided into compartments. The 
postmaster had other things to 
worry about: conducting auc- 
tions, 
superintendent 
schools, 


and making political speeches. 
He gave the mail only a casual 
sorting. The postal duties were 
light, but so was the pay. 


Under the Spanish, the postal 


service was in the hands of the 
military. 
Soldiers were cour- 


iers and they were kept busy. 
They were allowed only an hour 
for eacli slop. 


The job of postmaster was 


not a political plum, since there 
probably were no more than 
20 literate people in the whole 
Southland. The postmaster re- 
ceived 8 per cent of the re- 
ceipts and he earned about 10 
pesos a year. 


THE SERVICE was far from 


speedy. 
People were gratified,

Thrips are an enemy we think 


of 
particularly 
in regard 
to 


roses and gladioli, hut actually, 
they infest just about 
every- 


thing in your garden. On roses,

them 
and 
yet 


they're large enough to suck the 
vitality from the petals and to 
leave a sticky residue which 
causes the edges to cling to- 
gether so that Ihe rose Ciinnot 
open.

blotches caused by thrip injury 
and, of course, they destroy the 
appearance of the blossoms too.

er controls is the combination of 
mnlalhion and dieldrin which is 
as near to Ijeing nn all-purpose 
insecticide as f have found.

fsobel Ilarkness, nn English 


rose hybridized by Albert Nor- 
man, is a bright yellow tea rose 
with 
beautiful 
long, 
pointed 


buds, borne on a free-branching 
shrub. 


Aztec, another hybrid tea, is 


a 
flaming orange-scarlet rose 


with 
ovoid 
buds opening to 


extra-large flowers (up to six 
inches) and is rated exhibition 
quality. 


Starlet, the new floribunda, 


has a profusion of little buds 
which 
o[>cn 
to 
lully 
double 


blooms about 2J,4 inches across. 
Characteristic of the floribun- 
das, Starlet produces its flowers 
in great clusters and is excel- 
lent for cutting. 


THESE HOSES, along with 


other new introductions, are 
available at many local nur- 
series, established in five-gallon 
containers, and can be planted 
in Iho garden now. Check the 
ads in today's garden section. 


In setting out roses from con- 


tainers, avoid the use of ferti- 
lizers around the root area. 
Equal amounts of leaf 
mold, 


neat moss and soil will give you 
a good growing medium. 
Be 


sure the neat moss has been 
soaked before using. Peat moss 
will hold about 90 times its own 
weight in moisture. 


You will notice that the main 


bud or union is above the sur- 
face of the soil in the container 
and it should be in the same 
position when planted in your 
garden. When planted too deep 
the rose will send out advanti- 
tuous roots 
from 
the 
union. 


When this happens, the main 
roots stop growing and the rose 
will deteriorate slowly. 


Af-TKK PLANTING, give the 


rose a good soaking, then water 
only as the soil begins to dry. 
The rose receives very little if 
any shock at time of transplant- 
ing if handled properly, and too 
much water continually applied 
will cause the foliage to turn 
yellow and drop off. Feeding of 
the shrubs should not begin until 
about five weeks after planliiiR. 


With climbers, we find that 


most varieties have a tendency 
to send out whip-like branches- 
upon which he roses are borne. 
To keep your climber in hand, 
cut hack to Just above the sec- 
ond or third leaf from the main 
canes in cutting the flowers. 


IT NKVBK IS advisable to 


incorporate manures and other 
fertilizers into the soil imme- 
diately 
lieforc 
planting 
bare 


root stock. This practice can 
ruin the roses. On the other 
hand, by preparing 
the 
soil 


four or five months in advance 
you can plant your bare root 
sL^ck 
safely next 
January 


knowing that they are planted 
in a productive soil. Steer ma- 
nure, organic fertilizer, bonc- 
mcnl and a little soil sulphur 
(three pounds to 100 sq. ft.) 
will give you lui excellent grow- 
ing medium.

Although some rain 
may slill fall, this is a good 
time to determine when and 
where to water and how much 
moisture to apply at each ap- 
plication. 


It is difficult lo establish gen- 


eral rules covering the problem 
of watering. Actually any plan 
that provides the answer must 
consider various local growing 
conditions which include wind, 
temperature, soil, type of plant! 
exposure and humidity. In ad- 
dition, a little experience will 
give you the knowledge as to 
when a plant is in need of 
water. 


KKFOKE STARTING on your 


watering program it might he 
wise to learn why plants require 
water in the first place; that is 
from a botanical point of view. 
One of the most vital plant 
processes is identified as trans- 
piration during which the plant 
leaves 
exhale 
water 
vapor 


through tiny pores on their sur-

face. This might be compared 
to perspiration in an animal. 
The process is relatively COn- 
tinUOUS. 


Very large- quaii lilies of mois- 


ture are given off daily. For ex- 
ample, an individual sunflower 
will sweat out a pint of waler 
in 2-1 hours; during a \vurm 
summer day an average birch 
tree will give off about 3,000 
pounds of water; and nil oak 
tree during one growing season 
will lose close to 130 tons of 
moislure. If the moisture lost 
during transpiration is not re- 
plenished then the plant will 
eventually topple over and die. 
i

necessity for watering plants is 
llmt wilhoul waler they cannot 
eat. Most plants are unable lo 
digest nutrients if they are not 
i" a liquid state. This includes 
both root and leaf feeding. A 
dry food in an arid soil will 
probably remain locked in the 
soil. The food factors can be ab- 
sorbed by the plant only when 
in solution. Thus without ade- 
quate soil moislure your plants 
will perish from starvation aj 
well as from thirst. 


Early morning watering is 


generally considered the best 
time. Kvaix>ralion then is at a 
low ebb and liberal applications 
of moislure should sustain es- 
tablished 
plants through the 


day, even in hot weather. Mid- 
day watering under a hot sun 
may scald the leaves and in ad- 
dition this is the time of maxi- 
mum evaporation. Watering at 
night is not advisable because 
moisture 
remaining 
on 
the 


leaves at night may encourage 
fungus. 


THE TYPE OF I'l.AXT be- 


ing grown also determines the 
method 
of 
watering. 
Those 


growing actively require more 
water than those in a relatively 
dormant state. Soft stemmed 
varieties 
are heavy drinkers; 


woody types with sparse foliage 
require less 
moisture. Sandy 


soils, though which water drains 
rapidly should be watered light- 
Jy but at 
frequent intervals; 


heavy soil which lias a high 
moisture r e t e n t i v e quality 
should be watered less frequent- 
ly but more moisture should be 
applied each time.

key factor, and requires pains- 
taking selection for each va- 
riety. 


The remarkable dwarfs thus 


produced possess fruiting and 
appearance as desirable as the 
"mother tree" itself, and the 
"mother trees" were 
chosen 


from the most perfect of their 
strains. 


WITH TODAY'S "garden liv- 


ing," trees nnd shrubs in boxes 
can become articles of furniture, 
to lie lived with nnd moved 
around 
according 
to 
taste. 


Dwarf citrus trees fit this idea 
perfectly, as they thrive in con- 
tainers. True dwarf citrus trees 
occupy less than one-fourth the 
space of orchard trees, hut they 
bear up to 70 per cent as much 
fruit. They may be planted the 
year around in any sunny, wind- 
free location. At malurily, in 
about 35-ycnrs, they nre some 
eiRhtfect high nnd wide. (Stand- 
ard citrus trees reach about 20- 
fcct in height and width at the 
same stage.) 


You may choose from 30 va- 


rieties of oranges, lemons, limes, 
grapefruit, tangerines, mandar- 
ins and kumqunts—all available 
upon inquiry at your local nur- 
seryman's. Grown in the can, 
they have all roots intact, nnd 
may bo readily 
transplanted.

quire but minimum care. 


TIIKSK HKMArtKAm.F, trees 


fire adaptable to varied soils, but 
those rich in humus are best. 
Drainage is important: one way 
to provide for it is with a raised 
bed, with the tree entirely above 
grade. A liberal-sized basin is 
desirable for irrigation around 
the tree. Happily enough, water- 
ing is relative infrequent. The 
basic idea is to water thorough- 
ly, letting it soak down deep. 
Once the tree 
is established 


water only when the tree needs 
It—the leaves will he In a wilt- 
ing condition. During the dry 
season established trees need 
V'atcr once every month or six 
weeks. New insecticides make 
pest control easy for modern 
gardeners, and your local nur- 
seryman can aid your selection.

I'll always remember... 
Father's brother Giovanni

When I think of my late father, "Enrico Caruso, the 
most famous tenor in history, my thoughts often turn 
to his younger brother Giovanni, my Uncle John. 
Though different by nature — father was energetic 
and dynamic, Uncle John rather less so — they be- 
came each other's alter ego. For in a very real sense, 
as you will see, each was his brother's keeper. Without 
my easy-going uncle, Father might never have become 
a singer. And without my ambitious father . . . 


Back in 1894 my father, then 21, was drafted 


into the Italian army. Having taken vocal lessons, he 
began to practice. The result? In the barracks he met 
with a shower of boots and tin cups. Next he tried the 
washroom. Then the Commandant sent for him. 


"What is that infernal screeching?" he demanded. 


"Another howl and into the guardhouse you go." 


But Papa couldn't keep his mouth shut. The Com- 


mandant, who didn't really want to lock him up, 
finally sent him daily to practice — out of earshot — 
at the home of a baron. A month later he sent for 
Papa again. 


"The baron says you have the makings of a singer. 


But you can't be a singer and a soldier, too. So your 
brother Giovanni is going to take your piece." 


Father was astounded. When two brothers were 


near the.same age, the younger could take the elder's 
place. This, though, was rare. But Uncle John, in 
sympathy with his brother's dream of a career, had vol- 
unteered. So Papa left to conquer the world of music. 


Uncle John? He went on to "conquer" the Abys- 


sinians in 1898, Ac Turks in J912. Between wars, 
wearing the finest clothes, he led the life of Riley at 
cr.fcs, nightly poker games, trips to Paris and Monte 
Carlo — all with the zest his brother's money could 
bring. Papa kept him well supplied. Uncle John never 
earned a day's pay at a civilian job in his life. 


Once a friend asked him, "Giovanni, why don't you 


Why don't you do some sort 
of work?" 


"Work!" exclaimed Uncle John, paling at the

A New York school shows a new way to get 


6-year-olds to taste unfamiliar foods

The traditional problem of gelling Johnny to 
eat his spinach has been met head-on at a 
school in this New York suburb. 


A tasting course for tots is making life 


easier for mothers whose youngsters shy away 
from unfamiliar foods. "Tasting parties" at 
the Kensington School, like the one pictured 
on this page, teach 6-year-olds that such 
strange things as fennel, avocado, cauliflower, 
turnips and watercress can be just as much 
fun to eat as hamburgers or hot dogs — or 


- even ice cream (almost). 


First the children clip pictures of fruits 


and vegetables from magazines, draw pictures 
of favorite foods, then learn the AliCs uf 
vitamins and nutrition. 


On "tasting day" they march up to the 


home economics room. There they are shown 
heaping trays of vegetables and fruits. Then, 
helped by the home-making consultant, the 
children clean, cut, scrape or peel and ar- 
range the prepared foods on trays. These are 
taken back to the classroom and the party 
begins. As they eat, they learn — not only 
about new and strange foods but about good 
table manners. 


Mothers report that these adventures in 


eating are all to the good. Says one: "Bobby 
is curious about new foods now. lie doesn't 
give us that 'closed mouth' routine any more. 
At least he tastes everything, and we have 
even had great success with vegetables. That's 
a great victory."

HO Ann THE most powerful men in the world 
today? An intriguing question, and worthy of 
real thought. Part of tin: answer lies in the 


meaning of the word power - and how it is used. 


I-'or example, dictators like Generalissimo Franco 


of Spain or Colonel Nasser of Egypt exercise a closely 
limited kind of power. Pope Pius Xil, head of the 
Roman Catholic Church, lias a very different power 
- 
yet one both real and'widespread. His moral influ- 


ence affects the thought and action of millions. Yel 
during World War II, when the name of the Pope 
was mentioned al a meeting of the Uig Three Allied 
leaders, Russia's Josef Stalin put the cynical question: 
"How many divisions will the Pope contribute?" — 
as though military manpower were the sole criterion. 


When Dwight I). Eisenhower was head of NATO, 


he told me that three factors determined NATO's 
strength. One is the morale of the military force. 
Again, he believes that after the opening shock of any 


modern war the industrial power which feeds the 
military machine may well prove the decisive factor. 
And the old military maxim of "gelling (here fustest 
with the moslcst" reminds us that |»wcr must be in 
the right place at the right time. 


i\or is the mere possession of power enough. There 


must be the will to use it and the ability lo supply it. 


At Ihc same time, not every man who occupies a 


seat of power is necessarily a man of power. Many 
times in history it was not the monarch but his chief 
minister who took over and exercised the real power. 


With such considerations in mind, I submit the 


names of six men who, at this moment in history, exer- 
cise more power than any others that could he named. 


DWIGHT D. EISENHOWER, President of the United 
States. At f>6, he lias been elected and re-elected leader 
of Ihc world's most powerful counlry, enjoys wide 
popularity throughout the world. Oil top of his great

military rcputalion, he brought to the While Mouse 
an enormous personal prestige. 


The Icrms of the Constitution give our President 


m null more power than is accorded to the Prime Min- 
ister of Great' IJrilain or the Premier of Trance. He 
cannot be ousted by the national legislature, except by 
impeachment. Congress has even given President 
Eisenhower .special war-making powers not provided 
by the Constilulion. 


In the l-'ar East, it has voted him a free hand lo de- 


cide when aggressive actions of the Communist go\- 
crnnicm ol China imperil (he security of the island of 
hirmosa and call for our mililary inlervention. In tin- 
Middle East, Congress bas agreed lo Id (he President 
use our mililary forces to repel an armed Communist 
allack against any country llial asks us to inlcrvenc. 
Hinder, Congress lias turned over lo the President the 
exclusive right to determine when and where atomic 
weapons may bo used in the national defense. 


JAWAHARLAL NEHRU 
POPE PIUS XII

NIKITA S. KHRUSHCHEV 
MAO TSE-TUNG 


All these special powers supplement the President's 


normal constitutional prerogatives. He is the Com- 
mandcr-in-Chicf of America's military forces, and he 
controls our diplomatic action. He can influence pub- 
lic opinion through press conferences ;md talks over 
radio and television. No man in the world has greater 
personal power than Dwight I). Eisenhower. 


The fact remains that ours is a government of laws 


and not of men. Therefore he must — and docs — 
exercise his power with restraint and discretion. 


NIKITA S. KHRUSHCHEV, chief of the Communist Party 
in the U.S.S.R. Though not Russia's top man in the 
"total" sense that Stalin was, he occupies the same 
position as Party leader and is (he outstanding and 
most powerful member of the Kremlin Cahinct. This 
makes him, at 63, No. 1 in the world's No. 2 country. 


In Russia, all power is centralized in the executive 


group hciidcd by Khrushchev. The Soviet Union par- 


liamentary groups have no real legislative or restrain- 
ing power. The premier, foreign minister, defense 
minister and others have a certain amount of inde- 
pendent influence, but Khrushchev has emerged as 
the dominant government figure. 


It was he who delivered the anti-Stalin speech of 


February, 1956, charging his former boss with a 
variety of crimes. It was Khrushchev who recently an- 
nounced plans for decentralization of Soviet industry. 
If w^as he who led the Soviet delegation to Yugoslavia 
in the effort to work out a reconciliation with Marshal 
Tito. It is Khrushchev who gives the important inter- 
views to foreign journalists. 


Khrushchev headed last fall's delegation to War- 


saw, which worked out the compromise under which 
Poland received a measure of local autonomy. He also 
led the delegation to H'udapest, which decided on the 
ruthless use of Soviet military power to suppress the 
Hungarian revolution. 


Obviously, Khrushchev knows how to be tough. 


. With some reliance on his associates, he holds absolute 


power in a system that relics on secret police, censor- 
ship, brutal repression anil slavc-iabor camps to retain 
its hold on a veritable empire -the Soviet Union and 
its Euro|>can satellites. Nikita Khrushchev controls the 
decision as to when, where and whether Russia will 
launch aggressive war. 


That fact alone makes him a man with enormous 


power. lie is shrewd enough to know he can retain it 
only by showing a proper restraint in its use. 


MAO TSE-TUNG, leader of Red China. Just a year 
older than Khrushchev, he is the dictator over 600 
million people, lie was born of peasant stock, but re- 
ceived a modern education. Later he read himself into 
Marxism and Leninism, hut he never accepted Stalin's 
vcrlordship. He has become much more independent 
since Stalin's death.

The world's O most 


It is wrong to speak of Mao's China as a 


Soviet satellite. Kod China is allied to the 
Sovic.1 Union and depends on Russia for var 
material and machinery, but pursues an inde- 
pendent policy in seeking mastery of all Asia. 
Under Mao's leadership, it already has con- 
quered Tibet, parts of Mongolia, Northern 
Korea, North Viet-Nam and certain islands 
in the Yellow Sea. U is infiltrating North 
Burma, Thailand and Laos. It has refused to 
make peace with the United States, and, con- 
tinues to hold American prisoners. It has 
openly, vowed to conquer Formosa. 


All these aggressive acts and threats have 


taken place under the direct leadership of 
Mao. He receives comparatively few head- 
lines because this able and discreet leader 
prefers to work from behind the scenes. But 
as Hcd China grows stronger, so docs Mao 
Tse-tung. He seems likely to remain one of 
the world's most powerful figures longer than 
several others on my list. 


POPE PIUS XII, head of the Roman Catholic 
Church. Oldest (81) of the world's most 
powerful men, he relies almost entirely on 
moral influence and church discipline to ex- 
ercise |>ersuasion in a material-minded world. 
Repeatedly I have had the privilege of dis- 
cussing with him the problems involved in 
Communism and the attainment of world 
peace. He impressed me as a man of great 
spiritual force with a keen sense of the prac- 
tical. 


The Pope's most successful direct exercise 


of political power came not long after World 
War II, when he used the influence of the 
Church to defeat the Communists in the 
Italian election. But he never misses an op- 
portunity to attack Communism. 


The Pope exerts an im|x>rtant influence 


even behind the Iron Curtain. The Commu- 
nists did not dare prevent Cardinal Wyszyn- 
ski, Primate of Poland, from making his re- 
cent visit to flic Vatican. They have not dared 
remove Cardinal Minds/.enty,'Primate of 
Hungary, from his place of asylum in the 
American Embassy in Budapest. Five hun- 
dred million Catholics and 360,000 priests 
hxik to the Pope of Rome for moral leader- 
ship. The head of the Catholic Church is 
indeed a man of great power. 


JAWAHARAL 
NEHRU, Prime 
Minister ol 


India. Leader of some 375 million people, lie 
reached that position by developing a kind o( 
political split personality. Born in 1889, he 
was educated in England. Like Gandhi, he 
liccamc a lawyer. But then the Amritsar mas- 
sacre of his fellow Indians by British soldiers 
led him to devntc his life to Indian freedom. 


Four times he was elected President of the 


Indian Nnlionnl Cong'ress. Where Gandhi 
was primarily a spiritual force, Nehru was a 
practical |x>litical leader. The British kept 
him in jail from 1930 to 1936, and like Man 
Tse-tung he read himself into a belief in 
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powerful men continued 


Marxism. In 1947 he became tlie First Prime 
Minister of free India. Me still is a Socialist 
— which lias helped make him a neutralist. 
Neutralism is one source of his power. He 
has stood between capitalism and Comniun- 
iiisin, embracing neither. Today he is |>er- 
haps the onlj' great political leader who is as 
welcome in Moscow as he is in Washington. 


Known as a man of peace, he proved him- 


self willing to use force by his insistence on 
India's control of the disputed province of 
Kashmir. He fights Communism in India, 
but objects to the .Southeast Asia Treaty Or- 
ganization and the Baghdad Pact — l>oth 
directed against Communist aggression. He 
repeatedly has sought to mediate between the 
Soviet Union and the Western powers, and 
between Egypt and the users of the Sucx. 
Canal. 


llecausc Neliru heads a great and growing 


nation, liccausc he enjoys the respect of the 
world, localise of his undoubtedly good in- 
tentions and because he occupies a strategic 
position of neutrality, he remains a man of 
power who may yet exercise derisive influ- 
ence in the maintenance of world peace. 


MARSHAL 
TITO of Yugoslavia. Though a 


minor dictator, he occupies — lite Nehru — 
'a strategic position l>ctwcen East and West, 
lie stands between the Communist and the 
anti-ComimmisI world of Europe. 


Though trained in Moscow, he has aban- 


doned many aspects of Communism in his 
own country—for example, his unsuccess- 
ful effort to communi/.e agriculture. Years 
ago he did what Khrushchev is now trying to 
do in Hussia: deccntrali/c industry, lie told 
me that the two great evils of Communism 
are bureaucracy and centralisation, and ex- 
plained how he sought to gel rid of both in 
his own country. Tito admits that at first he 
•copied too much from Russia, lie welcomed 
his break with the Kremlin as an opportunity 
to turn his back on sonic Soviet methods. 


At 65, Tito is an absolute dictator; he 


holds most of Yugoslavia's executive and leg- 
islative power in his own hands. But he uses 
it intelligently, and therein lies his strength. 
Years ago he found it expedient to give the 
various parts of Yugoslavia a good deal of the 
local autonomy they have always demanded. 
He has IWPM able to relax police power with- 
out producing any revolutionary outbreaks. 
One source of his considerable |>crsnnal pop- 
ularity is that he is a true patriot; he risked 
his life time and again during the war against 
Germany, and the men who fought under 
him are loyal to him. 


Tito plays the diplomatic game with con- 


siderable skill, lie has secured hundreds of 
millions in American aid without turning his 
bark on his Communist beliefs, lie still is 
being wooed by both the Soviet Union and the 
United States. There is no denying that for 
the present he holds a position of great power 
in a very important part of -Europe.

There yon have my list of six. And why didn't 


I include the Prime Minister of Great Britain 
or Franco of Spain or Nasser of Egypt? The 
answer is that none of these men can exercise 
much poivor outside his own country or on 
bis own initiative. 


The British Prime Minister works with 


and through his Cabinet. He either works 
•with them or they resign, and thus weaken 


his government. When a British Prime Min- 
ister steps out of line and makes an attempt 
to exercise power on his own account, he is 
apt to meet the fate that befell Prime Minister 
Eden. A great personality like Winston 
Churchill can exercise personal power, but 
the average British Prime Minister is con- 
trolled by public opinion, by Parliament, by 
his associates and by the Opposition. 


Nasser's forces were beaten decisively by 


the Israeli Army last year and arc no stronger 
today. His control of the Suez Canal is pre- 
carious. His political ambitions in the Near 
East have had a setback in Jordan. Egypt's 
economy is going downhill. Nasser's apparent 
power is due to the strength of his outside 
Mip|xjrt; it does not come from within. 


As for General Franco, when he finally 


emerged victorious in the long-drawn-out 
Spanish Civil War (thanks in large part to 
outside help), his country was not a suffi- 
ciently strong factor in European affairs to 
rank him as a man of great power outside of 
Spain. Nor is it today. Franco is boss in his 
own land. He is working with us in the battle 
against Communism. But he has no claim 
to rank among today's most powerful men. 


So there they are — Eisenhower, Khrush- 


chev, Mao Tsc-lung, Pope Pius X I I , Neliru, 
Tito, it probably would be better for the 
peace of the world if three out of six were not 
Communist dictators. We can console our- 
selves with the thought that in recent decades 
many dictators have dis<ip|>cared almost over 
nighl. So there is at least a chance for more 
democratic successors.

, had been a history teacher in the school 


system here, "but a teacher's salary," 
he |X)ints out, "isn't enough to send 
your wife through medical school." 


Peace and Time 


4) Both must duck the avalanche 


of reporters, photographers, business 
agents and just plain well-wishers who 
have given them little peace, and less 
time for themselves, since they arrived 
here two months ago. 


5) Each must learn to live wilh, 


and respect, the religious faitli of the 
other. (Harold is a Human Catholic, 
Olga a Lutheran.)

What will Iielp most, believes Harold's 


mother, Margaret (they're staying at her 
apartment here till they can find one of 
their own), is Harold's "extraordinary pa- 
tience. When he was going to Boston Col- 
lege," she says, "he'd come home after a 
hard day of practicing am! teach every boy 
in the neighborhood, or so it seemed, how 
lo throw the hammer. He's a natural-born 
teacher. He'll steer Olga through this pe- 
riod of getting adjusted to things." 


Olga has a quicker temper. When pho- 


tographers kept them posing for an un- 
reasonable time after they'landed in New 
York, she suddenly snatched the willing- 
to-obligc Harold by the arm, snapped, 
"Thank yon, gentlemen," and stalked off. 


A Big Tease 


Around Cpnnolly, though, his 5'10", 


160-lb. (but slender) bride, who can sling 
a discus farther than any woman compet- 
ing today, is a typical "clinging vine." 
When he's talking lo somebody else, she 
hangs firmly to his arm, looks blissfully 
into his eyes. When they're together, .she 
coos into his ear, mizzles at his cheek. Be- 
fore other people she. teases him lovingly. 
(While PARADE'S Ben Doss was taking 
today's cover, she giggled at Harold: "You 
look terrible.") 


But she's no scatterbrain, has definite 


opinions. Examples: 


• U.S. women's fashions do not im- 


press her. "They're not cut the way I like," 


she says. (Her favorite dress is the yellow 
print she's wearing on the cover, on page 
17 and below.) She's amazed, though, 
that well-dressed American women can 
buy ready-made clothes; in 
Czechoslo- 


vakia, where ready-made clothes are sack- 
like, she made all her own things herself. 


• She's struck by men's fashions here. 


"!n Europe," she says, "men do not dress 
nearly as well, mainly because they are 
not as interested as American men in 
clothes." 


• Baseball enchants her. An avid fol- 


lower, of Ted Williams, she thinks base- 
ball is a "perfect" sjxjrt — "because you've 
got to have good arms, good legs, good 
eyes, good everything." 


• TV commercials irritate her, not be- 


cause of what they proclaim but the way 
they are woven into programs. "When 
she's watching a baseball game on TV,"

says Harold, "and there suddenly appears 
a ball player smoking a cigarct, she thinks 
that's part of the game and gets confused." 


• The contrasts in American living 


fascinate her. "it's hard to believe," she 
says, "that in 20 minutes one can go from 
the awful noise and dirt in the middle of 
Doston to Walden Pond [in the suburbs], 
where everything is so green and beautiful 
and peaceful." The Pond is her favorite 
spot, to date, in the U.S.; she and Harold 
go there often and take long walks around 
it, hand in hand. 


Language, so far, hasn't been a great 


problem for her. Though she has a strong 
accent, she only occasionally has to call on 
Harold to supply her with a word. 


In talking with people, however, she's 


sometimes confused by slang expressions. 
"It took her a couple of days," says Mrs. 
Connolly, laughing, "to get over the shock 
when she heard me say lo somebody: 
'Drop dead.' " 


Will they continue active in sports? 


"Yes," says Harold, "as long as I can work 
ai my job and Olga can finish her studies. 
We've accepted invitations to several track 
meets, in New York and California, but 
we've turned down others where the 
people invited us, not because they wanlcd 
us to compete, but because they wanted a 
sideshow to draw crowds. 


"If possible, we'll enter the I960 Olym- 


pics. Olga, however, won't be on the. U.S. 
team; since she's still a Czech citizen, she 
will have to compete for her own country." 


Right now, Connolly is wrestling with 


problems closer at hand: getting a job and 
getting his wife the education she needs. 
But, says Harold's mother, "If love always 
finds a way, then those two needn't worry 
about a thing."

Here is new insight into multiple 


killing-a sudden, savage crime 


that makes too many headlines

L 


AST MONTH, in Rye, N. Y., a 14-year-old boy 
shot his mother and sister dead with a .22 ride. 
Police said his mother hail "relinked him 


niililly" for not doing his homework. 


A little earlier, an Illinois businessman-"couldn't 


stand to leave" his 'mother and three daughters in 
order to remarry — so he killed all four, then himself. 


In St. Joseph, Mo., another 14-year-old "went 


crazy" and slew his mother, father, sister and brother. 


In Callion, Ohio, police mowed down ,1 28-year-old 


worker who had just killed three other persons. 


These are typical recent cases of mass, or multiple, 


murder. And do you recall the name of Howard 
Unruh? Back in 1949, in Camden, N. J., he was 
seized by blind rage and shot down H people. 


fortunately, such outbreaks don't occur every day. 


But they do occur, and they keep occurring — year in, 
year out. You.may read of one tomorrow morning. The 
killer, often considered "respectable" by those who 
know him, suddenly goes berserk. A whole family may 
be wiped out; passersby may be slaughtered. It is like 
the unplanned devastation of a volcano, a cyclone. 


But we can understand natural disasters (even if 


we can't control them). What makes a seemingly "nor- 
mal" human being turn mass killer? What triggers the 
deed? Are there danger signals that might IK? acted on 
to prevent the outburst and save innocent lives? 


The answers are not easy, but intelligent students 


of human behavior are beginning to find them. 
I'AtiADE has just talked with a top authority in the 
field, New York clinical psychologist Emanucl F. 
Hammer. I;or years Dr. Hammer has probed into 
mass murder. He has studied several such killers at 
close range. His findings throw new light on one of 
the most terrifying of all crimes. 


First of all, the mass murderer rarely plans his act. 


When it is over, he ciin hardly remember it; indeed, 
he may be as shocked by it as any onlooker. Remem- 
ber, he is a "respectable" citizen. Often he is so c|uict, 
even prim, that no one — perhaps not even lie 
would picture him as a killer. 


Thus he differs markedly from the murderer who 


plans, and kills, in cold blood. Arithmetically speak- 
ing, John Gilbert Graham — the young man who 
planted a bomb in an airliner to kill his mother and, 
in passing, 43 others 
- was a "mass" murderer. But 


he arranged his crime with cool foreknowledge of it* 
outcome. So, of course, do the hired gunmen of the 
underworld. 


The multiple killer we are considering here e.\- 


plodcs in a dreadful moment. As one result, following 
his outburst of murderous fury, he almost invariably 
is caught. Or he may destroy himself along «ith his 
victims, lie does not plnn an escape, because he did 
not plan the murders in the first place. 


Who the Killer Is 


Let's get a close-up of a mass killer as disclosed by 


Dr. Hammer's studies. 


First, the murderer is almost always a male — 


child or adult. (Women arc much less prone to com- 
mit violent anti-social acts.) Second, the killer is likely 
to be aillicted with schizophrenia, a menial disease 
marked by loss of contact with reality, gradual mental 
breakdown and sometimes feelings of |ierscciilion 
and/or delusions. 


For example, one mass murderer told Dr. Hammer: 


"The Clancys are after me: they're trying to get me." 
Another claimed that people persisted in "blowing 
poison dust under my door." A third, while talking to 
the psychologist, suddenly took off his shoe and 
smashed it down on the floor at sonic unseen "enemy," 
then calmly put the shoe back on. Still another said 
he heard religious voices which "told me to kill." 


Such mental distortions are particularly tragic in 


children. One youngster examined by Dr. Hammer 
was only 8, but he had the makings of a killer. A farm 
child, he already had tried to do away wilh four other 
children "who wouldn't play with me." Lacking an- 
other weapon, he had released the brake on a tractor 
in hopes it would roll downhill and crush all four.

A thin! point is that mass iinirdcrcrs seem not only 


nicck and mild but extremely self-righteous. Their be- 
havior is so exaggeratedly quiet that it caricatures 
morality itself. Some mass murderers arc devoted 
Bible readers and quote Scripture readily. 


Inside, however, the mass killer is — as noted — 


like a volcano wailing to erupt. His facade of restraint 
is merely a cover-up for haired and resentment. Prob 
ably he has been tense his whole life. 


Thus his all-pervasive "morality" is the unsteady lid 


which contains his rage and hatred. Because he is so 
self-righteous, be cannot allow himself the luxury of 
a mild show of temper. Me cannot pound the desk, or 
even use profanity. If he could, perhaps he would not 
kill. Instead he bottles up his feelings until the pres- 
sure grows too great to bear. 


Then, .suddenly and unpredictably, the lid flics off 


with fantastic violence. The volcano erupts. The "good 
citizen" turns killer — because he no longer can re- 
strain himself. 


What is the spark thai lights the fuse? It may be 


a series of arguments — over a brief period — with 
a parent or other relative: The tension within is so 
great that even a mild argument might be the last link 
in the chain leading to mass murder.

In one case, a man murdered three people after I it- 


was discharged from his job. The firing proved to be 
bis emotional boiling point. 


More likely, though, alcohol provides the spark. 


The mass murderer does not go on a real bonder. Ik- 
drinks just enough to dissolve his inhibitions. Then, 
he has the "strength" to kill. Alcohol is not a cause, 
but a contributing factor to his sickness. 


Once the murderer's controls arc dissolved — by 


whatever cause — the dam of emotions is sundered. 
Picture the killer in an uncontrollable "temper tan- 
trum," only half conscious of what he is doing. Later 
he may describe himself as having "seen red" or "seen 
while." lie rushes to pick up whatever weapon is 
handy and blindly flays out. 


Why He Keeps Killing 


Such erupted rage usually can be sustained only a 


few minutes. Howard Unrnh's lasted about an hour. 
In that lime,, he fired a .45 revolver crazily about in 
the street, in stores, in apartments, ile did not even 
know many of his victims. 


Usually the mass murderer seeks to kill only one 


person, the real object of his hatred. Failing to find 
that person, he becomes further enraged, crashes 
about wildly killing anyone in sight. One killer really 
sought to slay his mother. lie picked up a weapon, 
frantically searched the house for her. She had hidden. 
Her son's rage mounted. Furiously, he tore into the 
street and murdered several other persons. Had he 
been able to find his mother, that man likely would 
have killed only her. 


After the fury is released — by killing • - the mass 


murderer is a completely changed person, for a while. 
He returns to his old, docile self. The volcano is quiet 
once again. When apprehended, the killer is in a kind 
of daze. Gradually he begins to feel greatly relieved. 
The tensions are gone for the moment. He is limp, 
without energy. His "steam" has been released. He 
does not hear the voices. He probably is more con- 
tented than at any time since his childhood. 


Sooner or later he emerges from this "twilight" state. 


The law steps in. The killer's first reaction to his own 
crime is likely to be sheer disbelief. Once convinced 
that he actually has taken life, he still feels he should 
not be punished. 


The mass killer usually is committed to a mental 


institution. In his state of "no tension" he is harmless, 
having reverted to his former righteous self. But this 
state lasts only a few months at best. Gradually the 
tensions mount agnin. His hands may begin to shake, 
his eyes to dart from side to side, his feet to tap nerv- 
ously. He becomes increasingly less responsive in 
casual discussion. The volcano is building up again. 


Now, how does an individual start along this har- 


rowing road? One answer — a partial one only — 
lies in what kind of parents be has. Parents of mass 
killers show many characteristics in common. Usually 
there is a domineering mother who runs the house- 
hold with an iron hand. The father often is a.passive 
nonentity who has little to do with rearing the child. 
Conversely, he may be a brutal type, sometimes an 
alcoholic, who beats the child and thus turns him 
toward bis mother. 


In this situation the son cannot follow the normal 


course and pattern himself after his father. Rather, 
he takes his cues from his mother. This can lead to 
deep-seated emotional conflicts involving the son's 
masculinity and his relationship to his mother. If the 
conflicts eventually lead fo a homicidal outburst, the 
mother may well be the target. 


What Can We Do? 


Fortunately for society, mass killers arc few and far 


between. For the most part, Dr. Hammer says, they 
exist because there are not enough mental-health fa- 
cilities in the U. S. to spot the potential killer early in 
life. Dr. Hammer believes such persons can be de- 
tected through psychological tests. For example, he 
says the symptoms which ultimately led to Howard 
Unrnh's shocking slaughter of 1 3 people could have 
been detected five years or more beforehand. 


From this comes Dr. Hammer's suggestion for a 


way to prevent mass murders in the future — early 
detection via mental-health examinations in elemen- 
tary and high schools. This calls for facilities, per- 
sonnel — and money. Hut it would be worth it. 


"Now we accept the once-a-year physical checkup," 


Dr. Hammer jioinfs out. "The day we learn to accept 
the oncc-cvcry-fivc-ycars mental checkup, we will be 
on the way to preventing mass murder — and many 
ntber types of destructive behavior."

MY PAL, 
JIMMY DURANTE 


by EDDIE CANTOR 


EDITOR'S NOTE: Eddie Cantor, one of 
America's all - lime favorite entertainers, 
made his first money as a singing waiter 
at Coney Island in 1909. There he met a 
shy, big-nosed piano player who became 
his lifelong friend. This intimate account of 
that friendship — one of the warmest "pro- 
files" of Jimmy Duionte ever written — is 
condensed from Cantor's current best-selling 
autobiography. Tote My Lite.' 


The piano player at Carey Walsh's 
saloon was a thin homely kid of 1 6 with 
brown hair and a good sized nose. He 
was shy, but he was a great imprnviscr 
and had a flair For showmanship; he 
could fake through anything and make 
it sound like music. And generous! He 
was the kind of guy — if you brought 
him a-sandivich he'd want lo give you 
a whole roast heef. His' name was 
Jimmy Durante. 


We got along from the first nighl, 


and from the (irst night we never 
turned down a request. Jimmy tells the 
story this way: "Say a guy asked 


for S;)riii£lJ>"e in Ka1iimaz.no, which 
neither of us even ever heard of ... 
I'd fake a melody and Eddie'd turn to 
the customer and sing 'Oh, it's spring- 
time in Kalamazooooo,' then turn away 
and double-talk softly, 'My thoughts go 
wandering back to you, I'll never ever 
be iiuthtin but blue . . .' All the lime 
I'm pounding away fortissimo, then 
Iiddic'd swing back to the customer and 
moider "cm with 'When its springtime 
in Kal-a-nia-zoo.' Sometimes the guy 
was so drunk he wouldn't notice. But 
sometimes he wasn't that drunk. 'What 
you singing, kid?' Eddie'd get a bcwil- 
dcrin' look and say,'Why, Springtime 
in Kalaiiiuzoo.' That ain't the song J 
know,' the guy'd say, and Eddie'd open 
his big eyes innocent-like and say, 'You 
mean there are two of 'em?' " 


But Jimmy wasn't ambitious. He had 


taken music lessons as a kid; lie didn't 
need them, his playing was spontane- 
ous and it was just a way to earn spend- 
ing money. 


THE SCHNOZZ, shown 
here at a TV rehearsal, 
may be tho one man in 
show business with all 
friends, no enemies. 


I used to say, "Jimmy, you've got to 


do something different if you're ever 
going to make a big hit. The audience 
likes you. Why don't you get up on the 
floor and say something to them, or 
just sit at the piano and make remarks _ 
while you play?" 


"Gee, Eddie, 1 couldn't do lhat," 


he'd say. 'Td bu afraid people would 
laugh at inc." 


He was so right; they were going to 


laugh and keep on laughing for a life- 
time. But he didn't start talking until 
1923 when Lou Clayton joined him al 
the Club Durant. Their act was a rou- 
tine of songs, jokes and impromptu fun 
•that caused an immediate sensation. 
The underworld and the uppcrworld 
discovered Clayton, Jackson and Du- 
rante at the same time. 


Ad Libs —Plus 


Because the trio had no material, 


they had to depend on the impromptu. 
Lou would stamp out on the floor yell- 
ing, "Where is he, whcre's Durante?" 
'Eddie, from the kitchen, would come, 
yelling, "Where's Jimmy? Where's the 
Schnnz*?" They'd look in the men's 
room, in the ladies'room, in the kitchen, 
then one of them would shout, "We've 
struck oil," and they'd come in leading 
Durante by the nose. 


He'd point to his schnoz/.. "Derc il 


is, folks, de real thing. It ain't gonna 
bite 'cha and any famous personages in 
the dump can come up and autygraph 
it." They'd aim their quips al the Wal- 
ter Winchclls, the George M. Cohans, 
the Owney Maddens, the Damon Run- 
yon characters of Broadway. At the end 
of the evening a fellow like George M.

Cohan would leave $100 on the register 
and say, "Ring this up. I've had too 
much fun just to pay the check." 


I.ou Clayton u-as the most important 


person in Jimmy's life. A tough little 
guy with a sledge-hammer punch, he'd 
wandered into the Club Durant one 
night after dropping 598,000 in afloat- 
ing crap game. He was a great gambler, 
he was also a great dancer. He dill a lit- 
tle soft-shoe number at the club that 
night and Jimmy asked him to come in 
and join him. 


From the day they started their part- 


nership, Clayton handled all Jimmy's 
business and was responsible for bring- 
ing him up into the big time. They were 
always 
rowdy, 
always . roughhoiise. 


People think that breaking up a piano 
is new for Jimmy; but when 1 sec him 
take an instrument apart I'm back in 
1925 again. We're having the annual 
benefit for Surprise Lake Camp where 
I was sent as a kid. Clayton, Jackson 
and Durante play the show and Dn- 
rante demolishes the piano. Wrecks it. 
The theater charges me S400. 


Payment in Advance 


Next day, when Jimmy and I lunch 


at the Astor, I say, "Thanks for coming 
to the benefit, Jimmy. Next time, do 
me a favor, stay home." I tell him al>out 
the piano and Jimmy sends me a check 
for S'lOO and a note; "This'll lake care 
of the piano I'm gonna bust at the next 
benefit!" To this day, he's the biggest 
single contributor to Surprise Lake 
Camp. 


The trio of friends never broke up. 


When Jimmy got too big for the act, 
Clayton stayed on as his business man- 
ager and Jackson slaved on as his 
friend. Both the hoys were on the pay- 
roll of ever}' Durantc picture, but they 
were backstage. No man in show busi- 
ness ever had the intense loyalties 
Jimmy lias had. He gave the word loyal 
a new dimension. To this day he pays 
Clayton's widow, [da, a commission 
for every job he docs. The crudest blow 
in Jimmy's life was Lou Clayton's 
death. In his terrible grief, he retreated 
from show business. 


What finally jolted Jimmy out of his 


apathy was television. We talked alxnit 
it one day. "I'm gonna take a crack at 
it, Eddie," he said. "This is what Lou'd 
want. He told me before he died, he 
told me this thing was comin' along big 
and it was for me." Lou was right, the 
TV audience loved Jimmy. 


You see, there's something that 


comes through the camera onto the 


screen--it's not just a phonograph, 
it's a fluoroscope. People laugh at 
Durantc — but they care about him. 


To me the answer is simple. Jimmy 


loves people. The minute they see that 
kisser they know he loves 'em. And 
that's why the end of his program 
where he walks away into the smaller 
and smaller pools of light, lugs at their 
hearts and brings tears. It's like Jimmy 
was leaving for good. They know in- 
stinctively that he'd rather be up there 
entertaining them than anything else 
in the world. 


Let me show you what I mean. On 


New Year's Day 1943 Ida and t were 
down at Palm Springs. I'd gotten up 
early to take a walk, and of all the 
people to meet in the village, suddenly 
around the corner comes that nose, 


"liddie!" he yells. 
"Jimmy! Happy New Year!" And we 


throw oiir arms around each other. 


"Hddic," he says, in (he middle of 


the embrace, "I'm just thinkin'. This 
must IK' a tough time for.lhc guys over 
there in that hospital." The Govern- ^ 
mcnt had taken over Rl Mirador Hotel 
and made it into Torney General Hos- 
pital. "I lore it's New Year's Day, they're 
sick, some of 'cm have amputations. 
What da ya say we go over and enter- 
tain 'em?" 


I [bought it was a great idea and 


suggested we stop off at his bungalow 
first to rehearse. His place is always 
full of pals: Julrs liuffano, his piano 
player through the years, F.ddie Jack- 
son, who's been with him for 35 years, 
Jack Hoth, his drummer from the old 
Club Durant, and Lou Colin, who since 
Clayton's death has handled most of 
Jimmy's business. They're not at all 
surprised when we start in rehearsing 
at 9 a.m., New Year's Day. We go to 
the hospital at 10:30, slay till 5:00. 


A Good Day's Work 


We sing every song we ever sang in 


the days al Coney Island. Through the 
years Jimmy and I have appeared many 
times together at l>cneiits, on radio and 
now on television, and we always go 
hack into the old routine and have a 
hall. We clown, we kid, we reminisce 
about the time 1 convinced him we 
should run for President and Vice 
['resident. Uy 5 o'clock it's time for the 
patients' dinner and we say good-by. 
We're both so hoarse we can hardly 
talk, especially Jimmy, who starts off 
hoarse. As we walk down the street, he 
can barely croak, "Eddie, tell me. Don't 
a t'ing like dis make ya feel gfmd?" 
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—because he loves them 


I know of no one as interested in giv-

Bootleg Builders Thrive; L.B. Cracks Down 


By GEORGE WEEKS 


Bootleg building is big business here and has probably been 


increasing in recent years—but Long Beach city officials are 
tightening controls in an effort to curtail the illicit construction. 


In the language of the trade, bootleg building means any 


kind of construction done without permits required by city or 
state laws. It includes general construction" and electrical and 
plumbing installation. 


No responsible official would hazard an estimate as to the 


extent of the illegal activity. 
* * • * 


"We know it goes on, just as other laws are violated," said 


Edward M. O'Connor, city superintendent of building. "The only 
cases we have on record are those we detect—and they are 
considerable." 


Interior installations such as plumbing and electrical work 


in existing buildings are the main problem, O'Connor added. 
Outside violations can usually be detected by inspectors in the 
field. 


One reason for the suspected bootlegging increase is the 


growing trend toward the installation of garbage disposal and 
dishwashing devices. Both of these categories require permits, 
as do nearly all. construction jobs except routine maintenance and 
small roofing replacements.* * * * 


O'Connor pointed out that the 20 inspectors in the field 


have no way of finding out about interior violations unless they 
are tipped off or happen to see a contractor's truck parked in 
front of an address where no permit is listed. 


Members of Plumbers Local 494 have expressed concern 


about violations in that industry. 


A three-man committee headed by Business Agent Harold 


McCray has been appointed to discuss trade promotion with 
master plumbers and contractors. 


One of the committee members, E. J. Galvin, financial sec- 


retary of the union, said the bootlegging problem probably will 
come up in the course of the discussion. 


Another union member, John T. Verant, a journeyman 


plumber, said the city may be deprived of 5300,000 annual reve- 
nue in permits that should be issued for all types of construction 


work. 


Officials consider that estimate much too high. An audit re- 


port just issued by City Auditor John R. Mansell lists total 
revenue of the department last fiscal year at only $198,237.11, 
against budget expenditures.of $251,015.34. 


Permit fees range upward.from a minimum of S2 for a 


project costing $500 or less. Charges equivalent to one-half the 
permit fees are levied for checking plans, with a few exceptions. 


Until recently, the usual money cost to an illicit contractor 


was a doubling of the permit fee if .illegal work was detected, 
)lus a requirement that any work done in violation of the code 
be brought up to standard. 


Now the city is enforcing a $10 investigation fee for illegal 


electrical projects. A similar fee will become effective July 1 
n the plumbing code under terms of recent amendments favored 
by the industry. 


Since most of the violations are on smaller Jobs, the effect 


will be to increase the cost. 


Amendments in preparation for submission to the City

It's Up to Us 


THE FUTURE of Long Beach Navy Shipyard hinges 


on what the City of Long Beach and the State of 


California do about subsidence. 


That was the blunt, unmistakable message of the 


House Armed Services Committee this week when it 
adopted a subcommittee report recommending only a 
fraction of the sum proposed for subsidence remedial 
work at the shipyard. 


The subcommittee, which had conducted hearings 


here on whether to continue spending federal money 
for that purpose, said in its report: 


"There can be no doubt of the benefits which flow 


from the shipyard. There is, in the subcommittee's 
opinion, grave doubt as to the acceptance by California 
authorities, local and state, .of the responsibilities 
which accompany and flow from these benefits." 


City and state have thus been warned to show their 


good faith with prompt and effective action.

WHAT CAN BE DONE to convince the Armed 


Services Committee? 


The big thing the State of California can do, of 


course, is approve the bill which Long Beach has sub- 
mitted to create a. subsidence remedial district. 


That bill is now in the hands of an interim legisla- 


tive committee. This being the case, there is no hope 
for action on the measure before the next session of the 
state legislature. 


Meantime, Long Beach has a selling job to do. Just 


as city and state, jointly, must prove their case to the 
federal government, this city must present a forceful 
case to the state interim committee. 


Paradoxically, part of the task is to show the com- 


mittee that a vital state interest is, indeed, at stake. 


But it should not be difficult to prove that an in- 


stallation with a $170,000,000 replacement value is an 
asset to the State of California. Rather, it is our big task 
to show that we thoroughly understand our own prob- 
lem, that we are exerting every possible effort as a city 
to solve it, that we are as interested in preventing sub- 
sidence as we are in withdrawing oil. 


The Long Beach City Council, about to enter a new 


term of office, should resolve to make that task the 
first and major order of business.

' THE CITY SHOULD BEGIN at once to prepare a 


comprehensive report on what causes subsidence, how 
far the land has subsided and how far it is expected to 
subside, and what should be done to prevent it. It is 
true that there are reports on these subjects—but no 
all-inclusive report originated by Long Beach itself. 
As evidence of intense and continuing interest, this re- 
port should be kept up to date and revised whenever 
new materials present themselves: 


Having stated the nature of .the problem and what 


should be done about'it, the city should then go on to 
state in concrete, specific, and detailed terms just how 
to go about the solution.

Pro-Red Rulings Stir 
Only Slight Comment

WASHINGTON — A group 


o£ important Supreme Court de- 
cisions last week produced sur- 
p r i s i n g l y little congressional 
comment, leading some observ- 
ers to suspect a lessening of the 
nation's fears about domestic 
communism. 


The decisions served unmis- 


takably to fortify the personal 
rights and freedoms of indivi- 
duals under the Constitution, 
and each came at the expense of 
anti-Communst action by the 
federal government. 


Within a matter of hours and 


by lop-sided votes, the court 
overturned the convictions of 
five Communist leaders and a 
former Communist labor organ- 
izer and the discharge of a for- 
mer foreign service officer as a 
security risk.

PRUSSIAN SYSTEM JUNKED 
/ 


Johnny Gets 
His Gun Early 


By BEM PRICE 


FT. BENNING, Ga.—The Army has thrown away its time- 


worn training manual and is busy writing a new one with 
considerable imagination in the belief that the end result will 
be the best trained infantryman the world has ever seen. 


I have just participated in this new training operation, 


called trainfire. I wish I had had similar training in 1942. 


To me this training is nothing short of amazing. Without- 


much fuss or bother, little profanity and no apparent hazing, 
the Army is turning oiit kids who behave almost as if they 
were veteran troops about halfway through their eight weeks 
of basic training. 


Ever since Baron von Steuben came over in 1777 to re- 


shape George Washington's army at Valley Forge, the Ameri- 
can military system has been cast in the Prussian mold. 
. 


This ancient training system, though modified by later ' 


wars, still has about as much relation to actual combat as * 
firecracker to a hand grenade. 


Under 18th Century training methods, still used in the.Ma- 


rines, it was thought necessary to instill a sense of discipline 
first through interminable close order drill. 


For shock troops, such as the Marines, rigid discipline prob- 


ably is paramount. For the Army, which plans to operate In. 
small units over wide areas, initiative, skill and discipline go 
hand-in-hand.

UNDER THE OLD SYSTEM, the recruit was introduced 


to his weapon, the rifle, only at last. Then he was taught to 
employ it against stationary targets placed at known dis-" 
tances. This is still standard procedure for most armies. 


In modern combat the infantryman is about as likely to 


find a stationary target at a known distance as he is to meet 
Jane Mansfield in a mother hubbard. 


This Prussian system has been just about junked by the 


Army. Six days after he enters training the Army recruit, clad 
in steel helmet and wearing a light combat Tpack, is firing at 
man-shaped pop-up targets partially hidden by grass and 
weeds. 


He learns to shoot from a sandbagged trench, around trees 


•and advancing in the open as he would in combat. Almost be- 
fore -he learns to march, the recruit is taught to bring aimed 
rifle fire against targets he can see for only 30 seconds. 


By the time he has completed his initial firing .course, the 


raw recruit is handling his weapon with the confidence of a 
veteran.

The effect on the recruit's morale and the-enthuslasm he 


brings to this new method of training is remarkable. 


Additionally, the new recruit is given a still target detec- 


tion course in which he learns to pick out carefully camou- 
flaged men hidden amidst the brush, trees and grass of open 
range.

Finally, in the last four weeks of his training, the recruit 


is taught to move and fire while on the defense or advancing, 
at night and in daylight.

HAVING LEARNED by practice that it take four seconds'- 


for ajman to take aim and fire, he moves in three-second" 
rushes. 


In all, the recruit receives 87 hours of rifle training in his 


eight weeks of basic training, practically all of it under combat 
target conditions against which he uses live ammunition. 


The Army didn't adopt this new system overnight. Before 


it Was made standard operating procedure, the Army used 
12,000 troops in an experiment. Half were trained under the 
old system, half under the new. 


In no instance did any of the troops trained under ths 


old system do half so well on the combat target range as those 
trained under the new.* 
* if 


I WAS TRAINED on known distance target ranges to 


qualify, as a Marine sharpshooter. 


Though I haven't fired a rifle since Korea at a target, I' 


still was able to group shots on a known distance target her* 
closely enough so that they could be covered by a quarter. 


But on the pop-up range I was a bust, missing two sil- 


houette targets at ranges from 75 yards to 200 yards in eight 
shots. 


On the target spotting.course, it was easy to pick out the 


potential danger points—clumps of bushes, brush and trees. It 
was not easy to spot the actual targets. I missed a man in a 
camouflage suit with leaf-garlanded helmet 30 yards away. I 
discovered him only after he had fired a blank round at me. 


In combat such a mistake would have been fatal. After s 


couple of lessons these kids learn to pick up targets with re- 
markable skill.

THEY HAVE abandoned the use of the sling as a means 


of steadying the. weapon. Nobody used it in combat. 


All in all this new training method probably would strike 


the combat veteran as eminently sensible. He might just have 


11 —as I did—the uneasy feeling that a lot of men would be alive 


today if this type training had been inaugurated after World 
War II.

Kenneth Adams, whose lithographs are on exhibit at Long 


Beach Museum of Art, is not the classic "misunderstood 
genius," neglected and ignored while he lives. He is very much- 
noticed and honored, being represented in select permanent col- 
lections of The Whitney Museum of American Art in New 
York Public Library, and the Dallas Museum of Fine Arts, 
gress, The Carnegie Institute, Princeton University, the New 
York Public Library, and the Dalles Museum of Fine Arts. 


Subject matter plays a minor role in Adams' work, and the

year may turn out to be a 
five-volume set of long-plays 
called "Espana." 


As the title of the series in- 


dicates, they are records of 
music about Spain, if not all 
Spanish. The fidelity and pres- 
ence are exceptional for com- 
mercial records. 


The music covers a wide 


range of tastes. It has the 
color, the clashes of cymbals, 
the brilliant, biting brasses 
that many high fidelity fanci- 
ers are looking for. 


The records arc on the Lon- 


don Label (RIAA curve). The 
conductor on all five records 
is Ataulfo Argenta, conductor 
of the Orquesta Nac!onal de 
Espagnn. 


Volumes 1 and 3 are record- 


ed by the Orquesta Nacional. 
Volume 2 is recorded by the 
London Symphony Orchestra, 
Volume 4 by the Orquesta de 
Camera Madrid and Volume 5 
by the Gran Orquesta Sinfoni- 
ca. 


The recording is about equal 


in quality on all the records, 
though the prize of the five is 
probably Volume 2, because it 
was recorded by the London 
Symphony Orchestra and ben- 
efits by the acoustics of Al- 
bert Hall. 


The music on Volume 2 in- 


cludes 
Rlmsky - Korsakov'g 


"Capricclo Espafcnol"; Grana- 
dos' "Andalusia"; Chabrier's 
"Espana Rhapsody," and Mosz- 
kowski's "Spanish Dances."

tanker Markay, early on the 
morning of June 22, 1947, but 
the entire Long Beach-Los An- 
geles Harbor area is better safe- 
guarded today as a result of the 
greatest disaster in local water- 
front history. 


"That was a night I'll never 


forget," says Joseph Smithers, 
chief pumpman ol the ill-fated 
ship, who still visits this area 
two or three times a month on 
coastwise tankers. 


At 2:05 on that Sunday morn- 


ing 10 years ago, the Markey 
rested quietly at her moorings 
alongside the Shell Oil docks on 
Mormon Island, taking on a 
mixed load of petroleum prod- 
ucts. That portion of the cargo 
which included dicsel fuel, avia- 
tion gasoline and stove oil was 
already aboard and the third 
mate was supervising the load- 
ing of red ethyl gasoline and 
highly volatile butane-blended 
gasoline. 


Al.I> OF THE required safety 


measures were being observed 
and, in addition, because of the 
high combustibility of the bu- 
tane-blended commodity, further 
precautions were taken. All wa- 
tertight doors were kept closed, 
the portholes were closed and 
dogged, and no smoking was al- 
lowed anywhere on the vessel. 
The galley was locked and crew 
members had been taken into 
Wilmington 
for their evening 


meal. 


The night was sultry under a 


partially clouded sky. 
Such a 


faint brce/.c moved up the chan- 
nel and across the ship toward 
the dock that it scarcely stirred 
the heavy vapors flowing out 
through the ullage boles of the 
Markay's tanks and they hung 
in a noxious blanket above the 
hot 
steel decks. The 
fumes 


pressed relentlessly into the of- 
ficers' quarters in the midship 
housing, where the radio opera- 
tor and the shipping company's 
port captain were sleeping. 


AT MliJNKillT, because of 


the stuffiness and the accumu- 
lated fumes in his room amid- 
ships, the chief mate had taken 
a pillow from his bunk and gone 
out to sleep in his car, parked 
in the terminal yard a hundred 
feet or so from the ship. And so 
his life was spared when, at ap- 
proximately 2:015 a.m., the tran- 
quil vessel shuddered with the 
impact of a violent explosion. 


Instantly, the thick layer of 


gasoline 
vapors ignited 
and 


within seconds the ship was en- 
veloped in fire as the flames 
roared upward from the tank 
tops like giant blowtorches. A 
great stream of burning gasoline 
spurted from a ruptured tank 
directly abaft the midship hous- 
ing, and within three minutes it 
had swept across the smooth 
surface of the water to set afire 
the docks on the opposite side 
of the channel. As the gases in 
adjacent tanks ignited, explosion 
followed explosion in rapid suc- 
cession, hurling blazing steel 
fragments into the air to spread 
destruction 
farther 
ashore. 


Newpaper 
accounts 
reported 


that the blasts were felt for at 
least 12 miles and the flames 
were visible for 
I lie same dis- 


tance. 


"I SI'KNT SUVKKAL. hours 


uptown that evening," Smithers 
said, "but got. back to the Mar- 
kay about !):.'JO and went to bed. 
When the explosion woke me up, 
I ran back to the fantail nnd 
slid down n sicrn line to the 
dock." 


More than a do/en other crew 


memljcrs who were also in the 
aflcrdeck housing reached shore 
as Smitheis did, by sliding down 


the stern mooring lines or by 
diving into the water and swim- 
ming to safety, but three or four 
men were overcome by smoke in 
the dark passageways before 
they were able to escape. Eight 
crew members and the port cap- 
tain, as well as three wharfin- 
gers working on the pier, were 
counted dead or missing in th« 
catastrophe.

berth. The shattered midship 
section settled to the bottom of 
the harbor. 


The oil pier and installations 


alongside the tanker were com- 
pletely destroyed. 
Six storage 


tanks in the vicinity and the 
freight warehouses across the 
channel were gutted by the fire. 
Including the ship itself, valued 
at 2ft million dollars, the total 
damage was estimated at 10 
million dollars. 


On Wednesday, June 25, a 


U. S. Coast Guard investigation 
board convened to determine, if 
possible, the cause of the ex- 
plosion and "above all, to pre- 
vent further occurrence of such 
tragedies." For two weeks, the 
group of Coast Guard officers 
listened to the testimony of sur- 
vivors and witnesses, visited the 
Markay's 
charred 
hulk 
and 


weighed their findings. 


SO TWISTED and torn were 


the Markay's bulkheads that it 
wai impossible to determine 
whether the initial blast had oc- 


curred within th« lank being 
loaded with butane-blended gas- 
oline or in th« vapori accumu- 
lated in the midship hailing. 
which was melted into M al- 
most unrecognizable aam by 
the intense heat 
Possibly * 


static electricity spark ted ig- 
nited the vapors, or perhapi on* 
of the men in the midship quar- 
ters awakened and turned OB a 
light or flicked the switch of an 
electric fan. No one will ever 
know. 


From the hearing, however,

AT THE MOMENT, Grandma Brown is retired to 


her cozy little honeymoon nest at 1080 Elm Ave. 


But if you peek under her rocking chair, chances are 
you'll find a pair of paratrooper boots, size 6, and a 
revised schedule of upcoming air shows. 


If you're worried about the propriety of nosing 


about under the rocker—fear not. Grandma probably 
will be off having herself a ball up in the wild blue. 


With 62 parachute jumps to her credit, 41-year-old 


Emily Brown now has left the air show circuit to 
become Mrs. James C. Myers, wife of a Long Beach 
Coast Guard chief yeoman. 


The chief grounded Grandma right after their 


April 27 wedding, and she had to cancel her bookings 
for jumps at shows in Canada and Czechoslovakia. 
No more wing stands, either. But nothing was said 
about flying (Grandma's a pilot, too.) 


JTJST HOW LONG Grandma's retirement will last 


Is a matter of speculation. And those who know, her 
best—her three married daughters—won't even ven- 
ture a guess. She's surprised them too many times. 


A trim, well-groomed brunette who closely re- 


sembles comedienne Martha Raye, Emily got started 
on her career as a professional daredevil because she 
couldn't turn down a nickel bet. 


In the fall of 1954, she was vacationing in Fowler, 


Mich. One day, she went flying with a friend who 
introduced her to an acquaintance of his. 


Later, over coffee in the airport snack bar, the 


topic of conversation got around to parachute-jumping 
and just what special kind of courage it took to dive 
out of a plane from a couple thousand feet in the air. 


"Oh, I don't know," said Emily, airily. "It doesn't 


sound very dangerous to me." 


HER FRIEND'S FRIEND drew himself up. 
"Young lady, I'll bet you couldn't do it!" 
"How much do you bet?" demanded Emily, who 


never was able to turn down a dare. 


"A nickel. And if you jump, I will, too." 
"You're on," said Emily. 
She was at the airport bright and early the next 


morning. She checked out a parachute, all the while 
"kind of hoping this fellow would back out." 


There was no sign of the,man. But Emily went 


ahead with her part of the deal. 


Her friend flew her to 2,000 feet in his plane and 


patiently circled the field. Swallowing hard to keep 
her heart in place, Emily pushed open the door and 
crawled out onto the struts. 


"I kept wondering if I was doing the right thing," 


she recalls. "But, doggone it, I had made myself a 
bet and I wasn't about to back down. Whatever I've 
set my mind to, I've been able to do." 


ABOVE THE ROAR of the engine, the words of 


the pilot rang in her ears: 


"Emily, you got to remember—pull that ripcord. 


When you jump, there's not a thing I can do for you. 
I'm not going to land until I see you're safe on the 
ground." 


Only Emily Brown could have read any humor into 


this warning. ("What on earth would he have done 
if the chute hadn't opened?" she wonders.) 


Summoning up all her courage, Emily took a long 


look down. 


It didn't help. 
She closed her eyes for a second and heard the 


pilot yell: "Are you going to jump?" 


"Doggone it, yes!" cried Emily. 
And down she went, feet first. 
"It's hard to put into words exactly what it was 


like," she says. "When you clear the plane, somehow 
you begin to feel wildly independent; you're floating 
in air, the wind wailing past your ears, and you start 
wondering if you really will remember to pull that 
ripcord." 


EMILY REMEMBERED. 
She's sure she would 


have done it unconsciously, even if she had blacked out 
on her way down. 


The pilot chute sprang out of her backpack, pulling 


the main parachute after it. With a sudden, plopping 
sound, the white nylon canopy filled with air and put 
the brakes on her descent. 


"It was the most glorious feeling I've ever had in 


my life," Emily says. "I knew right away that this 
was for me." 


Her sudden addiction to parachute Jumping came 


as much of a surprise to Emily herself as it did 
to her friends and family. 


But, then, Emily had been doing the unexpected 


all of her life. 


Born in Sneedvilie, Tenn., Emily left home at 13 


to get married. Her first husband, an interior dec- 
orator, died five years ago. 


IN THE SUMMER OF 1944, Emily began taking 


flying lessons at Kcnilworth, III., where she was 
operating a restaurant. 


"There was something strange and wonderful about 


the thought of flying," she says. "I don't want to say 
that it's like feeling you're mightier than anyone 
else, but that's as close as I can corne to it." 


When her husband died, Emily found the sedate life 


of a small town widow didn't appeal to her. Her three 
girls—Arabella, Mary and Lois—were married and 
raising children of their own. Emily's health was good 
and she always had liked outdoor activities. 


What happened after that impnmptu jump at 


Fowler gave her the idea of becoming a professional

parachutist. She admits she "wanted to make some 
money and I didn't know of any other grandmothers 
in air show work." 


AFTER THE JCMT, a man approached her and 


identified himself as a fair promoter. He asked her 
if she'd care to jump at one of his shows. 


Emily said she would be happy to—for $500. 
The promoter informed her the going rate was 


J200. 


"It's a deal," said Emily. 
A few days later, she made her second jump. No 


hesitancy this time. Grandma Brown was in business. 


She made several other jumps in the Illinois- 


Michigan area, and in the summer of 1955 placed an 
advertisement in Trade-a-Plane, an aviation publica- 
tion, seeking jobs as a professional juniper. 


She received more than 100 replies—most of them 


"from people who wanted to offer me every kind of 
job under the sun except jumping." 


Among the letters she received was one from 


John Filzpatrick, a 34-year-old Emmetsburg, Iowa, 
air show performer who was looking for a partner. 
They arranged a meeting, and hit it off from the 
first. 


IN THE SUMMER OF 1955, they made 10 jumps 


together at various shows from New York to Okla- 
homa City. Once on the air show circuit, Emily added 
a wing-riding act to the duo's repertoire. 


For the act, she used a Stearman 450 monoplane 


which had a metal stand secured to the top of the 
fuselage. 
She strapped herself against the metal 


railing and hung on while the plane took off and 
circled the field. To top off the act, Emily plucked 


a handkerchief off the ground while the plane flew 
upside down. 


She didn't use a parachute for that act. 
"I really should have," she admits, "but I think it 


would have made it look like it was too easy. The 
more dangerous an act is, the bigger the crowds. 
Besides, at the altitudes we did our tricks a cimte 
wouldn't have been much use." 


In August 1955, while Emily and John were ap- 


pearing in their 10th air show together at Escanaba, 
Mich., misfortune struck. 
Fitzpatrick's parachute 


partially collapsed in the air, and he hurtled to earth, 
breaking his back. 


IT WAS THE FIRST serious parachuting accident 


Emily had witnessed. But it didn't change her mind 
•bout the business. She personally arranged a benefit 
air show for John in his home town, raising money 
to pay his medical bills. 


Fitzpatrick was in a cast for four months. Docton 


lay he never will jump again. 


Grandma Brown had to do her jumping alon« 


after that 


In her performances, she jumped with two para- 


chutes—a backpack carrying a canopy of 28-foot 
diameter and a reserve pack, attached to the front 
et her harness, carrying a 24-foot chute. 


AFTER 6Z JUMPS, Emily doesn't feel especially 


lucky in never having had a serious accident. Even in 
retirement (at this writing) she keeps in trim with 
an hour of pushups and other, exercise each morning. 


She's been injured only once in a jump—last June 


in an air show at Chicagoland Airport. 


Emily had made a perfect landing and was gather- 


big in the suspension lines when a nearby photog- 
rapher yelled at her to look up. 


"I looked," said Emily. "Before I knew what was 


happening, a guest of wind whipped open my chute

Fifteen Tips on How to Paint Your House 


rr^HINKTiJG ABOUT painting 
™ 
the .jUi^ide of your house? 


Here 11,0 15 lips that will help 


you to get a professional result: 


Paint when the temperature 


is above 50 degrees, preferably 
somewhere near 70. You can 
paint 
successfully 
when 
the 


temperature is consid e r a b 1 y 
higher lhan 70 if the humidity 
is not too high. Avoid painting 
when there is heavy dew, im- 
mediately after a rain or when a 
storm is in prospect. 


If at all possible, try to paint 


the side of the house that is 
shaded, then follow the sun 
around so that you are always 
painting where the sun already 
has been. This prevents the hot 
sun from drying the paint too

rapidly, as well as making it 
more comfortable for you. 


Use a wire brush or a scraper 


to remove any old paint that is 
blistering, peeling or flaking. 
Follow with steel wool or sand- 
paper to smooth rough edges. 
And carry an old, clean paint 
brash in your back pocket to 
remove any accumulated dust. 


MILDEW CAN be scrubbed 


off with a solution of trisodium 
phosphate and household am- 
monia or a special mildew re- 
mover. Where there is reason 
to believe the trouble may occur 


again, use a mildew-resistant 
paint. 
Mildew usually takes 


place on parts of the structure 
ordinarily not touched by the 
sun. 


Calk thoroughly around win- 


dow frames 
and 
doors

wherever one type of building 
material is joined to another. 
Replace "popped" nails and see 
whether any of the windows 
need reputtying.

Get rust off all metal sur- 


faces, using steel wool and fol- 
lowing with red lead, aluminum 
paint or a special metal primer. 


FOR SAFETY, the base of 


the ladder should be far enough 
from the house to equal one- 
fourth the height of the ladder. 
Thus, with a 20-foot ladder, the 
base of it would be five feet 
from the house. 


Even though most stores now 


have agitators which mix the 
paint before you bring it home, 
the paint should be "boxed" by 
you. 
Boxing consists of pouring 


off most of the liquid into a sec- 
ond container and stirring the 
remaining pigment, then grad- 
ually pouring back the liquid 
as you keep s t i r r i n g . The 
final step is to pour the paint 
back and forth between tlie two 
containers several times. 


The siding usually should be 


painted first, all the trim and 
sash second. 
But 
there are 


times, when working on high 
peaks, when it is more practical 
to paint both the siding and 
the trim while the ladder is in 
the correct position. Dip the 
brush about half way, pat off 
the excess on the inside of the 
can, use wide, firm strokes and 
always work in toward the wet 
paint. 


IF USING a roller, the reg- 


ular type is fine for the flat 
surfaces, but a special, small 
lap roller should be used for 
getting paint on the underedges 
of clapboard and similar sidings. 


Probably file fastest of all 


methods of painting the outside 
of a house is by spraying, but 
extra precautions must be taken

THE FRENCH HAVE A PHRASE FOR IT 


4Le Jury Grand' 


By Blaine Nels Simons 


T 


HE FRENCH have a phrase 


for it—"le jury grand." In 


this manner they differentiate 
between a large jury and a 
"petit," or small, jury. 


The petit jury has, in name, 


generally disappeared today and 
has become, 
instead, a trial 


jury or coroner's 
jury. 
The 


grand jury, however, retains its 
name as it has through the 
centuries. 


And there is something in the 


name to be kept. "Grand" is the 
French for large, and in the way 
the French say it there is a 
certain aura 
of magnificence 


and power in the name itself. 
The description fits present-day 
grand juries. They are, indeed, 
•-a magnificent and powerful bul- 
wark of our democratic system. 


TIIKKK AKE two types of 


grand juries — those operating 
under state and those operating 
under federal law. The latter 
make 
the 
splashier national 


headlines. They indict for fed- 
eral laws violated. In their nets 
are caught the big fish of in- 
terstate c r i m e . 
They 
have 


nailed men like Al Capone on 
income tax evasion and, very 
recently, Dave Beck who, for 
all his maneuvering*, could not 
escape (he grand jury. 


Locally, 
our 
Los 
Angeles 


County Grand Jury inquires into 
and investigates crimes closer 
to home, closer lo us. They are 
constituted a l m o s t similarly 


with the Federal Grand Jury 
though operating 
under state 


law. 
Section 192 of the Cali- 


fornia Code of Civil Procedure 
defines a grand jury as: 


"A body of persons, nine- 


teen in number, returned in 
pursuance to law, from the 
citizens of a county, or city 
and county, before a court of 
competent 
jurisdiction, 
and 


sworn to inquire of public of- 
fense(s) committed or triable 
within the county, or city and 
county." 


IN CONSIDERING the grand 


jury we here are more con- 
cerned with the operation and 
powers and limitations of this 
jury rather than how it is 
initially formed. 


The definition of the grand 


jury defines its general powers. 
In a word, it " i n q u i r e s." 
Through this simply given pow- 
er, however, it has a broad field 
in which to exercise. All crimi- 
nal offenses committed or that 
legally can be tried in court in 
this county can be investigated 
by the grand jury. 


Of these, it may inquire into 


matters brought to their atten- 
tion by grand jury members 
themselves, by private citizens, 
by the police or district at- 
torneys. 


Though it is generally sup- 


posed that their complete source 
of information comes from po- 
lice or district attorneys and

they sometimes are maliciously 
called the "tool of the D.A. and 
police," quite the contrary is 
true. In Los Angeles County 
and 
throughout 
the 
country 


there are cases where grand 
juries have indicted district at- 
torneys, their staffs, or police 
figures for various crimes. They 
owe allegiance to no one when 
it comes to inquiring into local 
crime. 


SECRECY is the keynote o£ 


the grand jury operation. As 
the trial jury decides its cases 
in secret, so does the grand 
jury accumulate its facts and 
decide on its indictments in 
secret. The reason is ohvious. 
The public is protected 
from 


having 
pressures 
of 
various 


sorts 
placed 
on 
the 
grand 


jurors. Witnesses will talk more 
freely and juries inquire more 
freely 
where 
underworld 
re- 


prisals and public limelight can- 
not interfere. 


Persons under 
investigation 


cannot bring pressure, "cover 
their trails" or make a run for 
it to another country, for gen- 
erally these people are as sur- 
prised as anyone else when in- 
dictments are returned against 
them; they didn't even know 
they were being investigated. 


Unfortunately, there are par- 


ticular instances in which wit- 
nesses' names are marie public 
during investigations. 
Too, a 


bystander near the closed grand 
jury door can see 
witnesses 


come and go, and thus be ap- 
prised in some degree, perhaps, 
as to who is currently under 
investigation. 


ONCE THE FACTS are gath- 


ered, the grand jury determines 
whether or not to return an 
indictment. The facts are, in 
brief, viewed from this point 
of view: 


(1) Does it appear from them 


that a crime has been commit- 
ted and 


(2) if so. do these facts, as 


evidence 
in 
court, 
give 
the 


prosecuting attorney a probable 
chance to convict the accused. 


If both are answered in the 


affirmative, the grand jury re- 
turns an indictment. 
Section 


917 of the Penal Code describes 
an indictment as "an accusa- 
tion in writing, presented by the 
grand 
jury 
to a 
competent 


court, charging a person with a 
public offense." 


ONCE AN indictment is is- 


sued, 
prosecution 
commences. 


But under our system, only a 
grand jury can so inquire, only 
a grand jury can indict. 


But with the power granted 


grand juries there also are limi- 
tations. It may "inquire of pub- 
lic offenses" only. 


Fortunately, there are 
few 


"crusading grand juries" in the 
sense of stepping beyond speci- 
fied powers. The vast majority 
of grand juries do their jobs 
well and are a distinct credit 
to the community. 


THE GRAND JURY inquires 


and indicts, the trial jury lis- 
tens lo and decides particular 
cases before it, and the coroner's 
jury listens and recommends or 
advises as to particular cases. 
For other matters (here is other 
legal machinery. 


Aside form its usual duties, 


grand juries have also been 
given various similar powers. 
They have free access to public 
prison and public records. They 
have the full right to subpoena 
witnesses. 
It may investigate 


housing aulhorities, books and 
accounts of various county of-

These openings result from a 
number of causes, nmonp them 
age, wear and contraction of 
certain materials. 


In making a periodic chock to 


determine whether, and where, 
these openings exist, look for 
these potential trouble spots: 


THE SEAMS around windows 


and doors . . . the joints formed 
by the chimney a g a i n s t the 
house . . . the points where the 
front and back steps meet the 
outside wall . . . the places where 
wooden posts m e e t 
masonry 


walls and floors . . . joints where 
two different types of exterior 
finish are next to each other . . . 
where 
shingles overhang the 


edge of the roof . . . whoirvcr 
there arc v e n t s or skylights 
... around basement windows ... 
where shingles meet or arc over- 
lapped . . . and on farm buildings 
of all kinds. 


Calking c o m p o u n d. which 


looks somewhat like putty, has 
one big virtue: it never driee 
completely. The surface becomes 
fairly hard, hut. underneath it 
remains flexible, expanding and 
contracting with the opening in 
which it is used. It is both air- 
tight and watertight.

to protect surfaces which are 
not to be painted. Also, spray- 
ing outside should not be done 
on a windy day. 


A good quality paint is a 


sound investment. Many house 
paints have a self-cleaning pro- 
cess . . . a controlled chalking 
which washes off when it rains, 
taking dust nnd dirt with it. In- 
ferior-grade house paints chalk 
excessively, 
leaving 
unsightly 


streaks that do not always wash 
off with the rain. 


GENERALLY, a gallon of un- 


dercoater will cover about GOO 
square feet of house. A gallon 
of finish painl. over an under- 
coater, will cover about 700 
square feet. 


Light colors will make a small 


house appear larger, especially 
if there is not loo much con- 
trast between the Iwcly and the 
trim. To make a tall house seem 
shorter, keep Hie upper part a 
dark color, Ihe lower part light.

of travel. 


"The most sophisticated world 


raveler of them all," Lowell 
Thomas has called him. 


His courtly airs, precise die- 


ion and witty and informative 
ravel lectures delighted audi- 
nces as long as 58 years ago. 
Eg profile picture, dominated 
ly his sharp goatee, was a 
trademark in his advertisements 
and literature. 


Holmes' organization invented 


he word "travelogue." Holmes 
las defined it as: "The gist of a 
ourney, ground fine by dis- 
crimination, leavened with in- 
ormation, seasoned with humor, 
ashioned in literary form and 
mbellished by pictures that de- 
ght the eye, while the spoken 


word charms the ear." 


IN 1950 HOLMES became ill 
nd retired. His associates are 
arrying on. Each year audi- 
nces in nearly 100 American 
cities flock to rented halls to 
ee the latest Burton Holmes 
ravelogue. Narrated live by a 
" ^cturer. 


Holmes can't give lengthy in- 


erviews. Briefly, ho recalls a 
ew high points. Where is his 
avorite place on this planet? 


"The place I am going at the 


time is the most interesting." 


HOLMES GOT HIS start in 


Chicago, where he was born 


an. 8, 1870, son of a family in 
omfortable circumstances. He 
uit school at 16 and his grand- 
nother took him on a trip to 
"lurope. With this the travel 
xig bit him and he never got 
ver it. At the age of 20 he 
as taken again to Europe by 
lis grandmother and this proved 
n be a decisive factor in his 
life. 


Abroad, he took pictures with 
box camera. Back home, he 


showed lantern slides from his 


travel negatives to the old Chi- 
cago Camera Club, of which he 
was secretary. 


'To take the edge off the si- 


lence" and keep the show going 
he wrote a script and read it 
as the man at the slcreopticon 
changed the slides. 


This made a hit with the club 


members. In facl, the club in 
1891 hired a hall to present 
Burton 
Holmes in his 
first 


travel lecture, called "Through 
Europe with a Kodak." It was 
a big success; $350 worth for 
the club treasury. But young 
Burton didn't immediately take 
up traveling lecturing as a ca- 
reer. He tried his hand at vari- 
ous jobs. In 1892 he induced his 
family to slake him to a five- 
month trip abroad. 


IN JAPAN he made a signifi- 


cant 
discovery. 
There 
were 


artists there who could tint hit 
slides with beautiful and life- 
like colors. After that his lan- 
tern slide lectures were in color. 


Upon his return to Chicago he 


rented a recital hall and sent 
2,000 announcement cards to 
those on his mother's social list. 
It was a smash hit for the home- 
town boy and Burton Holmes 
was on his way.

Starfish should be placed in • 


tub of fresh water for about KIK 
hours, which will make it possi- 
ble to arrange the star in the 
desired pos i I i o n. Meanwhile, 
prepare 1 quart commercial for- 
malin (purchased at any drug- 
store), 9 quarts fresh or salt 
water and 2 cups g l y c e r i n e 
( d r u g s t o r e also). 
Starfish 


should remain in this solution 
five to 10 days, then be allowed 
to dry away from direct sun- 
light. A rack in a shed or ga- 
rage area will do.

That the book is the latest selec- 
tion of the Book-of-the-Month 
Club is understandable. Here is 
shown the power of lasting love 
and friendship in the work-a- 
day world; the values that ex- 
ceed the value of the dollar. It 
is the story of the men at the 
top of a great American busi- 
ness and their struggle for indi- 
vidual power, and the author in- 
dicates'without being saccharine 
that some ordinary things such 
as honesty and sincerity still are 
winners in the long run. Also 
as the story moves to a climax 
that Is exciting without being 
explosive the point is driven 
home that if a man wants to 
get atop the heap he should 
start by marrying a woman who 
loves and understands him. The 
main character of the story is 
Stephen Lowry, who leaves gov- 
ernment service in Europe to 
take a job with Continental In- 
dustries Corp. in New York 
City. To America he brings his 
bride, Rosalie, who had fled her 
native Estonia to join the Nor- 
wegian Resistance. As Stephen 
forges ahead in his job he and 
his wife Overcome numerous 
prejudices and pitfalls, and they 
manage to keep their sense of 
the fun to be had in life through 
It all. There are many threads 
to the story, such as the search 
that Rosalie keeps up for her 
mother and sister, missing since 
1940; the friendship of Stephen 
and a college friend associated 
with him in his job who turns 
out to be something less than 
honest. And before the writing 
ends all the threads are ac- 
counted for. Altogether, it is « 
splendidly written tale and one 
that holds constant interest.

Shakespeare Tours the City 


By Vera Williams 


SHAKESPEARE jaunts about Long Beach—and 
^ so do Dickens, Thackeray, Hemingway, Saro- 
yan, Steinbeck and Pearl Buck. 


So cio a flock of dictionaries, encyclopedias, 


magazines, and how-to volumes. 


Bookmobile service, established In July 1944 by 


the Long Beach public library, is considered one of 
the library's most valued services. 


CARRYING 8,000 volumes—books and maga- 


zines—the bookmobile sallies out six days a week 
to take books to persons who do not Jive near 
the main public library or its branches. 


Here is the bookmobile schedule: 
Monday, 2:30-5:30, Lakewood and Stearns. 
Tuesday, 2-5 p. m., Coolidge and Long Beach 


Blvd. 


Wednesday, 1:30-5 p. m.; Williams and Wil- 


lard. 


Thursday, 2-5 p. m., G8th and Obispo. 


Friday, 2:30-5:30 p. m., Long Beach Blvd and 


Del Amo. 


Saturday, 2:30-5 p m.. Magnolia and Wardlow. 
Beulah Nelson and Mildred Harrington are 


bookmobile librarians. Clerks are Josephine Mac- 
intire, Fred West, George Harris. Jennie McCray 
Is coordinator. 


Books and magazines are issued under the 


usual library rules. Any Long Beach public library 
card is good on the bookmobile. Books and maga- 
zines from the bookmobile may be returned to 
the bookmobile, or to any local public library. 
On the other hand, books or magazines from any 


local public library here may be returned to the 
bookmobile. 


There are a shelf of classics, a shelf of good 


reference books, such as atlases, dictionaries, 
encyclopedias; a Young Moderns shelf; a teenager 
shelf. The bookmobile has an excellent section 
for children. 


CURRENT FICTION, of course, is most great- 


ly in demand. Adventure, travel and mystery 
books also are high on the list, with demand also 
for biographies, and books on music and the arts. 


Requests may be made for volumes not usually 


carried in the bookmobile. 


Because there are many new homes in the 


areas oserved by the bookmobile, it carries an 
especially high percentage of how-to-do-it vol- 
umes: books telling about building, repairing, gar- 
dening, decorating, child-rearing, entertaining. 


"You bring the library to us!" is the thankful 


greeting of many who would not be able to get 
library books if it were not for the bookmobile. 


BOOKMOBILE librarians and clerks get on 


friendly terms with the readers they serve and 
know most of them by name. 


Children often bring their pets to the book- 


mobile so the librarians and clerks may meet and 
admire them. (One youngster recently brought a 
pet King snake, which wasn't as welcome as most 
dogs or cats.) 


One young father habitually brings a clothes 


basket and carries it home filled with books for 
every member of the family.

CALIFORNIA YESTERDAYS 
Mail Went Through - - But How? 


By Clarence Bernard Propes 


OL. John O. Wheeler, iner- 
^ chant and 
Los Angeles 


postmaster, almost called the 
Post Office Department offi- 
cial out on the field of honor. 
The official had criticized the 
colonel for dumping mail in a 
.vash tub and letting custom- 
ers fumble for their own let- 
ters. 


That year, 1848, the Los An- 
gles mail was moved from a 
wash tub to a soap box, neatly 
divided into compartments. The 
postmaster had other tilings to 
,vorry about: conducting auc- 
tions, 
superintendent 
schools, 


and making political speeches. 
He gave the mail only a casual 
sorting. The postal duties were 
light, but so was the pay. 


Under, the Spanish, the postal 


service was in the hands of the 
military. 
Soldiers were cour- 


iers and they were kept busy. 
They were allowed only an hour 
for each stop. 


The job of postmaster was 


not a political plum, since there 
probably were no more than 
20 literate people in the whole 
Southland. The postmaster re- 
ceived 8 per cent of the re- 
ceipts and he carried about 10 
pesos a year. 


THE SERVICE was far from 


speedy. People were gratified, 
even amazed, when they re- 
ceived letters mailed from the 
East only four months before 
and were pleased to find an 
Eastern paper only a year old. 


When 
the 
Americans took 


over there may have been an 
improvement, but it was barely

detectable. 


The service was still in the 


hands of the military and a 
system was established to speed 
the mail between San Francisco 
and San Diego. Soldiers start- 
ed at either end and met in 
San Luis Obispo where they ex- 
changed pouches and returned. 
They were allowed two weeks 
for the trip. 


In 1848 a regular mail serv- 


ice was established on the Pa- 
cific Coast. A letter (o or from 
the 
Atlantic 
Coast 
cost 40 


cents, while mail on the Pacific 
Coast cost 12Vi cents. 


THE SOLDIERS finally were 


relieved of the mail-carrying 
duties and ships began to carry 
it. Wind and weather sometimes 
meant a letter could travel 
from 
San Francisco to San 


Diego in three days, but at 
times it took a week or more. 


In 1858, nn overland route 


was 
established 
with stage- 


coaches carrying the mail. The 
route ran from St. Louis to Los 


Angeles and then to San Fran- 
cisco. The first run took only 
20 days and Los Angeles news- 
papers praised the speed. Since 
their news was more fresh than 
that in San Francisco, they took 
on sophisticated airs. 


In 1884, the first post office 


in Long Beach was opened in 
the store of W. W. Lowe at 18 
Pine Ave. Washington sent him 
$3 worth of stamps and he was 
in 
business. 
The 
mail 
was 


brought from Wilmington by a 
neighbor who made a daily trip 
with butler and eggs. 


THREE YEARS LATER 
at 


post office was built on Pine 
Ave. between 1st St. and Ocean 
Blvd. The postmaster paid $5 
per month ground rent. 
His 


pay was about $1,000 a year— 
if business was good. 


In 1903. the postal receipts 


in Long Beach were $16,888. In 
1956, the total was $4,482,000. 
And the San Diego-San Fran- 
cisco mail trip takes one day, 
not four.

The important 
thing is that when we deal with 
negatives, either to put them 
away or go looking for one, we 
head for one place. 


Secondly, we should have uni- 


form envelopes, something you 
can write on for quick identifi- 
cation. 
Camera stores have 


standard negative envelopes or 
they can bo made from inexpen- 
sive manila envelopes.

•f UCHSIAS have been popular 
-*- in California since the 1850s 
when the plants first were in- 
troduced here 
from 
Europe. 


Since then, these colorful "danc- 
ing dolls" of the' garden have 
lived through varying periods 01 
acclaim and indifference. 


Kight now, fuchsias are high 


fashion. 


The 
graceful 
flower 
even 


merits two societies here, one in 
the bay area, the other in 
Southern California, both with 
worldwide members. Meetings 
are held (o stimulate interest in 
fuchsias an£ to exchange in- 
formation about their culture, 
to learn of exciting new varie- 
ties and plan fuchsia 
flower 


shows to be held each year. 
Cups, prizes and ribbons galore 
have been won by the jewel-like 
plant. Even a monthly maga- 
zine is published, devoted ex- 
clusively to fuchsias. 


Much 
of 
then 
interest in 


fuchsias is kept alive by Cali- 
fornia hybridists who lead the 
world in creating new and more 
beautiful varieties, each year. 


Here are some of the out- 


standing new fuchsias for 1957, 
developed here in California: 


BASK15T VAICIUT1KS

of 
particularly 
in regard to 


roses and gladioli, hut actually, 
they infest just about every- 
thing in your garden. On roses, 
they prevent the hud from open- 
ing. They're so small you can 
scarcely 
see 
them 
and 
yet 


they're large enough to suck the 
vitality from the petals and to 
leave a slicky residue which 
causes the edges to cling to- 
gether so that the rose cannot 
open. On gladiola sheaths, you 
can 
often see 
the scars or 


blotches caused by thrip injury 
and, of course, they destroy the 
appearance of the blossoms too. 


One of the finest of the new- 


er controls is the combination of 
malathion and dielclrin which is 
as near to being an all-purpose 
insecticide as I have found. Ma- 
lathion acts quickly and dieldrin 
more slowly but lasts for a long- 
er time.

Tips on Fuchsia Culture 


Furhsiiw are ideal phints for South hind gardens, par- 


ticularly in const, locutions, They thrive in hair-shade. All 
shade and they heroine le^gy. have few hluoins. All sun, they 
bee emit; stunted and broir/.ed, have small blooms. Good loca- 
tions are on the east side for morning sun, under n tree for 
filtered sunshine or under lath. It is not the light, but the 
drying heat from direct sun rays that fuchsias nbjeet to. 
Also, the plants need protection from wind. 


Ited shades will stand the most sun. Rig purples and 


whites require more shade, have larger blooms but fewer. 


The plants require a rich, well-drained, slightly arid soil. 


Use 2 parts good garden loam, 1 part leaf mold, 1 part clean 
sand, 1 part well rotted manure. Organic fertilizer mived 
with the loam is good, using about one-third. 


In hot sections, it is good to line the planting hole with 


1 inch of peat moss and. in summer, top mulch with 1 inch 
of moist peat. Avoid lime in the soil. In the ground set the 
plants about 3 feet apart. 


The plants grow from dwarf trailing types to tall up- 


rights 15 feel high. They can be trained as espaliers or tree 
shape and flourish in baskets. 


Fuchsias are heavy feeders. 
For established plants in 


tin; ground, I inches of cow manure Is not too much, applied 
in early spring. Feed often with commercial ferf ili/.er. To 
get strong leafy growth in spring, use fertilizer, high in nitro- 
gen. Later on, use super-phosphate to bring out tin. 
1 blooms. 


If potted, feeding oner a. week with liquid fertilizer is not 
too often. Fish emulsion is excellent. Fuchsias have a long 
period of bloom, which they can't keep ujt, unless fed often. 


Watering is most important. I'ots and baskets must be 


watered every day in warm weather, sometimes twice if the 
air is dry. Water not only the roots, give the foliage and 
blooms a fine spray. Don't let fuchsias in the ground dry 
out. 
When watering, send a fine sharp spray to the under- 


side of the leaves to discourage uphills white flies, limps, 
T's« :i good all-purposes spray if plants become infested by 
chewing insects. 


To prevent fuchsias in pots from becoming root-bound, re- 


potting is necessary each year. Be careful not to disturb the 
roots any more than necessary. Use is slightly larger pot 
each year, but do not us« a p<>l thai is much larger than the 
previous container. 


Fuchsias need to be pruned each year, late in February 


if the weather is mild, or In March. For baskets, cut the 
old growth to the edge of the pots. As branches grow, pinch 
out lips until you have obtained a leafy crown, then let the 
streamers grow. Out back plants in the ground to about 
one-third of the height of the bush. Pinch back tips of. the 
sidegrowtli to form rounded, bushy plants. 


YOUR GARDEN 


Starlet, a yellow floribunda, has been introduced to 
Long Beach gardeners—one of trio of new roses.

In addi- 
tion to the three All-America 
winners featured in this section 
three. weeks ago, 
Armstrong

In setting out roses from con- 


tainers, avoid the use of ferti- 
lizer! around the root area. 
Equal amounts of leaf mold, 
peat moss and soil will give you 
a good growing medium. Be 
sure the peat moss has • been 
soaked before using. Peat moss 
will hold about 90 times its own 
weight in moisture. 


You will notice that the main 


bud or union is above the sur- 
face of the soil in the container 
and it should be in the same 
position when planted in your 
garden. When planted too deep 
the rose will send out advanti- 
Uious roots 
from 
the union. 


When this happens, the main 
roots stop growing and the rose 
will deteriorate slowly. 


AFTER FLANTIN'G, give the 


rose a good soaking, then water 
only as the soil begins to-dry. 
The rose receives very little if 
any shock at time of transplant- 
ing if handled properly, and too 
much water continually applied 
will cause the foliage to turn 
yellow and drop off. Feeding of 
the shrubs should not begin until 
about five weeks after planting. 


With climbers, we find that 


most varieties have a tendency 
to send out whip-like branches 
upon which he roses are borne. 
To keep your climber in hand, 
( 


cut back fo just above the sec- | 
ond or third leaf from the main I 
canes in cutting the flowers. ] 


IT NEVER IS advisable to 


incorporate manures and other 
fertilizers into the soil imme- 
diately 
before 
planting bare 


root stock. This practice can 
ruin the roses. On the other 
hand, by preparing the soil 
four or five months in advance 
you can plant your bare root 
s t o c k 
safely 
next January

in a productive soil. Steer ma- 
nure, organic fertilizer, bone- 
meal and a liltle soil sulphur 
(three pounds to 100 sq. ft.) 
will give you an excellent grow- 
ing medium.

I^EMPERATUKES are start- 


ing to rise and, that means 


your plants will be requiring 
more water. Although some rain 
may still fall, this is a good 
time to determine when and 
where to water and how much 
moisture to apply at each ap- 
plication. 


It is difficult to establish gen- 


eral rules covering the problem 
of watering. Actually any plan 
that provides the answer must 
consider various local growing 
conditions which include wind, 
temperature, soil, type of plant, 
exposure and humidity. In ad- 
dition, a little experience will 
give you the knowledge as to 
when a plant is in need of 
water. 


BKFOKE STARTING on your 


watering program it might be 
wise to learn why plants require 
water in the first place; that is 
from a botanical point of view. 
One of the most vital plant 
processes is identified as trans- 
piration during which the plant 
leaves 
exhale 
water 
vapor 


through tiny pores on their sur-

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face. This might he compared 
to perspiration in an animal. 
The process is relatively con- 
tinuous. 


Very large quantities of mois- 


ture are given off daily. For ex- 
ample, an individual sunflower 
will sweat out a pint of water 
in 24 hours; during a warm 
summer day an average birch 
tree will give off about 1,000 
pounds of water; and an oak 
tree during one growing season 
will lose close to 130 tons of 
moisture. If the moisture lost 
during transpiration is not re- 
plenished then the plant will 
eventually topple over and die.

necessity for watering plants is 
that without waler they cannot 
eat. Most plants are unable to 
digest nutrients if they are not 
in a liquid state. This includes 
both root and leaf feeding. A 
dry food in an arid soil will 
probably remain locked in the 
soil. The food factors can be ab- 
sorbed by the plant only when 
in solution. Thus without ade- 
quate soil moisture your plants 
will perish from starvation as 
well as from thirst. 


Early 
morning watering is 


generally considered the best 
time. Evaporation then is at a 
low ebb and liberal applications 
of moisture should sustain es- 
tablished 
plants 
through 
the 


day, even in hot weather. Mid- 
day watering under a hot sun 
may scald the leaves and in ad- 
dition this is the time of maxi- 
mum evaporation. Watering at 
night is not advisable because 
moisture 
remaining 
on 
the 


leaves at night may encourage 
fungus. 


TIIE TVl'B OF 1'LAXT be- 


ing grown also determines the 
method 
of 
watering. 
Those 


growing actively require more 
water than those in a relatively 
dormant stale. Soft stemmed 
varieties are heavy 
drinkers; 


woody types wilh sparse foilnge 
require less 
moisture. Sandy 


soils, though which water drains 
rapidly should he watered light- 
ly but at frequent intervals; 
heavy soil which has a high 
moisture r e t e n t i v e quality 
should be watered less frequent- 
ly but more moisture should be 
applied each time. 


The 
place where 
moisture 


does the greatest good is in the 
root zone, the deeper the bet- 
ter. Heavy applications force 
the water down into the soil 
and the roots naturally remain 
in this area. Thus deep rooting 
is encouraged. On the other 
hand, light sprinkling leads to 
surface rooting which is dan- 
gerous. Roots in that area may 
dry out during hot 
or windy j 


weather.

key factor, and requires pains- 
taking selection for each va- 
riety. 


The remarkable dwarfs thus 


produced possess fruiting and 
appearance as desirable as the 
"mother tree" itself, and the 
"mother trees" were 
chosen 


from the most perfect of their 
strains. 


WITH TODAY'S "garden liv- 


ing," trees and shrubs in boxes 
can become articles of furniture, 
to be lived with arid moved 
around 
according 
to 
taste. 


Dwarf citrus trees fit this idea 
perfectly, as they thrive in con- 
tainers. True dwarf citrus trees 
occupy less than one-fourth the 
space of orchard trees, but they 
bear up to 70 per cent as much 
fruit They may be planted the 
year around in any sunny, wind- 
free location. At maturity, in 
about 15-years, they are some 
eight feet high and wide. (Stand- 
ard citrus trees reach about 20- 
fcet in height and width at the 
same stage.) 


You may choose from 30 va- 


rieties of oranges, lemons, limes,, 
grapefruit, tangerines, mandar- 
ins and kumquats — all available 
upon inquiry at your local nur- 
seryman's. Grown in the can, 
they have all roots intact, and 
may be readily 
transplanted. 


Given 
light, 
heat, 
moisture, 


drainage nnd nutrient, they re- 
quire but minimum care. 


THESE REMAKKABIJ5 trees 


are adaptable to varied soils, but 
those rich in humus are best. 
Drainage is important: one way 
to provide for it is with a raised 
bed, with the tree entirely above 
grade. A liberal-sized basin Is 
desirable for irrigation around 
the tree. Itappily enough, water- 
ing is relative infrequent. The 
basic idea is to water thorough- 
ly, letting it soak clown deep. 
Oncn the tree is established 
water only when (he tree needs 
It — the leaves will be in a wilt- 
Ing condition. During the dry 
leason established trees need 
water once every month or six 
weeks. New insecticides make 
pest control easy for modern 
gardeners, and your local nur- 
seryman can aid your selection. 


Here are some planting in- 


structions to follow. If you plant 
in a container, use % virgin 
soil, Vt sand and V, peat moss. 
Use no manure. Fertilize only 
after your dwarf citrus has be- 
come 
established — about 
six 


months after planting. Once a 
month, use a balanced commer- 
cial fertilizer containing six per 
cent nitrogen: apply at the time 
of irrigation % cup the first 
year % cup the second year; one 
cup the third year; increasing 
gradually in this proportion as 
the tree grows. 


WITH PRAT moss, 


leaf mold, manures, shavings or 
•awdust, to conserve moisture, 
moderate heat and to retard soil 
crusting and keep down weeds.

"The baron says you have the makings of a singer.

A New York school shows a new way to get 


6-year-olds to taste unfamiliar foods 


by SILVIA BAKST 


GREAT NECK, N.Y. 


The traditional problem of getting Johnny to 
eat his spinach has been met head-on at a 
school in this New York suburb. 


A tasting course for tots is making life 


easier for mothers whose youngsters shy away 
from unfamiliar foods. "Tasting parties" at 
the Kensington School, like the one pictured 
on this page, teach 6-year-olds that such 
strange things as fennel, avocado, cauliflower, 
turnips and watercress can be just as much 
fun to eat as hamburgers or hot dogs — or 
even ice cream (almost). 


First the children clip pictures of fruits 


and vegetables from magazines, draw pictures 
of favorite foods, then learn the ABCs of 
vitamins and nutrition. 


On "tasting day" they march up to Ihe 


home economics room. There they are shown 
heaping trays of vegetables and fruits. Then, 
helped by the home-making consultant, the 
children clean, cut, scrape or peel and ar- 
range the' prepared foods on trays. These are 
taken back to the classroom and the party 
begins. As they eat, they learn — not only 
about new and strange foods but about good 
table manners. 


Mothers report that these adventures in 


eating are all to the good. Says one: "Bobby 
is curious about new foods now. He doesn't 
give us that 'closed mouth' routine any more. 
At least he tastes everything, and we have 
even had great success with vegetables. That's 
a great victory."

THE 6 MOST 


POWERFUL MEN 


IN THE WORLD 


by H. V. KALTENBOKN 


... who, at 79, ranks as the dean of American news ana- 
lysts. Long familiar to radio and television audiences, he 
still is active with N6C. In 60 years of journalism he has 
written millions of words, crisscrossed the globe, personally 
talked with most of the men he here discusses for PARADE. 


W 


HO ARE THE most.powerful men in the world 
today? An intriguing question, and worthy of 
real thought. Part of the answer lies in the 


meaning of the word power— and how it is used. 


For example, dictators like Generalissimo Franco 


of Spain or Colonel Nasser of Egypt exercise a closely 
limited kind of power. Pope Pius XII, head of the 
Roman Catholic Church, has a very different power 
— yet one both real and widespread. His moral influ- 
ence affects the thought and action of millions. Yet 
during World War II, when the name of the Pope 
was"mentioned at a meeting of the Big Three Allied 
leaders, Russia's Josef Stalin put the cynical question: 
"How many divisions will the Pope contribute?" — 
as though military manpower were the sole criterion. 


When Dwight D. Eisenhower was head of NATO, 


he told me that three factors determined NATO's 
strength. One is the morale of the military force. 
Again, he believes that after the opening shock of any 


modern war the industrial power which feeds the 
military machine may well prove the decisive factor. 
And the old military maxim of "getting there fustest 
with the mostest" reminds us that power must be in 
the right place at the right time. 


Nor is the mere possession of power enough. There 


must be the will to use it and the ability to supply it. 


At the same time, not every man who occupies a 


seat of power is necessarily a man of power. Many 
times in history it was not the monarch but his chief 
minister who took over and exercised the real power/ 


With such considerations in mind, I submit the 


names of six men who, at this moment in history, exer- 
cise more power than any others that could be named. 


DWIGHT D. EISENHOWER, President of the United 
States. At 66, he has been elected and re-elected leader 
of the world's most powerful country, enjoys wide 
popularity throughout the world. On top of his great

military reputation, he brought to the White House 
an enormous personal prestige. 


The terms of the Constitution give our President 


much more power than is accorded to the Prime Min- 
ister of Great Britain or (lie Premier of France. H<| 
cannot be ousted by the national legislature, except by 
impeachment. Congress has even given President 
Eisenhower special war-making powers not provided 
by the Constitution. 


In the l-'ar Hast, it has voted him a free hand to de- 


cide when aggressive actions of the Communist gov- 
ernment of China imperil the security of the island <>l 
Formosa and call for our military intervention. In Ihe 
Middle East, Congress has agreed to let the President 
use our military forces to repel an armed Communist 
attack against any country that asks us to intervene. 
Further, Congress has turned over In the President the 
exclusive right to determine when and where atomic 
weapons may be used in the national defense. 
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JAWAHARLAl NEHRU 
POPE PIUS XII

TITO is absolute boss of a highly 
strategic nation . . . has defied Mos- 
cow and modified Communism to his 
own country's needs . . . ably maintains 
his key position between two worlds. 


NIKITA S. KHRUSHCHEV

All these special powers supplement the President's 


normal constitutional prerogatives. He is the Com- 
mandcr-in-Chief of America's military forces, and he 
controls our diplomatic action. Me can influence pub- 
lic opinion through press conferences and talks over 
radio and television. No man in the world has greater 
personal power than Dwight D. Eisenhower. 


The fact remains that ours is a government of laws 


and not of men. Therefore he must — and does — 
exercise his power with restraint and discretion. 


NIKITA S. KHRUSHCHEV, chief of the Communist Party 
in the U.S.S.R. Though not Russia's top man in the 
"total" sense that Stalin was, he occupies the same 
position as Party leader and is the outstanding and 
most powerful member of the Kremlin Cabinet. This 
makes him, at 63, No. 1 in the world's No. 2 country. 


In Russia, all power is centralized in the executive 


group headed by Khrushchev. The Soviet Union par- 


liamentary groups have no real legislative or restrain- 
ing power. The premier, foreign minister, defense 
minister and others have a certain amount of inde- 
pendent influence, but Khrushchev has emerged as 
the dominant government figure. 


It was he who delivered the anti Stalin speech of 


February, 1956, charging his former boss with a 
variety of crimes. It was Khrushchev who recently an- 
nounced plans for decentralization of Soviet industry. 
It was he who led the Soviet delegation to Yugoslavia 
in the effort to work out a reconciliation with Marshal 
Tito. It is Khrushchev who gives the important inter- 
views to foreign journalists. 


Khrushchev headed last fall's delegation to War- 


saw, which worked out the compromise under which 
Poland received a measure of local autonomy. He also 
led (he delegation to Budapest, which decided on the 
ruthless use of Soviet military power to suppress the 
Hungarian revolution. 


Obviously, Khrushchev knows how to be tough. 


With some reliance on his associates, lie holds absolute 
power in a system that fclics on secret police, censor- 
ship, brutal repression and slave-labor camps to retain 
its hold on a veritable empire—the Soviet Union and 
its European satellites. Nikita.Khrushchev controls the 
decision as to when, where and whether Russia will 
launch aggressive war. 


That fact alone makes him a man with enormous 


power. He is shrewd enough to know he can retain it 
only by showing a proper restraint in its use. 


MAO TSE-TUNG, leader of Red China. Just a year 
older than Khrushchev, he is the dictator over 600 
million people. Me was born of peasant stock, but re- 
ceived a modern education. Later he read himself into 
Marxism and Leninism, but he never accepted Stalin's 
overlordship. He has become much more independent 
since Stalin's death.

The world's 6 most 


It is wrong to speak of Mao's China as a 


Soviet satellite. Red China is allied to the 
Sovie.1 Union and depends on Russia for war 
material and machinery, but pursues an inde- 
pendent policy in seeking mastery of all Asia. 
Under Mao's leadership, it already has con- 
quered Tibet, parts of Mongolia, Northern 
Korea, North Vict-Nam and certain islands 
in the Yellow Sea. It is infiltrating North 
Burma, Thailand and Laos. It has refused to 
make peace with the United States, and con- 
tinues to hold American prisoners. It has ' 
openly, vowed to conquer Formosa. 


All these aggressive acts and threats have 


taken place under the direct leadership of 
Mao. He receives comparatively few head- 
lines because this able and discreet leader 
prefers to work from behind the scenes. But 
as Red China grows stronger, so does Mao 
Tse-tung. He seems likely to remain one of 
the world's most powerful figures longer than 
several others on my list. . 


1 TOPE PIUS XII, head of the Roman Catholic 


Church. Oldest (81) of the world's most 
powerful men, he relics almost entirely on 
moral influence and church discipline to ex- 
ercise persuasion in a material-minded world. 
Repeatedly I have had the privilege of dis- 
cussing with him the problems involved in 
Communism and the attainment of world 
peace. He impressed me as a man of great 
spiritual force with a keen sense of the prac- 
tical. 


The Pope's most successful direct exercise 


of political power came not long after World 
War II, when he used the influence of the 
Church to defeat the Communists in the 
Italian election. But he never misses an op- 
portunity to attack Communism. 


The Pope exerts an important influence 


even behind the Iron Curtain. The Commu- 
nists did not dare prevent Cardinal Wyszyn- 
ski, Primate of Poland, from making his re- 
cent visit to the Vatican. They have not dared 
remove Cardinal Mindszcnty, Primate of 
Hungary, from his place of asylum in the 
American Embassy in Budapest. Five hun- 
dred million Catholics and 360,000 priests 
look to the Pope of Rome for moral leader- 
ship. The head of the Catholic Church is 
indeed a man of great power. 


JAWAHARAL 
NEHRU, Prime 
Minister of 


India. Leader of some 375 million people, he 
readied thai |X>sition by developing a kind of 
political split personality. Born in 1889, he 
was educated in England. Like Gandhi, he 
became a lawyer. But then the Amritsar mas- 
sacre of his fellow Indians by British soldiers 
led him to devote his life to Indian freedom. 


Four times he was elected President of the 


Indian National Congress. Where Gandhi 
was primarily a spiritual force, Nehru was a 
practical political leader. The British kept 
him in jail from 1930 to 1936, and like Mao 
Tse-tung he read himself into a belief in 
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powerful men continued 


Marxism. In 1947 he became the first Prime 
Minister of free India. lie still is a Socialist 
— which has helped make him a neutralist. 
Neutralism is one source of his power. He 
' has stood between capitalism and Commun- 
nism, embracing neither. Today he is per- 
haps the only great political leader who is as 
welcome in Moscow as he is in Washington. 


Known as a man of peace, he proved him- 


self willing to use force by his insistence on 
India's control of the disputed province of 
Kashmir. He fights Communism in India, 
but objects to the Southeast Asia Treaty Or- 
ganization and the Baghdad Pact — both 
directed against Communist aggression. He 
repeatedly has sought to mediate between the 
Soviet Union •and the Western powers, and 
between Egypt and the users of the Suez 
Canal. 


Because Nehru heads a great and growing 


nation, because he enjoys the respect of the 
world, because of his undoubtedly good in- 
tentions and because he occupies a strategic 
position of neutrality, he remains a man of 
power who may yet exercise decisive influ- 
ence in the maintenance of world peace. 


MARSHAL TITO of Yugoslavia. Though a 
minor dictator, he occupies — like Nehru — 
a strategic position between East and West. 
He stands between the Communist and the 
anti-Communist world of Europe. 


Though trained in Moscow, he has aban- 


doned many aspects of Communism in his 
own country — for example, his unsuccess- 
ful effort to communize agriculture. Years 
ago lie did what Khrushchev is now trying to 
do in Russia: decentralize industry. He told 
me that the two great evils of Communism 
are bureaucracy and centralization, and ex- 
plained how he sought to get rid of both in 
his own country. Tito admits that at first he 
copied too much from Russia. He welcomed 
his break with the Kremlin as an opportunity 
to turn his back on some Soviet methods. 


At 65, Tito is an absolute dictator; he 


holds most of Yugoslavia's executive and leg- 
islative power in his own hands. But he uses 
it intelligently, and therein lies his strength. 
Years ago he found it expedient to give the 
various parts of Yugoslavia a good deal of the 
local autonomy they have always demanded. 
1 le has been able to relax police power with- 
out producing any revolutionary outbreaks. 
One source of his considerable personal pop- 
ularity is that he is a true patriot; he risked 
his life time'and again during the war against 
Germany, and the men who fought under 
him arc loyal to him. 


Tito plays the diplomatic game with con- 


siderable skill. He has secured hundreds of 
millions in American aid without turning his 
back on his Communist beliefs. He still is 
being wooed by both the Soviet Union and the 
United States. There is no denying that for 
the present he holds a position of great power 
in a very important part of Europe.

There you have my list of six. And why didn't 
I include the Prime Minister of Great Britain 
or Franco of Spain or Nasser of Egypt? The 
answer is that none of these men can exercise 
much power outside his own country or on 
his own initiative. 


The British Prime Minister works with 


and through his Cabinet. He either works 
with them or they resign, and thus weaken 
his government. When a British Prime Min- 
ister steps out of line and makes an attempt 
to exercise power on his own account, he is 
apt to meet the fate that Irefell Prime Minister 
Eden. A great personality like Winston 
Churchill can exercise personal power, but 
the average British Prime Minister is con- 
trolled by public opinion, by Parliament, by 
his associates and by the Opposition. 


Nasser's forces were beaten decisively by 


the Israeli Army last year and are no stronger 
today. Mis control of the Suez Canal is pre- 
carious. His political ambitions in the Near 
East have had a setback in Jordan. Egypt's 
economy is going downhill. Nasser's apparent 
power is due to the strength of his outside 
support; it docs not come from within. 


As for General Franco, when he finally 


emerged victorious in the long-drawn-out 
Spanish Civil War (thanks in large part to 
outside help), his country was not a suffi- 
ciently rtrong factor in European affairs to 
rank him as a man of great power outside of 
Spain. Nor is it today. Franco is boss in his 
own land. He is working with us in the battle 
against Communism" But he has no claim 
to rank among today's most powerful men. 


So there they are — Eisenhower, Khrush- 


chev, Mao Tse-tung, Pope Pius XII, Nehru, 
Tito. It probably would be better for the 
peace of the world if three out of six were not 
Communist dictators. We can console our- 
selves with the thought that in recent decades 
many dictators have disappeared almost over- 
night. So there is at least a chance for more 
democratic successors. 
•

In this month of brides — and grooms

l>est hammer thrower despite a left arm 
withered from a birth injury, felt the 
same way. He courted Olga, 24, during 
the Olympics (they both won first-place 
medals), then followed her to Czecho- 
slovakia, where their entreaties won 
over Communist officials. This spring, 
to the delight of the entire world, Har- 
old was allowed to marry Olga and 
take her with him to America. 


This, it seemed, was the happy end- 


ing to their story. Actually, PAHADE 
has learned, their problems have just 


begun. The Connollys face five obsta- 
cles that might dismay the most strong" 
hearted of lovers: 


1) Olga, studying to be a doctor, 


had only 1 8 months to go to graduate 
from a Czech medical school; now she 
must take rigorous tests to enter 
jammed U.S. schools. These tests will 
be especially tough because her knowl- 
edge of English is only fair. And if she 
is admitted, she may be required to 
study longer than 18 months. 


2) She must accustom herself to 


the ways of a democracy after living 
since she was 7 largely under the regi- 
mentation of dictatorships—first Nazi, 
then Communist. 


3) Harold must find a new job. He 


had been a history teacher in the school 
system here, "but a teacher's salary," 
he points out, "isn't enough to send 
your wife through medical school." 


Peace and Time 


4) Both must duck the avalanche 


of reporters, photographers, business 
agents and just plain well-wishers who 
have given them little peace, and less 
time for themselves, since they arrived 
here two months ago. 


5) Each must learn to live with, 


and respect, the religious faith of the 
other. (Harold is a Roman Catholic, 
Olga a Lutheran*)

couple, they must absorb tbe ordinary 
day-to-day bounces of marriage's often 
bumpy road. 


"We'll be all right," says the 6', 220-lb. 


Connolly. "There's been an awful lot of 
kind people who have already offered to 
help us get started." 


What will help most, believes Harold's 


mother, Margaret (they're staying at her 
apartment here till they can find one of 
their own), is Harold's "extraordinary pa- 
.tience. When he was going to Boston Col- 
lege," she says, "he'd come home after a 
hard day of practicing and teach every boy 
in the neighborhood, or so it seemed, how 
to throw the hammer. He's a natural-born 
teacher. He'll steer Olga through this pe- 
riod of getting adjusted to things." 


Olga has a quicker temper. When pho- 


tographers kept them posing for an un- 
reasonable time after they landed in New 
York, she suddenly snatched the wiUing- 
to-oblige Harold by the arm, snapped, 
"Thank you, gentlemen," and slalked off. 


A Big Tease 


Around Connolly, though, his 5'10", 


160-lb. (but slender) bride, who can sling 
a discus farther than any woman compet- 
ing today, is a typical "clinging vine." 
When he's talking to somebody else, she 
hangs firmly to his arm, looks blissfully 
into his eyes. When they're together, she 
coos into his ear, nuzzles at his cheek. Be- 
fore other people she teases him lovingly. 
(While PARADE'S Ben Ross was taking 
today's cover, she giggled at Harold: "You 
look terrible.") 


But she's no scatterbrain, has definite 


opinions. Examples: 


• U.S. women's fashions do not im- 


press her. "They're not cut the way I like," 


she says. (Her favorite dress is the yellow 
print she's wearing on the cover, on page 
17 and below.) She's amazed, though, 
that well-dressed American women can 
buy ready-made clothes; in Czechoslo- 
vakia, where ready-made clothes arc sack- 
like, she made all her own things herself. 


• She's struck by men's fashions here. 


"In Europe," she says, "men do not dress 
nearly as well, mainly because they arc 
not as interested as American men in 
clothes." 


• Baseball enchants her. An avid fol- 


lower, of Ted Williams, she thinks base- 
ball is a "perfect" sport — "because you've 
got to have good arms, good legs, good 
eyes, good everything."' 


• TV commercials irritate her, not be- 


cause of what they proclaim but the way 
they arc woven into programs. "When 
she's watching a baseball game on TV," 


says Harold, "and there suddenly appears 
a ball player smoking a cigaret, she thinks 
that's part of the game and gets confused." 


• The contrasts in American living 


fascinate her. "It's hard to believe," she 
says, "that in 20 minutes one can go from 
the awful noise and dirt in the middle of 
Boston to Walden Pond [in the suburbs], 
where everything is so green and beautiful 
and peaceful." The Pond is her favorite 
spot, to date, in the U.S.; she and Harold 
go there often and take long walks around 
it, hand in hand. 


Language, so far, hasn't been a great 


problem for her. Though she has a strong 
accent, she only occasionally has to call on 
Harold to supply her with a word. 


In talking with people, however, she's 


sometimes confused by slang expressions. 
"It took her a couple of days," says Mrs. 
Connolly, laughing, "to get over the shock 
when she heard me say to somebody: 
'Drop dead.' " 


Will they continue active in sports? 


"Yes," says Harold, "as long as I can work 
at my job and Olga can finish her studies. 
We've accepted invitations to several track 
meets, in New York and California, but 
we've turned down others where the 
people invited us, not because they wanted 
us to compete, but because they wanted a 
sideshow to draw crowds. 


"If possible, we'll enter the 1960 Olym- 


pics. Olga, however, won't be on the U.S. 
team; since she's still a Czech citizen, she 
will have tn compete for her own country." 


Right now, Connolly is wrestling with 


problems closer at hand: getting a job and 
getting his wife the education she needs. 
But, says Harold's mother, "If love always 
finds a way, then those two needn't worry 
about a thing."

NEW-FpR PICNICS 


Torta di Parma, a favorite from northern Italy,

is a delicious change for outdoor eating 


In the shadow of the United Nations Building in New- 
York City is a cheerful restaurant called Antolotti's, 
where "home-style" dishes of northern Italy are served. 
One of these is Torta di Parma, a delicious blend of 
chopped vegetables, cheese and rice, baked in a special 
pastry. It offers such possibilities for American picnics 
that May Antolotti was asked to take over PARADE'S 
test kitchen and demonstrate how- to make it. 


Plenty of "elbow grease" is needed — one is not 


gentle with this dough — but it's fun. And the fin- 
ished Torta can be carried right in its pan (left). It 
goes wonderfully with hot dogs (below) or other pic- 
nic meat, taking the place of starchy foods and eggs. 
Suggestion: Try it after a brisk swim!

Sift Hour and salt together. Add 1 unbeaten egg; mix 
well. Add lukewarm water a little at a time. Now work 
the dough vigorously, lifting it up and "crashing" it down 
on a heavily (loured bonrd until it becomes clastic and 
cleans the board. Grease an aluminum tray or jelly-roll 
pan about 16" x 10" x I". Roll dough paper-thin in a 
rectangle at least 4" longer and wider than the pan. Place 
in pan. Chop cabbage fine; wash thoroughly. Chop onions 
fine. Add to cabbage; saute in butter or margarine until 
soft but not brown. Add cheeses; stir until melted. Add 
rice, salt, pepper and beaten eggs; mix well; spread on 
dough in pan. Bring overhanging pastry up and over fill- 
ing; pierce with tine's of fork; pull away from sides of 
pan with fork. Break remaining egg on top; "scrub" over 
entire surface with a pastry brush. Bake in moderate oven 
(375'), 45 minutes or until golden brown. Cool, then 
chill. Serve cut into 12 squares.

Here is new insight into multiple 


killing-a sudden, savage crime 


that makes too many headlines

AST MONTH, in Rye, N. Y., a 14-year-old boy 
shot his mother and sister dead with a .22 rifle. 
Police said his mother had "rebuked him 


mildly" for not doing iiis homework. 


A little earlier, an Illinois businessman "couldn't 


stand to leave" his mother and three daughters in 
order to remarry — so he killed all Four, then himself. 


In St. Joseph, Mo., another 14-year-old "went 


crazy" and slew his mother, father, sister and brother. 


In Gallion, Ohio, police mowed down a 28-year-old 


worker who had just killed three other persons. 


These are typical recent cases of mass, or multiple, 


murder. And do you recall the name of Howard 
Unruh? Back in 1949, in Camden, N. ]., he was 
seized by blind rage and shot down 13 people. 


Fortunately, such outbreaks don't occur every day. 


But they do occur, and they keep occurring - year in, 
year out. You may read of one tomorrow morning. The 
killer, often considered "respectable" by those who 
know him, suddenly goes berserk. A whole family may 
be wiped out; passcrsby may be slaughtered. It is like 
the unplanned devastation of a volcano, a cyclone. 


But we can understand natural disasters (even if 


we can't control them). What makes a seemingly "nor- 
mal" human being turn mass killer? What triggers the 
deed? Are there danger signals that might be acted on 
to prevent the outburst and save innocent lives? 


The answers are not easy, but intelligent students 


of human behavior are beginning to find them. 
PARADE has just talked with a top authority in the 
field, New York clinical psychologist Emanucl )•'. 
Hammer. For years Dr. Hammer has probed into 
mass murder. He has studied several such killers at 
close range. His findings throw new light on one of 
the most terrifying of all crimes. 


First of all, the mass murderer rarely plans his act. 


When it is over, he can hardly remember it; indeed, 
he may IK as shocked by it as any onlooker. Remem- 
ber, he is a "respectable" citizen. Often he is so quiet, 
even prim, that no one- 
perhaps not even he- 


would picture him as a killer. 


Thus he differs markedly from the murderer who 


plans, and kills, in cold blood. Arithmetically speak- 
ing, John Gilbert Graham — the young man who 
planted a bomb in an airliner to kill his mother and, 
in passing, 43 others — was a "mass" murderer. But 
he arranged his crime with cool foreknowledge of its 
outcome. So, of course, do the hired gunmen of the 
underworld. 


The multiple killer we are considering here ex- 


plodes in a dreadful moment. As one result, following 
his outburst of murderous fury, he almost invariably 
is caught. Or he may destroy himself along with his 
victims. He does not plan an escape, because he did 
not plan the murders in the first place. 


Who the Killer Is 


Let's get a close-up of a mass killer as disclosed by 


Or. Hammer's studies. 


First, the murderer is almost always a male — 


child or adult. (Women are much less prone to com- 
mit violent anti-social acts.) Second, the killer is likely 
to he afflicted with schizophrenia, a mental disease 
marked by loss of contact with reality, gradual mental 
breakdown and sometimes feelings of persecution 
and/or delusions. 


For example, one mass murderer told Dr. Hammer: 


"The Clancys are after me; they're trying to get me." 
Another claimed that people persisted in "blowing 
poison dust 'under my door." A third, while talking to 
the psychologist, suddenly took off his shoe and 
smashed it down on the floor at some unseen "enemy," 
then calmly put the shoe back on. Still another said 
he heard religious voices which "told me to kill." 


Such mental distortions are particularly tragic in 


children. One youngster examined by Dr. Hammer 
was only 8, but" he had the makings of a killer. A farm 
child, he already had tried to do away with four other 
children "who wouldn't play with me." Lacking an- 
other weapon, he had released the brake on a tractor 
in hopes it would roll downhill and crush all four.

A third point is that mass murderers seem not only 


meek and mild but extremely self-righteous. Their be- 
havior is so exaggeratedly quiet that it caricatures 
morality itself. Some mass murderers are devoted 
Bible readers and quote Scripture readily. 


Inside, however, the mass killer is — as noted — 


like a volcano waiting to erupt. His facade of restraint 
is merely a cover-up for hatred and resentment. Prob- 
ably he has been tense his whole life. 


Thus his all-pervasive "morality" is the unsteady lid 


which contains his rage and hatred. Because he is so 
self-righteous, he cannot allow himself the luxury of 
a mild show of temper. He cannot pound the desk, or 
even use profanity. If he could, perhaps he would not 
kill. Instead he bottles'up his feelings until the pres- 
sure grows too great to bear. 


Then, suddenly and unprcdictably, the lid flics off 


with fantastic violence. The volcano erupts. The "good 
citizen" turns killer — because he no longer can re- 
strain himself. 


What is the spark that lights the fuse? It may be 


a scries of arguments — over a brief period — with 
a parent or other relative. The tension within is so 
great that even a mild argument might be the last link 
in the chain lending to mass murder.

In one case, a man murdered three people after he 


was discharged from his job. The firing proved to be 
his emotional boiling point. 


More likely, though, alcohol provides the spark. 


The mass murderer does not go on a real bender. He 
drinks just enough to dissolve his inhibitions. Then, 
he has the "strength" to kill. Alcohol is not a cause, 
but a contributing factor to his sickness. 


Once the murderer's controls are dissolved — by 


whatever cause — the dam of emotions is sundered. 
Picture the killer in an uncontrollable "temper tan- 
trum," only half-conscious of what he is doing. Later 
he may describe himself as having "seen red" or "seen 
white." He rushes to pick up whatever weapon is 
handy and blindly flays out. 


Why He Keeps Killing 


Such erupted rage usually can be sustained only a 


few minutes. Howard Llnruh's lasted about an hour. 
In that time, he fired a .45 revolver crazily about in 
the street, in stores, in apartments. He did not even 
know many of his victims. 


Usually the mass murderer seeks to kill only one 


person, the real object of his hatred. Failing to find 
that person, he becomes further enraged, crashes 
about wildly killing anyone in sight. One killer really 
sought to slay his mother. He picked up a weapon, 
frantically searched the house for her. She had hidden. 
Her son's rage mounted. Furiously, he tore into the 
street and murdered several other persons. Had he- 
been able to find his mother, that man likely would 
have killed only her. 


After the fury is released — by killing — the mass 


murderer is a completely changed person, fur a while. 
He returns to his old, docile self. The volcano is quiet 
once again. When apprehended, the killer is in a kind 
of da/e. Gradually he begins to feel greatly relieved. 
The tensions arc gone for the moment. lie is limp, 
without energy. His "steam" has been released, lie- 
does not hear the voices. He probably is more con- 
tented than at any time since his childhood. 


Sooner or later he emerges from this "twilight" state. 


The law steps in. The killer's first reaction to his own 
crime is likely to he sheer disbelief. Once convinced 
that he actually has taken life, he still feels he should 
not be punished. 


The mass killer usually is committed to a mental 


institution. In his state of "no-tension" he is harmless, 
having reverted to his former righteous self. But this 
state lasts only a few months at best. Gradually the 
tensions mount again. His hands may begin to shake, 
his eyes to dart from side to side, his feet to tap nerv- 
ously. He becomes increasingly less responsive in 
casual discussion. The volcano is building up again. 


Now, how does an individual start along this har- 


rowing road? One answer — a partial one only — 
lies in what kind of parents he lias. Parents of mass 
killers show many characteristics in common. Usually 
there is a domineering mother who runs the house- 
hold with an iron hand. The father often is a.passive " 
nonentity who has little to do with rearing trie child. 
Conversely, he may'be a brutal type, sometimes an 
alcoholic, who beats the child and thus turns him 
toward his mother. 


In this situation the son cannot follow the normal 


course and pattern himself after his father. Rather, 
he takes his cues from his mother. This can lead to 
deep-seated emotional conflicts involving the son's 
masculinity and his relationship to his mother. If the 
conflicts eventually lead to a homicidal outburst, the 
mother may well be the target. 


What Can We Do? 


Fortunately for society, mass killers are few and far 


between. For the most part, Dr. Hammer says, they 
exist because there are not enough mental-health fa- 
cilities in the U. S. to spot the potential killer early in 
life. Dr. Hammer believes such jiersons can be de- 
tected through psychological tests. For example, he 
says the symptoms which ultimately led to Howard 
Unrnh's shocking slaughter of 13 people could have 
been detected live years or more beforehand. 


From this comes Dr. Hammer's suggestion for a 


way to prevent mass murders in the future — early 
detection via mental-health examinations in elemen- 
tary and high schools. This calls for facilities, per- 
sonnel — and money. But it would be worth it. 


"Now we accept the onee-a-ycar physical checkup," 


Dr. Hamr.ier points out. "The day we learn to accept 
the oncc-evcry-livc-ycars mental checkup, we will be 
on the way to preventing mass murder — and man\ 
other types of destructive behavior."

MY PAL, 
JIMMY DURANTE 


by EDDIE CANTOR 


EDITOR'S NOTE: Eddie Cantor, one of 
America's all - time favorite entertainers, 
made his first money as a singing waiter 
at Coney Island In 1909. There he met o 
shy, big-nosed piano player who became 
his lifelong friend. This intimate account of 
that friendship — one of the warmest "pro- 
files" of Jimmy Durante ever written — is 
condensed from Cantor's current best-selling 
autobiography, Jake My Life.* 


The piano player at Carey Walsh's 
saloon was a thin homely kid of 16 with 
brown hair and a good sized nose. He 
was shy, but he was a great improvise! 
and had a flair for showmanship; he 
could fake through anything and make 
it sound like music. And generous! He 
was the kind of guy — if you brought 
him a-sandwich he'd want to give you 
a whole roast beef. His name was 
Jimmy Durante. 


We got along from the first night, 


and from the first night we never 
turned down a request. Jimmy tells the 
story this way: "Say a guy asked 


for Springtime in Kalamazoo, which 
neither of us even ever heard of ... 
I'd fake a melody and Eddie'd turn to 
the customer and sing 'Oh, it's spring- 
time in Kalamazooooo,' then turn away 
and double-talk softly, 'My thoughts go 
wandering back to you, I'll never ever 
be nothun but blue . . .' All the time 
I'm pounding away fortissimo, then 
Eddie'd swing back to the customer and 
moidcr 'cm with 'When its springtime 
in Kal-a-wa-zno.' Sometimes the guy 
was so drunk he wouldn't notice. But 
sometimes he wasn't that drunk. 'What 
you singing, kid?' Eddie'd get a bcwil- 
derin' look and say,'Why, Springtime 
in Kalamazoo.' 'That ain't the song I 
know,' the guy'd say, and Eddie'd open 
his big eyes innocent-like and say, 'You 
mean there arc two of 'em?' " 


But Jimmy wasn't ambitious. He had 


taken music lessons as a kid; he didn't 
need them, his playing was sponlanc- 


• ous and it was just a way to earn spend- 


ing money. 


I used to say, "Jinimy> you've got to 


do something different if you're ever 
going to make a big hit. The audience 
likes you. Why don't you get up on the 
floor and say something to them, or 
just sit at the piano and make remarks 
while you play?" 


"Gee, Eddie, 1 couldn't do that," 


he'd say. 'Tel be afraid people would 
laugh at me." 


He was so right; they were going to 


laugh and keep tin laughing for a life- 
time. But he didn't start talking until 
1923 when Lou Clayton joined him at 
the Club Durant. Their act was a rou- 
tine of songs, jokes and impromptu fun 
that caused an immediate sensation. 
The underworld and the uppcrworld 
discovered Clayton, Jackson and Du- 
rante at the same time. 


Ad Libs —Plus 


Because the trio had no material, 


they had to depend on the impromptu. 
Lou would stamp out on the floor yell- 
ing, "Where is he, where's Durante?" 
Eddie, from the kitchen, would come, 
yelling, "Where's Jimmy? Where's the 
Schnozz?" They'd look in the^ men's 
room, in the ladies'room, in the kitchen, 
then one of them would shout, "We've 
struck oil," and they'd come in leading 
Durante by the nose. 


He'd point to his schrjoz?.. "Dcre it 


is, folks, de real thing. It ain't gonna 
bite 'cha and any famous personages in 
the dump can come up and autygraph 
it." They'd aim their quips at the Wal- 
ter Winchells, the George M. Cohans, 
the Owney'Maddens, the Damon Run- 
yon characters of Broadway. At the end 
of the evening a fellow like George M.

People care about Durante 


Cohan would leave $ 100 on the register 
and say, "Ring this up. I've had too 
much fun just to pay the check." 


Lou Clayton was-the most important 


person in Jimmy's life. A tough little 
guy with a sledge-hammer punch, he'd 
wandered into the Club Uurant one 
night after dropping $98,000 in a float- 
ing crap game. He was a great gambler, 
he was also a great dancer. He did a lit- 
tle soft-shoe number at the club that 
night and Jimmy asked him to come in 
and join him. 


From the day they started their part- 


nership, Clayton handled all Jimmy's 
business and was responsible for bring- 
ing him up into the big time. They were 
always' rowdy, always roughhousc. 
People think that breaking up a piano 
is new for Jimmy; but when I sec him 
take an instrument apart I'm back in 
1925 again. We're having the annual 
benefit for Surprise Lake Camp where 
I was sent as a kid. Clayton, Jackson 
and Durante play the show and Du- 
rante demolishes the piano. Wrecks it. 
The theater charges me $400. ' 


Payment in Advance 


Next day, when Jimmy and I lunch 


at the Astor, I say, "Thanks for coming 
to the benefit, Jimmy. Next time, do 
me a favor, stay home." I tell him about 
the piano and Jimmy sends me a check 
for $400 and a note; "Tliis'll take care 
of the piano I'm gonna bust at the next 
benefit!" To this day, he's the biggest 
single contributor to Surprise Lake 
Camp. 


The trio of friends never broke up. 


When Jimmy got too big for the act, 
Clayton stayed on as his business man- 
ager and Jackson stayed on as his 
friend. Both the boys were on the pay- 
roll of every Durante picture, .but they 
were backstage. No man in show busi- 
ness ever had the intense loyalties 
Jimmy has had. He gave the word loyal 
a new dimension. To this day lie pays 
Clayton's widow, Ida, a commission 
for every job he does. The crudest blow 
in Jimmy's life was Lou Clayton's 
death. In his terrible grief, he retreated 
from show business. 


What finally jolted Jimmy out of his 


apathy was television. We talked about 
it one day. "I'm gonna take a crack at 
it, Eddie," he said. "This is what Lou'd 
want. He told me before he died, he 
told me this thing was comin'along big 
and it was for me." Lou was right, the 
TV audience loved Jimmy. 


You see, there's something that 


comes through the camera onto the 


screen — it's not just a phonograph, 
it's a fluoroscope. People laugh at 
Durante — but they care about him. 


To me the ?nswer is simple. Jimmy 


loves people. The minute they see that 
kisser they know he loves 'cm. And 
that's why the end of his program 
where he walks away into the smaller 
and smaller pools of light, tugs at their 
hearts and brings tears. It's like Jimmy 
was leaving for good. They know in- 
stinctively that he'd rather be up there 
entertaining them than anything else 
in the world. 


Let me show you what I mean. On 


New Year's Day 194;! Ida and I were 
down at Palm Springs. I'd gotten up 
early to take a walk, and of all the 
people to meet in the village, suddenly 
around the corner comes that nose. 


"Eddie!" he yells. 
"Jimmy! Happy New Year!" And we 


throw our arms around each other. 


"Eddie," he says, in the middle of 


the embrace, "I'm just thinkin'. This 
must be a tough time for the guys over 
there in that hospital." The Govern- . 
ment had taken over El Mirador Hotel 
and made it into Torncy General Hos- 
pital. "Here it's New Year's Day, they're 
sick, some of 'em have amputations. 
What da ya say we go over and enter- 
tain 'em?" 


I thought it was a great idea and 


suggested we stop off at his bungalow 
first to rehearse. His place is always 
full of pals: Jules Buffano, his piano 
player through the years, Eddie Jack- 
son, who's been with him for 35 years, 
Jack Roth, his drummer from the old 
Club Durant, and Lou Colin, who since 
Clayton's death has handled most of 
Jimmy's business. They're not at all 
surprised when we start in rehearsing 
•it 9 a.m., New Year's Day. We go to 
the hospital at 10:30, stay till 5:00. 


A Good Day's Work 


We sing every song we ever sang in 


the days at Coney Island. Through the 
years Jimmy and I have appeared many 
times together at benefits, on radio and 
now on television, and we always go 
back into the old routine and have-a 
hall. We clown, we kid, we reminisce 
about the time I convinced him we 
should run for President and Vice- 
President. By 5 o'clock it's time for the 
patients' dinner and we say good-by. 
We're both so hoarse we can hardly 
talk, especially Jimmy, who starts off 
hoarse. As we walk down the street, he 
can barely croak, "Eddie, tell me. Don't 
a t'ing like dis make ya feel good?" 
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—because he loves them 


I know of no one as interested in giv- 


ing of himself as Jimmy Durantc. And 
it shows. He hasn't an enemy in the 
world and his friends don't just love 
him, they worship him. He sums up his 
philosophy this way, "I figger there arc 
more good people in the world than 
bad ones. I don't mind if a gent 
scratches a match on my furniture so 
long as he's careful to go with the 
grain." 


A Day at the Races. 


He has a quality of 'cmlerness you 


seldom sec in a man. If you're sad, he's 
sad..When I was in the hospital \vilh a 
heart attack, Jimmy came every day. I 
was allowed no visitors, but he came 
ever)' day and sat in the corridor out- 
side my room. 


After I was well enough to go out he 


invited me down to Del Mar. He spends 


part of every summer vacation there, 
playing the horses. "Ya gotta come, 
Eddie. It's wonderful for ya. Down here 
nobody bodders ya." So I went. 


The first day at Del Mar he and I 


both lose on the first three races, jimmy 
doesn't bet big, neither do I, but of 
course we like to win. So after the third 
race I run into a man I know from 
Louisville, Kentucky. This fellow owns 


• a stable and he doesn't give tips; but he 
does tell me that they have, a horse to- 
day and the horse is ready. I tell this 
to Jimmy. 


"Jimmy, I'm going to bet $10." 
"Eddie," he says, "ya mortify me. 


On this kind of a FBI inside I'll bet 50 
bucks." 


The horse comes in and pays $22. 


Jimmy sends me to look again for my 
friend from Louisville. This time he 
tells me about another horse. I bet $20, 


Still pals after 48 years, here are Jimmy 
and Eddie as they look today. They've come 
a long way from Walsh's Coney Island spot. 


Durante bets $100. The horse comes 
in and pays $10. From then on we' 
don't lose. We win on every race. 
Jimmy's elated, he's clowning, then 
suddenly he gets serious. He claps one 
hand on my shoulder and says, "Eddie, 
promise me one thing. No matter what 
happens today — we'go back to show 
business." 


We both went back. It would be a. 


great loss if Jimmy ever abandoned 
show business. There's just no one else 
who can send out those currents of fun 
and love. I, for one, never havc-missed 
, (unless I've been on a plane) a Dtt-* 
rante.broadcast or his TV show. For me 
it has an added meaning. I hear and 
see this guy today and all the time I'm 
seeing double, another guy, a kid 16 
with brownish hair, playing die piano 
like a son of a gun for the customers at 
Carey Walsh's.
